Another Christmas has come and 
gone. For Mrs. Gilbert D. Brown, 
national president of the American 
Bell Association, the Christmas and 
holiday season has double significance. 
Each year she trims her fir with bells. 
In fact, she puts up two trees and 
decorates them both with the smaller 
bells in her collection. The Christ- 
mas just past was no exception. She 
trimmed the front door swag on her 
Wenatchee, Washington, home with 


- bells and bells decorated her windows, 


but interest centered on the tree with 
the tiny metal, china, glass, clay, shell 
and wooden bells which blossomed 
along the branches in place of the 
usual fragile baubles. 

Mrs. Brown has 160 bells small 
enough to be borne by the fir limbs, 
and on a supplementary branch of 
walnut, Kem-toned white, gracefully 
curved as if grown especially for the 
purpose, she tied another 40 or 50 
bells with dainty green bows. 

As she looked at her tree, interested 
visitors get a description of this na- 
ture: “This is from Palestine; this 
one from France. Here’s a Persian 
bell, and this wooden lady is from 
Bali. The tiny metal bell is from the 
Isle of Capri, the clay pig from Japan. 
If only the United Nations had the 
harmony of my bells!”

eign countries by Wenatchee boys 
whose service during the last war took 
them far afield. 

She has two small bells from the 
ceremonial garment worn by a Moro 
chieftain in the Philippines. And 
there are doughnut bells (so called 
because of the shape) from Japan. 
A little silver disc gong, mounted with 
small hammer attached, is here be- 
cause a Japanese officer coming out 
of Manchuria was hungry. One of 
the boys traded food for the gong. 

He also obtained a beautiful, but 
larger, decorated hand bell more than 
100 years old, used by Japanese pil- 
grims to drive away evil spirits as 
they traveled to worship at a shrine. 
And from the same soldier came three 
small bells, shaped like faces, orig- 
inally in the topmost shrine on Mt. 
Fujiyama. 

Mrs. Brown has a small bell, with 
frog mouth, which is said to have been 
made 1,000 years ago at Oaxaca, 
Mexico, by the lost wax method. An- 
other Oaxaca bell is quadruple, made 
of black clay moulded in the form of 
a cross with each end flared and 
clappered. 

Always on the Christmas tree is a 
50-year-old papier mache bell and 
with it one of the newer ones, a small 
metal bell from Chamonix, France. A 
little North African bell tinkles beside 
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it, and there’s an Indian monkey bell, 
a coyote-frightening turkey bell, and 
many “jingle bells” of no historical 
value but gay on the tree. 

Mrs. Brown’s tiniest bell is only 
half the size of a woman’s little finger- 
nail. Its clapper is a wee glass bead. 

One of the most unusual in her col- 
lection is a Chinese metal bell with a 
round green glass “Kubla Khan,” or 
Manchu cap button for a handle. The 
design around the bell, etched in en- 
amel, pictures the five bats which 
typify the five blessings: long life, 
health, virtue, wealth and a peaceful 
end. A returned Chinese missionary 
explained the significance of the de- 
sign. 

Hanging from the mantel at the 
holiday season is a necklace of blue 
and white beads with pendant bell 
which a librarian friend brought from 
India. She spotted the bell as a mule 
pack-train came into town and bar- 
gained with the muleteer for the neck- 
lace from the lead animal. 

None the less interesting but only 
less colorful are the hame bells which 
were worn in the early ’89s by freight 
teams traveling overland before rail- 
roads came to the central part of the 
State of Washington. 


Currently most prized among the 
865 bells Mrs. Brown has collected 
during the past ten years is the gavel 
bell given to her last July when she 
was elected president of the bell col- 
lectors’ organization. A hand-rung 
brass bell from the home of General 
U. S. Grant, it travels as the insignia 
of her office. But when her term is 
ended she will still have a tiny gold 
replica to keep and wear for memory’s 
sake. 

The earliest bells were made of 
metal plates riveted together, ac- 
cording to the Enclycopedia Britan- 
nica.

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WHAT MAKES A PRINT VALUABLE? 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


This is not an easy question to 
answer, certainly as far as our 
American prints are _ concerned. 
Woodcuts, engravings, etchings and 
lithographs are all pictures repro- 
duced by mechanical processes and, 
as pictures, should meet accepted 
standards of artistic importance and 
quality. Collectors, however, are 
people and, like the rest of us, are 
very likely to follow the prevailing 
fashion rather than their own judg- 
ment. In particular, they want prints 
of popular types, especially those 
signed by artists whose work is 
shown and in demand. This is not a 
trend, but a fixed idea, and applies 
to paintings as well as to prints and, 
in fact, to almost everything collect- 
ible. 

Of all American prints, lithographs 
easily take first place in popularity.

Very few of these, it must be ad- 
mitted, show much artistic im- 
portance, since they were almost all, 
as Currier & Ives advertised them, 
“Cheap Engravings for the People”, 
made to sell at low prices. Also, 
while an “artist lithograph” is the 
work of one individual, who makes 
the sketches, then the drawing on 
stone and then at least supervises its 
printing, the American artists whose 
names appear on American prints 
were, with very few exceptions, 
through when they sold their paint- 
ings to the publishers, who often 
gave them to other people to be 
printed and colored. The result is 
that, while our American lithograpns 
vary widely in quality, from poor to 
very fine, few of them have the 
artistic interest and quality of those 
made from start to finish by 
Daumier, Whistler, Bellows and oth- 
ers. 

There are American lithographs of 
this type. George Bellows and James 
McN. Whistler have been mention- 
ed, and Rembrant Peale, J. W. Audu- 
bon and others experimented with 
the medium. And many of the finest 
and most valuable American prints 
bear the names of well-known and 
competent American painters, Innes, 
Eastman Johnson, Tait, Dorrie, Wins- 
low Homer and so on. But they are 
copies of paintings, and not, compar- 
ed to present-day work, very good 
ones, the colors applied, more or less 
skilfully, on a piece-work basis. So, 
as far as the “artistry” of a print is 
concerned, our collectors show little 
interest. But, with their entirely 
human liking for labels and fashions, 
they have decided that they like the 
prints of N. Currier and Currier & 
Ives best.

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While this firm. was the most pro- 
lific of our American lithographers, 
responsible for some forty per cent 
of the known titles, their many com- 
petitors produced many prints in- 
distinguishable in every respect from 
the Curriers, with some poorer, and 
not a few finer than any from the 
better-known press. The fact re- 
mains, however, that, to the collec- 
tors’ eyes, the Currier imprint is a 
criterion of value, particularly on 
American country, ship and sporting 
scenes. But those who are interested 
in special subjects soon discover the 
other lithographers, and find their 
prints just as important, if not more 
so than the Curriers. Thus, while the 
Currier Washington and _ Lincoln 
prints include several of their finest, 
the collector who confines him- 
self to either or both of these sub- 
jects will soon discover that he has 
to include prints by others. 

In fact, the subject is probably the 
most important factor in determining 
value, and this subject must be 
American. European prints of Amer- 
ican subjects can be important, but 
American prints of European sub- 
jects are not. The “collector’s speci- 
ialties”, heroes, statesmen, theatre, 
sports, racing, local views and scenes, 
railroads, shops, and steamboats, a 
long list which becomes longer every 
day as new collectors find new fields, 
are all American. So are the coun- 
try scenes, winter and summer, the 
comics and sentimental groups and 
figures, even the flower arrange- 
ments. 

Rarity is of equal importance in 
determining value. Here the Currier 
prints should not be first, since the 
house was “big business” and issued 
thousands of copies of their best-sel- 
ling subjects. But they did make 
Some mistakes, which are known by 
only a few examples. And the Cur- 
rier prints have been collected, cata- 
logued and studied for so many years 
that the rare or scarce prints are 
known and in demand. It is entirely 
probable that the productions of “the 
other lithographers” include far more 
rarities, but these have not been gen- 
erally recognized so, regardless of 
other factors, are less valuable. In 
this connection, it should be noted 
that the larger prints, large and me- 
dium folios, are, in general, ‘worth 
more than the small folios. They 
originally sold for higher prices, so 
are more carefully printed and col- 
ored, and appealed to a smaller pub- 
lic, so were issued in smaller editions. 
Incidentally, they are more “im- 
portant”, and collectors like to hang 
them on their walls. 

Finally, condition is another very 
important factor. To the forgotten 
artistic purist, an American litho- 
graph is considerably improved by 
some mellowing of its garish ‘colors. 
But the collector wants to boast that 
his prints are in original or “proof” 
condition and, of course, soon ac- 
cumulates more than he can frame 
and hang, so can keep the noisier 
ones in portfolios. And also, no one 
likes to look at stained or torn 
prints, no matter how rare, so that 
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any such defects impair the value of 
a print considerably. 

This is taking too much space to 
make it clear that print values are 
determined by the old law of supply 
and demand. Fashions in collecting 
change as they do in hats, less rapid- 
ly, however — affecting the demand 
for if not the supply of certain types 
of prints. So at present the demand 
is for hand-colored lithographs of 
American subjects of N. Currier and 
Currier & Ives in fine condition, 
with full margins, with fewer but 
often very active collectors for 
“special-subject” prints by any litho- 
graphers. The preference for color, 
which has relegated the once popu- 
lar and expensive steel engraving to 
the junk-pile lessens the value of un- 
colored lithographs, but, for no very 
good reason, collectors are very 
slightly interested in lithographs 
colored in the printing, chrome and 
oil lithographs, no matter how fine 
they may be. So it should be rarely 
clear that the value of a particular 
print can only be arrived at by bal- 
ancing several factors and striking 
an average.

First Lord, we have clocks which are 
of the period and appropriate in 
terms of the story they help tell. 
For myself, I like the Zaandam best. 
I always wanted one for my own but 
when this one turned up in the col- 
lection of a good friend, I made the 
sacrifice and this beauty hangs on 
the wall of the foreroom where 
guests used to enter and be entertain- 
ed. There it is, right opposite the 
old front door. On the dial “I. (or 
maybe S.)Koegie Wormers, cef.” We 
puzzled and puzzled about the “cef”. 
But turn it around and you have 
“fec.”, our old friend “fecit”. So 
Wormers made it. Any Wormers 
experts kindly communicate. And I 
would like to hear from any other 
Zaandam. owners, as I am trying to 
list them. 

In the Lord of the Manor’s office 
and again in his bedroom, we have 
Friesland clocks, with the appropri- 
ate coat of arms. Since Phillipse 
lived in Friesland when in Holland, 
this is the “official” type of clock. 
They are poor timekeevers and prob- 
ably Philipse, if he followed them, 
was often late for. appointments. But 
so am I even when I use modern elec- 
tric timekeepers — 1 use them for 
keeping time and the real clocks for 
keeping myself amused. The very 
mechanical nature of a Friesland 
clock is a bit ‘wierd, and who but a 
Dutchman would think it up. I sup- 
pose it is a half brother of the ear- 
lier foliot balance. People, however, 
like these fragile but ornamental 
creations. 

Our one and only grandfather 
clock came from a famous collec- 
tion and is exactly the right clock to 
tell the story we want. It is a wal- 
nut veneered 1650 clock, flat top to 
gallery. and small dial by Claudius 
Viet, London. Why especially ap- 


propriate? — (1) it is a very fine 
clock, appropriate for the wealthiest 
and most influential man of his time 
in the section; (2) just as Philipse, a 

Dutchman (of Bohemian noble stock)

England, knighted and given an Eng- 
lish wife. Dutchman were welcome.

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Notes On 
ROYAL VEHICLES 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


“On a broune stede, 
Of blak damaske was his wede, 
A peytrelle of gold full brygt, 
About his necke hynge down rigt, 
And a pendaunte behind him did honge, 
Unto the ereth, it was so longe.” 
Old English poem describing Henry 
V, at siege of Rouen, 1417. 


State coaches have always been 
very elegant, being elaborately carv- 
ed, lacquered and gilded, and a fine 
coach and many attendants very 
necessary to nobility. With the ac- 
cession of Henry VII (1485-1509) to 
the throne of England, and his mar- 
riage to Elizabeth of York, the long 
Civil Wars of the Roses ended and 
the claims of the two warring houses 
of York and Lancaster merged into 
the House of Tudor. 

Henry VII was not fond of war, 
but devoted his time to home affairs 
and during his reign we find the re- 
placing of hand-written books by 
printing from movable type. 

When Henry VII came into power 
he had a magnificent inheritance. 
He delighted in gorgeous pageants, 
games and sports, and his friendli- 
ness with the French Court brought 
many new and startling fashions to 
England. 

When Elizabeth, his daughter came 
into power, England was in a critical 
condition, but the Queen being edu- 
cated, clever and wise, served her 
people well and raised it to first 
rank among European powers. 

It was during this reign, 1580, says 
Stow that coaches were brought into 
England. Horses heretofore had been 
the only means of communication 
and traveling was by no means a 
pleasure. The Queen was an excel- 
lent horsewoman and almost always 
traveled pillion style behind her Lord 
Chamberlain, using her coach only 
when occasions of state demanded it. 
For ladies riding pillion fashion tav- 
erns provided “upping-blocks” or 
stone steps, and a double horse (a 
sturdy animal let only for this pur- 
pose) was used. 

When pageants were held on the 
occasion of a visit of the King to 
the city, marriage of a sovereign, 
birth of a prince, or any time when 
it was possible to have one, the 
Streets would be gay with colored 
silk banners, pageant wagons or 
small stages on wheels, and the King, 
etc., would ride forth clad in rich 
velvets, purple or scarlet silks with

great gold chains about their necks, 
accompanied by the ladies in velvet, 
ermine and jewels. 

The wedding carriage in which the 
Infanta Margaret entered Vienna 
cost 100,000 thalers and that of the 
Princess Henrietta who married 
Duke Rudolph Augustus of Hanover 
in 1668, 20,000. In this period people 
traveled with six horses, for with a 
smaller number there was great 
danger of being mired. Coaches of- 
ten had to be taken apart and the 
sections carried to firm ground in 
the wild country. 

“Ride and Tie”, was a _ popular 
method of traveling also. Two per- 
sons set out, one afoot and one 
horseback. At a certain point the 
rider dismounted, tied his horse and 
walked on. When the walker came to 
the horse, he mounted and the same 
procedure was repeated until the 
journey Was completed. 

Great pomp marked the day when 
Charles the II entered London re- 
turning to the throne of England in 
1660. Leading the procession was the 
Earl of Bedford, riding one of the 
King’s best horses, on a blue saddle 
trimmed with gold and silver fringe. 
William Russell also on a spirited 
horse, sitting on a green velvet sad- 
dle with silver fringe and lace was 
followed by Master Anthony Sen- 
house, who is the first master of 
horse on record, on a crimson velvet 
saddle with matching silk fringe. 

The Earl had ordered a coach to 
follow the riders, and a very spectal 
model was ordered from Paris 
through Lord Crofts. This coach, 
with glass windows instead of leather 
flaps, cost over 170 pounds but ar- 
rived too late for the coronation and 
was damaged at that. 

Mr. Pink was the coach-doctor who 
did up old coaches with plenty of 
gold and colour and during this per- 
iod such rivalry of grandeur of paint- 
ing and gilding appeared in Hyde 
Park that an edict was issued in 
1661 forbidding gilding of vehicles, 
citing a waste of gold. In 1681 Duke 
Ernest Augustine owned 50 all-gilt-6- 
horse coaches. 

The first comfortable vehicle was 
the “Berlin” constructed in 1660 in 
the town of the same name. This was 
a light coach with two seats and it 
remained popular for two centuries.

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descended the Privy Stairs, to his 
barge at 7:00 A. M., was rowed to 
the Parliament Stairs and proceeded 
to the Prince’s lodge to be robed. As 
the nobility lived along the Thames 
royal processions used the river. 
Pepy’s says “Many a coloured and 
gilded barge, passed in state along 
this great highway.” Mark Twain, in 
the “Prince and the Pauper”, de- 
scribes a royal procession about the 
middle of the 16th century, decorated 
with banners to which were fastened 
countless little silver bells which 
made music in the breeze. 

Misson says of barges, “They give 
this name in England to a sort of 
pleasure ‘boat, at one end of which 
is a little room, handsomely painted 
and covered with a table in the mid- 
dle and benches round it; and at the 
other end, seats for eight, ten or 
twelve, with 30 and 40 rowers. There 
are very few persons of great qual- 
ity but have their barges, tho’ they 
do not frequently make use of them.” 

The “Folly” on the Thames was a 
very large barge with saloon and 
promenade top. In Queen Anne’s 
reign it became less fashionable as a 
coffee house. “Horseferry Road” re- 
ceived its name from horse ferry be- 
tween Westminster and Lambeth, for 
passengers, coaches, etc.

The first English coaching club was 
the Bensington Driving Club which 
originated in 1807 with 16 members. 
In 1808 the “Four-in-Hand” or Four- 
Horse Club was founded. This dis- 
banded in 1830.

STEREOTYPING and ELECTROTYPING 


Arthur T. Ward, New York City 
collector of biographical data, auto- 
graphs of inventors, firearms litera- 
ture, and other related things, sends 
historical literature to this depart- 
ment that makes us realize all the 
more the extensive scope of. mechan- 
ical and electrical antiques collecting. 

Obviously this field of collecting is 
merely in swaddling clothes. Take 
stereotyping and electrotyping, so im- 
portant in the recording of the world’s 
history, for instance. Through the 
years this branch of the mechanical 
arts has employed thousands of skilled 
workmen and inventors. Yet, too little 
has been done to record the complete 
history of these enterprises by collect- 
ing the mechanical devices of the in- 
dustry and history pertaining there- 
to. This is regrettable, considering 
the fact that the printing industry as 
a whole ranks among the greatest at 
the present. 

A chapter that Mr. Ward sends us 
from The Great Industries of the 
United States, published in 1878, 
serves as a refresher, particularly to 
those of us who earn our living as a 
result of the progress made in this 
field. We quote, in part, from The 
oo Industries of the United States, 

“A stereotype plate is a fac-simile 
in type metal of a page of movable 
type. Its design is to avoid the ex- 
pense of keeping in type for which 
there is a constant demand; to avoid 
the nevessity of recomposition; to re- 
duce the founts of type in the compos- 
ing-room; and sometimes to print 
copies of the same work on two or 
more presses at the same time, or to 
simultaneously issue a work in two or 
more different localities. To save the 
wear of type on the press, and to 
permit the use of the same type, over 
and over, in the composition of the 
successive pages of a book, early sug- 
gested stereotyping. 

“As with many other discoveries, 
there are several claimants for the 
honor of this invention. John Muller, 
of Leyden, stereotyped pages in 1690. 
A few years later, Van der Mey, of 
the same city, soldered the bottoms of 
type together, making them ‘into solid 
pages. William Ged, of Edinburgh, 
is credited with the modern mode of 
stereotyping, which releases the type 
for re-composition. 

“William Ged, who was born in 
1690, was not a printer by trade, but 
a goldsmith, and his attention was 
first turned to stereotyping in 1725. 
At that time all the type used in Scot- 
land were cast in London, and-it oc- 
curred to Ged that a great saving 
might be effected if solid pages could 
be cast which would release the type 
for re-composition. He borrowed a 
page of type and began his experi- 
ments. In two years be succeeded in 
making perfect plates; but he had to 


contend with the prejudices of print- 
ers, who fancied that their craft would 
be ruined by the new process, and, as 
has been the case with too many in- 
ventors, innumerable obstacles and 
difficulties nearly ruined poor Ged. He 
succeeded, however, in making com- 
plete plates for an edition of Sallust, 
printed in Edinburg in 1736. After 
his death the art was nearly lost sight 
of till it was revived in Paris in 1795. 

“The Didots, of Paris, made many 
important improvements in the art, 
and Earl Stanhope, of England, in- 
vented a most valuable press for ster- 
eotype printing. The art was intro- 
duced into the United States in 1813, 
and soon afterwards. stereotyping 
establishments were opened in New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, and other 
cities. 

“Nearly all the books now publ- 
ished are stereotyped or electrotyped, 
publishers generally thinking that if 
a book is worth printing it*is worth 
putting into plates. The plan is also 
adopted in the case of many maga- 
zines and periodicals, since it enables 
the publishers, by duplicating plates, 
to run the same pages on two or more 
presses at once, and, by preserving 
the plates, to republish particular 
numbers, or to reproduce an entire 
series, if there should be a demand 
for the same. The entire volumes of 
Punch, up to a certain year, have been 
republished. The art of stereotyping 
is invaluable, not only to publishers, 
but to the general public, in enabling 
a wider diffusion and cheapening the 
cost of books and periodicals. 

STEREOTYPING 


“When a work is stereotyped or 
electrotyped, the spaces, ‘quads,’ and 
leads used in composition are of the 
same height as the stem of the type. 
The mould for stereotyping requires 
the finest plaster of Paris, which is 
specially prepared, is mixed to the 
consistency of cream, and is poured 
over the face of the type, which have 
been previously oiled to prevent the 
plaster from adhering. The plaster 
soon sets, and the mould is raised 
from the type, and is hardened in a 
heated oven. It is then put face 
downward on a plate of iron in a cast 
iron pan, or cover, and is immersed 
in melted type metal, which runs into 
the spaces left in the cover, and fills 
every portion of the mould. This 
dipping process is repeated so as to 
allow the gradual and equal contrac- 
tion of the metal. The result is a 
stereotype page, which may need some 
work with the picker and graver to 
remove imperfections. The edges are 
then trimmed in a machine; in an- 
other machine the plate is shaved or 
planed to insure the requisite thick- 
ness and perfect level; and the plates 
(if they are cuts, but not generally 
for letter-press) are screwed upon 


blocks of wood which bring them to 
the same height of ordinary type. 

“Corrections of a word, or a line, 
or more, in a page, can be made by 
cutting out the imperfect part and 
inserting ordinary type, which are 
neatly soldered in. 

“Moulds are rapidly made for news- 
paper stereotypes by what is called 
the paper process. A newspaper page 
of type for a cylinder press is in a 
curved form, in what is known as a 
“turtle.” Instead of plaster of Paris 
for a mould, moistened sheets of soft 
paper, pasted together, are laid over 
the page of type,. and are beaten 
down with a brush till a perfect im- 
pression is taken. The mould is dried 
and hardened, and by pouring in 
melted metal one.or more forms can 
be made to be printed from. This 
process is now pursued in several of 
the larger newspaper offices. The ad- 
vantages are, first saving the wear of 
type, which are used only in composi- 
tion, and not for printing from; and 
next, furnishing forms for two or 
more presses, and thus getting out 
the entire edition of the paper in the 
least possible space of time. This in- 
vention enables journals to delay the 
hour of going to press to the latest 
moment, thus keeping the columns 
open for the latest news, and yet per- 
mitting the publication at an early 
hour in the morning for distribution 
and for the mails. The edition 
printed, the plates may be re-melted, 
to be run into the moulds for the 
next day’s issue. 

ELECTROTYPING 

“Electrotyping is now much more 
common than stereotyping by the 
process described above. It is a com- 
bined chemical and mechanical opera- 
tion, the processes of which are as 
follows: The mould is made of pure 
wax, upon which the page of type is 
impressed. ° The mould is then cov- 
ered with a coat of fine plumbago 
dust, which is evenly distributed by 
brushes in a machine, thus giving a 
conducting metallic medium for the 
electric current, which is further 
strengtpened by a wash of sulphate 
of copper over which iron filings are 
dusted. The result is a thin film of 
copper coating the entire surface and 
hastening the subsequent deposit of 
copper when the mould is in the bat- 
tery. The mould is now washed, con- 
necting ribbons of copper are at- 
tached, and it is suspended from a 
metal rod in the trough containing a 
solution of acidulated sulphate of cop- 
per. Any number of moulds, accord- 
ing to the dimensions of the trough, 
may be put in at the same time. Cop- 
per plates are suspended in the solu- 
tion, facing, but not touching, the 
moulds. The trough in which the elec- 
tric current is generated contains sul- 
phurie acid, and is isolated from the 
trough which holds the moulds. The 
rods which suspend the moulds in the 
solution, are now connected by wires 
with the zinc plate in the battery, 
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while the copper plates are similarly 
connected with the platinum in the 
battery, and the circuit is completed. 
Decomposition now begins, and the 
copper is rapidly and evenly deposited 
on the face of the mould. 

“The moulds are left in the trough 
generally over night, and in the course 
of ten or twelve hours copper shells 
are formed on the moulds, giving fac- 
similes of the pages in type. The 
inside of the shells is covered with 
a coating of chloride of zinc, laid on 
with a brush. Over this is laid a 
sheet of alloyed foil, and the shell is 
then ‘backed up’ with inferior type 
metal to give it solidity and the re- 
quisite thickness. This backing is 
done by pouring in the metal, or by 
dipping the shell in metal; the face 
is then laid down on a perfectly level 
iron plate resting on an iron frame, 
which must also stand perfectly level, 
and the superfluous type metal is 
scraped off. The subsequent processes 


_of trimming the sides and planing the 


backs by machinery are the same as 
those described in stereotyping. Cor- 
rections can also be made by cutting 
out and inserting, as in the ordinary 
stereotype plates. 

“By means of the galvanic battery 
type can be copper-faced by present- , 
ing only the face of the type to the 
solution of sulphate of copper in the 
trough, and establishing the current 
as in electrotyping on moulds. Type 
thus faced are very durable, and will 
wear three or four times longer than 
common type. 

“For some work on heavy calen- 
dered paper, stereotypes made by the

first process described are sometimes 
prefered; but for the great mass of 
book-work, and -especially for cuts, 
electrotypes are superior. The inven- 
tion is comparatively recent, though 
experiments in electro-plating were 
made in Europe, with more or less 
success, from 1801 to 1840, and it 
is a most important adjunct to the 
art of printing.”

MORE HERITAGE 
SERIES RE-ISSUES 


Instead of offering the voices of at 
least five different singers, which has 
been customary up to this point, the 
latest batch of Heritage Series dises 
is devoted exclusively to the art of 
one singer—Caruso. Rumor has it 
that the next release in this series 
will be an all-Chaliapin festival. As 
long as the artist thus favored is of 
sufficiently high calibre and as long 
as the re-issued selections are chosen 
as wisely as were those in this new 
Caruso list, this change in policy 
should win widespread approval. How- 
ever, it is my opinion that only oc- 
casionally should an entire group of 
re-issues be made up entirely of the 
recordings of a single artist; the nor- 
mal procedure should remain as it was 
—ten record sides divided up among 
five or more different vocalists. But 
if only these Heritage Series keep on 
coming, who cares how they come! 

I have just been renewing my ac- 
quaintance with these ten Caruso per- 
formances (see accompanying list), 
playing them on a phonograph re- 
cently equipped with a new and supe- 
rior type of crystal pickup cartridge. 
They sounded better than ever. (Some 
of the tonal improvement was un- 
doubtedly due to the smooth surfaces 
of these red vinylite discs, although I 
regret to state that in one or two 
cases the modern pressings gave more 
needle-hiss than my old originals ever 
did!) As these lines are written, my 
head still rings from the impact of 
that incomparable voice, bringing 
home again the fact that of all the 
tenors of the last twenty-five years 
who have been called “second Car- 
uso’s,” 
worthy: of the title. Not even with 
the aid of modern recording methods, 
with its tricks of amplification, etc., 
has one of these tenors been able to 
make a record which can rival, in 
vocal sound, the best of Caruso’s. It 
seems truly miraculous that a human 
voice could have triumphed so glori- 
ously over the limitations from which 
phonograph recording suffered in Car- 
uso’s time to sing to us, thirty or 
forty years later, with such opulent 
power, such stunning brilliance of 
tone and overwhelming passion. In 
no other tenor on records, old or new, 
is the melodious style of a lyric singer 
allied with the dramatic force of a 


not one can be considered ' 


heroic tenor in such measure as was 
Caruso’s. 

It is gratifying to report that who- 
ever selected these particular Caruso 
performances for re-issue in the Her- 
itage Series used excellent judgment. 
(Or should I be honest and say that, 
given the same authority, many of 
these would have been my choices 
too?) Most of them are among Car- 
uso’s best records, which is saying a 
great deal. Moreover, the Boheme, 
Macbeth, Samson and Nero discs have 
the added distinctions of being scarcer 
in their original form than most of 
Caruso’s domestically issued record- 
ing and of being arias that are 
rather off the beaten track, which 
makes them doubly and triply welcome. 

The Martha and Favorita selections 
were sung by Caruso on February 11, 
1906 at a time when Victor was using 
a recording technique that tended to 
imprison and diminish the voice, mak- 
ing it sound somewhat compressed 
and repressed. During the next few 
years much improvement was brought 
about and the records began to release 
the voice with more freedom, vibrancy 
and fullness of tone. Both of these 
arias exhibit Caruso at his most lyric, 
singing with the long, smoothly joined 
phrases of bel canto. M’appari he re- 
corded again in 1917, a better known 
version than this early one. But in 
1917 Caruso took eleven more breaths 
to get through the aria than he did 
in 1906! 

In the melodious Don Sebastiano 
aria (Jan. 10, 1908) Caruso’s voice 
flows in mellow tones. Especially at 
the beginning, his style is unusually 
restrained. There is also warm, beau- 
tiful singing in Bianca al par from 
The Huguenots (Nov. 7, 1909), but 
the voice sounds strained in the cli- 
max. I prefer the 1905 recording 
with piano accompaniment. 

Io non ho che una povera stanzetta 
from Act II of Leoncavallo’s little 
known version of La Boheme is such 
an appealing aria that one wonders 
why it is not sung more often. This 
is one of Caruso’s greatest records, 
to my way of thinking, for no other 
tenor could have given it such an out- 
pouring of magnificent vocal tone and 
eestatic emotion. It was recorded on 
Nov. 26, 1911. Nor have I anything 
but praise for Caruso’s singing of the 
arias from Macbeth (Feb. 28, 1916), 
Samson (Dec. 7, 1916) and Nero 
(April 15, 1917). All are superb; 


everyone should own them. Rossini’s

rollicking, rapid-fire La Danza (Feb. 
18, 1912) contrasts strongly with the 
melancholy Fenesta che lucive (April 
10, 1918)—two of Caruso’s finest song 
recordings. La Danza requires a tour 
de force which is just what Caruso 
gives it. How he combined such in- 
cisive clarity with such open-throated 
tone is difficult to understand. But 
it’s all there on the record!

A Rare Curiosity 
One of the most remarkable items 
in the rarity-studded record collection 
of Harry Goldman of New York is a 
copy of Scotti’s Pagliacci Prologo on 
Columbia (Grand Opera Series) disc 
1206 which has a peculiar label ab- 
normality. Instead of having a black 
background with silver lettering in 
the normal Black & Silver style, the 
label on this disc has a silver back- 
“ground with black lettering. Aside 
from this reversal of coloring, the 
labelling has yet another odd feature: 
underneath the silver and black label 
is the Red & Gold label that denotes 
an “original” or first edition. (This 
is a 1-A matrix pressing, by the way). 
The facsimile signatures on the two 
labels are different but obviously by 
the same hand. Is this a unique spe- 
cimen? —

Question and Answer Dept. 


Judging from the letters that have 
come in, there is a real need for a 
question-answering service for record 
collectors. First to be answered are 
some questions from a young collec- 
tor who ‘would like to get in touch 
with other collectors in her vicinity 
for the purpose of exchanging dupli- 
cates. Her name is Miss Jeanne Alex- 
ander and her address is Box 588, 
Piqua, Ohio. 

Question: For what are the often- 
used abbreviations IRCC, HRS, HMV 
and G&T? 

Answer: IRCC: International Re- 
cord Collector’s Club (318 Reservoir 
Avenue, Bridgeport 6, Connecticut) 
which monthly re-issues vocal record- 
ings of historical interest. .. . HRS: 
Historic Record Society (6613 Green- 
view Avenue, Chicago 26, Illinois) 
now defunct but formerly re-issued 
historical vocal recordings. ... HMV: 
His Master’s Voice records which are 
manufactured by The Gramophane 
Company, Victor’s English affiliate. 
.. . G&T: Gramophone & Typewriter 
Company. The name of The Gramo- 
phone Company from about 1900 to 
1908. The records they manufactured 
during those years did not yet bear 
the famous dog (His Master’s Voice) 
trade-mark and are thus called G&T’s 
by collectors. 

Question: How can I safely straigh- 
ten warped records? 

Answer: Carefully’ heat record until 
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imaterial becomes pliable, then place 
between two pieces of plate glass (at 
least 12” by 12” in size) and allow to 
cool. It will then be flat and should 
stay that way. Important: The safest 
way to heat the record is to place it 
on a flat surface and leave for a few 
minutes in full-strength summer sun, 
but watch closely lest it melt!

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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 


SYLVESTER Louis OssMAN, “The Banjo King.” IV. 


By ULYSSES (JIM) WALSH 


Vess Ossman dominated the list of 
American recording banjoists for a 
good many years, but his name be- 
gan to appear in the phonograph 
companies’ monthly supplements less 
frequenttly after 1910. From that 
time on, his great rival, Fred Van 
Eps, forged steadily to the front. 
Fred made a few Edison cylinders 
around the turn of the century, but 
his Victor debut didn’t occur until 
1910, and he began to play for 
Columbia at about the same time. 
Perhaps Mr. Ossman began to de- 
vote more of his time to his lyceum 
and teaching. Possibly he resumed 
his foreign travels. Mrs. Vess Oss- 
man, Jr., has sent me a photograph 
of éOssman’s Singing and Playing 
Orchestra,” with a note saying that 
the picture was made around 1912. 
This may be another good explana- 
tion of Vess’s largely dropping out 
of recording activities for a number 
of years. The organization consist- 
ed of the senior Ossman; his son, 
Vess, junior, who had also become an 
expert banjoist; and unidentified vio- 
linist, ’cellist and drummer, and a 
pianist. Mr. Ossman’s daughter, Mrs. 
Mulligan, has identified the latter as 
“a Jewish fellow named Max Lichen- 
stein. He was a wonderful musician 
and a very kind and likable young 
man.’ 


At any rate, and whatever the 
reasons may have been, Mr. Ossman 
made only a few records from 1911 
to 1916. Van Eps, who used a steel- 
backed instrument to throw the ban- 
jo tone strongly into the recording 
horn, was much the more active of 
the two in the phonograph field. 
Today, if you want to get a lively 
argument started at any gathering of 
collectors of old-time popular records, 
all you have to do is say that Oss- 
man was a better banjoist than Van 
Eps, or vice versa. The Van Eps 
partisans insist that their man’s 
playing, reinforced by his steel-back- 
ed instrument and his use of a pick, 
was more “brilliant” than Ossman”s. 
Vess’s supporters come back that his 
performance sound more like “a real 
banjo” and that no other player has 
ever exceeded his technical skill. 


When such a controversy arises, I 
maintain a benevolent neutrality, and 
content myself with saying that I 
think both Vess and Fred were about 
as fine in their way as it’s possible 
for anybody to be. But as a small 
boy I was a fanatical Ossman ad- 
herent and ‘wouldn’t even admit that 
Van Eps was good. Banjo music 
(which I love to this day) seemed the 
highest expression of rhythm, and 
Vess L. Ossman was my ideal of the 
greatest musician alive. When I 
founded, or imagined I did, the Walsh 
Talking Machine Company and pre- 
tended that I was the world’s great- 
est manufacturer of records, the 
catalog which I wrote by long hand 





in a five-cent pencil tablet contained 
no banjo playing other than.that of 
my hero, Vess. 

In 1918 Victor listed one or two 
Ossman records, including the ap- 
propriately titled “A Little Bit of 
Everything Medley,” but his name 
was absent from the 1914 and 1915 
monthly supplements of all the lead- 
ing companies. However, in 1916, 
Vess was back in the field where he 
had been supreme, making records 
for Victor, Columbia and Edison. The 
supposition that he had been out of 
the country for a part of the time is 
favored by Victor’s comment on his 


record of “Good Scout—One-Step” 
and “Universal Fox-Trot,” which 
came out in March, 1916: “Two new 


renditions by this skilled banjoist, 
who has played all over the world. 
Two lively new compositions have 
been selected for Mr. Ossman’s reap- 
pearance with the Victor, and both 
can be used for dancing if desired.” 


At about the same time, Ossman 
entered the recorded dance music 
field by bringing forward his Banjo 
Orchestra. A photograph published 
in an Edison booklet shows that this 
was not the same group as Ossman’s 
Singing and Playing Orchestra. There 
are only five players instead of six 
and the second obviously is not Vess, 
junior, but is a stout, apparently 
middle-aged man. Max Lichenstein 
is still the pianist and the drummer 
remains, but the violinist and ’cellist 
have given way~to a saxophone play- 
er. Van Eps also had a banjo or- 
chestra, which made records for a 
couple of years before Ossman’s 
came into the picture, and Burt Earle 
recorded with a similar group for 
Pathé. There was also the Sisty and 
Seitz Banjo Orchestra, which made a 
couple of Edison records. 


Just when Mr. Ossman’s association 
with the Record Maker Troupe (later 
the Eight Famous Victor Artists) 
began I don’t know, but he was ap- 
pearing with the aggregation in April, 
1917, as a clipping sent to me by his 
daughter-in-law shows. The troupe, 
managed by Henry Burr, then had 
this remarkable collection of talent: 
Billy Murray, tenor comedian; Burr, 
Albert Campbell and Byron G. Har- 
lan, tenors; Arthur Collins, baritone 
comedian; John H. Meyers, bass; 
Ossman, banjo; and Theodore Morse, 
composer of innumerable popular 
songs, piano accompanist. A man 
who heard the eight give a concert 
says he was impressed by Ossman’s 
youthful appearance, despite the fact 
that he was almost 49 years old and 
had been making records for more 
than twenty years. The Southern 
audience of which my informant was 
a part, loved banjo music, and when 
Vess struck up the favorite “Turkey

of the program was the biggest hit 
of the evening. 

Ossman played the banjo accom- 
paniment in the 1917 Edison record 
of “The Laughing Song,” by Edward 
Meeker and the Empire Vaudeville 
Company, but he seems to have made 
no records after that year. He prob- 
ably left the troupe late in 1917, when 
Collins and Harlan also ceased to be 
members. Van Eps took his place and 
remained with the group for several 
years, before being succeeded by 
probably the greatest of all saxo- 
phone players, the late Rudy Wie- 
doeft. 

This seems to be a good place to 
insert a quotation from one of Mrs. 
Vess Ossman, junior’s letters: 

“Mr. Ossman lived in New York 
City for many years and had bands at 
many of the leading hotels. In later 
years, when I first met him, he had 
come to Indianapolis, Indiana, and 
Dayton, Ohio, for Mr. Bennett Gates 
(owner of hotels in those cities), for 
a season’s engagement and remained 
five years at the Severin Hotel, In- 
dianapolis, and the Miami, Dayton. 
He had just returned to vaudeville 
for a short time when he passed on.”

Hayden Quartet, which had disbanded 
when John Biehling, its first tenor, 
quit singing in 1914. As time went 
on, most of the records that remained 
in the catalog by such favorites as 
the quartet and its second tenor, 
Harry Macdonough, were done over 
by other singers — although Mac- 
donough for several years was head 
of the company’s artist and reper- 
toire department. He probably just 
didn’t ‘want to sing any more. Per- 
haps the most surprising re-make 
was one of the twelve-inch record No. 
35095, “Medley of Foster Songs,” by 
the Peerless Quartet. In 1923 when 
the Peerless was still the most popu- 
lar male quartet and was under ex- 
clusive Victor contract, this number 
was done over by the Criterion Quar- 
tet — most likely the Peerless was 
away on one of the Eight’s three- 
month concert trips. 

Ossman’s records soon began to 
fare like those of the pioneer voca- 
lists. The 1920 Victor catalog con- 
tained several of his favorites, such 
as “Turkey in the Straw Medley” and 
“A Bunch of Rags” (he had original- 
ly made the latter in 1902), played by 
Van Eps. Undoubtedly this was be- 
cause Ossman was at that time set- 
tled in the Middle West and was not 
conveniently available for re-makes 
if anything went wrong with the 
original. Probably, too, the fact that 
the Record Makers had changed their 
name to the Eight Famous Victor 
Artists with Van Eps as one of their 
stars made Victor want to give Fred 
as long a list as possible. However, 
Columbia also had most of its Oss- 
man records done over by Van Eps. 
In 1924, the Victor catalog contained 
only one Ossman record, “The Buffa- 
lo Rag.” It was dropped in 1925, the 
year that electric recording began and 
after the Banjo King had died. The 
decline of the banjo’s popularity 
had already begun, although Van 
Eps made a few electrically recorded 
numbers, and tenor banjo solos by a 
newcomer, the agile-fingered Harry 
Reser, sold well for years. Just a 
few months ago Reser made his first 
banjo record in 14 years — his Apollo 
disc of “Banjo Boogie.” Another pop- 
ular tenor banjo soloist was Eddie 
Peabody — who sometimes called 
himself “the Banjo King”!

Thus, at Philipse Castle Restora- 
tion, we have made clocks reveal 
their true relationship to life and 
living of those days and also pro- 
vided something to delight the hearts 
of clock lovers. 

Now for Sunnyside Restoration. 
Washington Irving, perhaps influenc- 
ed by the fashions of his day, evi- 
dently liked clocks and showed a 
preference for French ones. 

In the dining room, with its his- 
toric Au Paradis dining set, we show 
a French brass mantle piece set with 
the characteristic clock, maker not 
identified. Interestingly enough, 
there is some resemblance between 
this clock and another, not in our 
possession, which is also said to 
have been Irving’s. This fact alone 
makes the second clock a bit of a 
rarity since about ninety-five per 
cent of Irving’s authenticated pos- 
sessions are at Sunnyside Restora- 
tion, thanks to our original purchase 
of the splendid collection which had 
been preserved there and to various 
persons who made it possible for us 
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to add to this already rich assem- 
blage. 

A very attractive acorn type brack- 
et clock, probably French, of the per- 
iod, with its original works, as in the 
case of the dining room clock, lies 
on the mantle shelf in Irving’s bed- 
room. 

To me, the most attractive of his 
shelf clocks is a lyre type in‘a fine 
case, hands made by a real artisan 
and bearing on the dial of white 
enamel “D & W. Morice, Fenchurch 
St., London”. Britton reports a 
watch from this firm dating 1816 
and also reveals that the family had 
a long and distinguished career in 
the clock and watch business. This 
lyre shelf clock is not, at present, on 
exhibition but is kept in a room re- 
served for very special occasions. 

Hidden away in my own private 
office in the 1896-7 section of Sunny- 
side (a very interesting architectural 
adaptation of the motifs in what we 
call Washington Irving’s “little 
snuggery” or the old house) is a very 
fine grandfather clock of compara- 
tively simple design by Thomas Bur- 
rows, Strasburg. We have not found 
this maker listed but I consider it an 
American clock with works as- 
sembled from. British parts, as was 
common enough. The case is ma- 
hogany, of the general Willard de- 
sign. There is, on the base, a raised 
panel having Cupid’s bow edges. The 
throat is slender. The gallery has 
small reeded columns in front, tieing 
in with the reeding on the front 
corners of the throat. The rear gal- 
lery posts are plain turning. Bases 
and tops of the columns are wood, not 
brass. Above is the typical broken 
arch, with three flame finials. The 
dial is large, enamelled, with floral 
corner ornaments painted thereon. 
Above is the open semicircle, with two 
half globes, for the moon phase which 
has a sailing vessel in one scene and 
a log cabin, by a lake or river, in 
the other space between moons. A 
date hand trails the hour and minute 
hand from. the same center. There 
are three heavily-weighed trains — 
time; quarter strike ringing one, two 
and three at the quarters and four at 
the hour; hour train, the ringing of 
which follows the quarter strike. 

This fine clock is said to have been 
given to Washington Irving, as many 
of the others may also have been. It 
is quite possible, from their types, 
that some of the clocks were origi- 
nally secured for his apartment in 
Madrid when he was United States 
Minister to Spain. The grandfather 
clock, from its type of striking, must 
have made an excellent night clock. 
Since Irving’s health was poor and 
since he often slept poorly, it is 
quite possible that the clock was a 
great comfort to him in telling the 
tedious hours of a sleepless night 
and it may have been given to him 
with just this purpose in mind. In 
passing, he often got up in the night 
and shaved, getting considerable re- 
lief thereby.

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CIRCUS BORROWS “BIG NAMES”

The circus has had its share of 
outstanding stars through the years 
—artists in various fields of big top 
artistry, who have achieved fame 
worthy of 24-sheet exploitation — 
such artists as Dan Rice, James 
Robinson, Charles W. Fish, Lillian 
Leitzel, May Wirth, Alfredo Codona, 
Clyde Beatty, Emmett Kelly, Poodles 
Hanneford, and scores of others. 


Likewise, the circus has been dili- 
gent in scouring the four corners of 
the earth, importing strange people 
from distant lands and rare animals 
from land and sea as super-attrac- 
tions to bolster ticket wagon appeal. 

Nevertheless, the circus has also 
invaded other amusement ranks for 
“big name” attractions, notably the 
prize ring and the motion picture in- 
dustry. During the past three de- 
cades, a score or more celebrities 
have received top billing as extra 
added attractions in the circus. 


And to be sure, these celebrities 
have provided circusiana collectors 
with autographed pictures, special 
posters, couriers and heralds, all ex- 
ploiting their appearance in the big 
top. 

Oddly enough, quite a few of these 
celebrities, having toured the country 
under billowing canvas and having 
sniffed sawdust, have turned circus 
operators on their own, with varying 
success, adding a number of show 
titles to the collector’s list. 


One of the first of these “out- 
siders” to join the circus was Jess 
Willard, newly crowned world cham- 
pion heavyweight boxer. His name 
was one to excite the interest of 
sports fans everywhere, and the Mil- 
ler Brothers, owners of the 101 
Ranch Wild West Show, enticed him 
to make their 1915 tour demonstrating 
how he won the championship with 2 
sparring partner.

The following year, Willard made 
another tour with Sells-Floto Circus 
and Frank Gotch, who then held the 
title of world championship heavy- 
weight wrestler, was co-starred with 
him in the show’s concert, each 
demonstrating his respective ring 
and mat prowess. 

Willard was bitten by the show 
bug to the extent that he launched 
his own attraction in 1917, billed as 
Jess Willard and the Buffalo Bill 
Wildwest,” but the difficulties in- 
volved in keeping such a show on the 
road during World War I forced the 
boxer out of business that fall. 

In 1919, Jack Dempsey, who had 
won the heavyweight title from Wil- 
lard, followed in his predecessor’s 
footsteps, and was a featured attrac- 
tion of the Sells-Floto Circus man- 
aged by H. B. Gentry. Dempsey was 
one of the most popular figures the 
fight game has ever known, as evi- 
denced by the fact that in 1941, more 
than 20 years later, he was engaged 
by Zack Terrell as an added attrac- 
tion of Cole Brothers Circus, 


Stars of the “horse operas” or 
western movies have been numerous 
as circus. attractions, appearing 
principally at the head of the wild 
west troupes presenting the concerts. 

This formula followed the contract- 
ing of Tom Mix, the most popular 
of all western movie stars, to appear 
in the spec and concert of the Sells- 
Floto Circus, which we have seen 
pioneered in the introduction of “big 
names” from other fields, for the 
1929 season. So popular was Mix 
with circus crowds, that he was re- 
engaged in 1930 and 1931. Mix found 
the circus to his liking and soon en- 
tered the field on his own. 

In 1934, he formed a partnership 
with Sam B. Dill, who retitled his 
show Tom Mix and Sam B. Dill Cir- 
cus, and Mix acquired the property 
in 1935, retitling the show the Tom 
Mix Circus, which he operated the 
next four years, with much success. 

The same year Mix went with 
Sells-Floto in 1929, Buck Jones, 
second ranking favorite of the day, 
was the featured personality of Rob- 
bins Brothers Circus. But Jones did 
not like the circus, even told news- 
paper reporters who interviewed him 
en route that he did not care for such 
personal appearances, and he did not 
go out again with a big top organiza- 
tion. 

Ken Maynard and Col. Tim McCoy, 
two other big nafes of the western 
movies, did not fare as well as did 
Tom Mix. Maynard had his own Wild 
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West show in the field in 1936, pur- 


chasing the -parade equipment of 


Christy Brothers circus for his show, 
but the show did not have a good 
season and closed early. 


Col. McCoy embarked on a dis- 
astrous venture in 1938, when several 
hundred thousands of dollars were 
invested in a Wild West show bear- 
ing his name. It was a most at- 
tractively framed show with excel- 
lent rolling stock, tenting equipment, 
wardrobe, and outstanding perform- 
ers in the field, bu the rodeo had re- 
placed the wild west show in the pub- 
lic fancy, and it closed after only a 
few weeks on the road. McCoy had 
previously been featured in the con- 
cert of Ringling Brothers and Bar- 
num and Bailey Circus for three 
years, starting in 1934. 


Ken Maynard joined Cole Broth- 
ers Circus after the failure or nis 
own show to become an outstanding 
success, and was the concert feature 
through 1940. 

Other cowboys of the | screen who 
have been featured with circuses in- 
clude Lee Powell, the original Lone 
Ranger of the films, who was with 
Barnett Brothers circus in 1939 and 
Wallace Brothers Circus in 1940 and 
1941, losine his life in combat during 
World War II; Hoot Gibson with Wal- 
lace Brothers in 1937, William Des- 
mond with Barnett Brothers in 1938; 
Buck Owens with Robbins Brothers 
in 1930 and Lewis Brothers in later 
years, and Jack Hoxie, who has had 
a long career in the circus. 


Hoxie was with Downie Brothers 
show from 1933 to 1936 and had the 
Jack Hoxie Circus on the road in 
1937. Later he was with Harley Sad- 
ler, Lewis Brothers and _ Russell 
Brothers. Buck Owens had his own 
circus on tour in 1946 and 1947. 

Several women ‘who have _ been 
closely associated with noted per- 
sonages have been featured in the 
circus. One is Mlle. Rasputin, billed 
as a wild animal trainer of note and 
daughter of the Russian “Mad Monk” 
who was _ with Hagenbeck- Wallace 
circus in 1985, working a wild animal 
act. Another was Alicia Villa, billed 
as “daughter of General Pancho Vil- 
la” who headed a “congress of Mex- 
ican Rough Riders” with Hagenbeck- 
Wallace circus in 1936, and a third 
was Mrs. Tom Mix, originally a cir- 
cus performer, who was featured by 
Bradley and Benson circus in 1946 
and Dorman Brothers in 1947. 


Still another celebrity from with- 
out the circus realm who took to the 
big tops was Frank Buck, of “bring 
’em back alive” fame who was the re- 
cipient of heavy billing on a per- 
sonal appearance tour with Ringling 
Brothers and Barnum & Bailey Cir- 
cus in 1938. Buck lectured on “Gar- 
gantua” the gorilla in his personal 
appearance, as the animal’s cage 
wagon was exhibited on the hippo- 
drome track during the circus per- 
formance. 

There have been, of course, a 
number of other individuals of more 
or less fame who have traveled with 
circuses from. time to time. But with 
the decline of the circus concert the 
number has dwindled in recent years.

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Notes On 
JEWELLERY 


(From “A Guide to the Mediaeval 
Room,” British Museum. 

Belts were sometimes entirely of 
metal or of leather or stuff orna- 
mented with chased and jewelled 
plaques. The end, which it was the 
fashion to wear long depending to 
the knee, was often very finely orna- 
mented. 

Bracelets seem to be of great rari- 
ty before the fifteenth century, when 
references begin in the inventories to 
examples of gold enriched with gems 
and enamels. 


The mediaeval brooch is usually of 
the ring type, as shown in a form 
known in much earlier times. The 
ring itself in some of the more pre- 
cious examples is adorned with gems 
in high settings; but more commonly 
it is engraved with a design, motto, 
religious or talismanic. sentence sup- 
posed ‘to possess magical and prophy- 
lactic power. The mottoes coincide 
with those used on rings, and take 
such forms as je suis ici en lieu 
d’ami, en espoir ma vie endure, mon 


and the 
like. Among religious inscriptions 
Ave Maria gracia plena and Jesus 
Nazarenus, which are found upon the 
most various objects of domestic use, 
especially upon the frames of gyp- 
cieres are very common. Purely 
magical inscriptions are best repre- 
sented upon rings, which are more 
numerous, and will be mentioned un- 
der that heading. 

Buttons of the precious metals 
were worn in great numbers by the 
wealthy from the second half of the 
fourteenth century, when tight-fit- 
ting garments had replaced the loose 
robes of earlier times. In the six- 
eenth century they were often enam- 
eled: an item in the inventory of 
Mary Queen of Scots mentions four 
hundred and four enamelled buttons, 
each with a ruby in the centre. 

Chains were worn round the neck 
and used for suspending any kind of 
jewel, but mediaeval examples are 
very rare, our collection possessing 
none; chains of far earlier periods 
are more frequent than those of me- 
diaeval date because they are found 
with hoards of interments. At the

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end of the sixteenth century and dur- 
ing the seventeenth, beads of per- 
fumed composition were worn upon 
chains: at the time of her execution 
Mary Queen of Scots was wearing 
such a chain, from which an Agnus 
Dei was suspended. 

Mirrors of metal and of small size 
mounted in gold and silver ‘were 
worn attached to the girdle or car- 
ried in the hand. The more sump- 
tuous examples were enainelicu and 
set with gems. 

Pendants in the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries sometimes took 
the form of minute diptychs or trip- 
tychs of gold and silver enamelled 
with religious subjects; these were 
ealled tableaux. After the Renais- 
sance the most remarkable pendants 
were the enamelled gold jewels en- 
riched with gems and baroque pearls, 
the latter ingeniously disposed to 
form the bodies of fantastic animals 
and figures. They were chiefly made 
in Italy, France, and Germany, and 
a large proportion come from the 
latter country. But Spain, where 
various influences from France, Ita- 
ly and Flanders were active at this 
time, also produced jewels of this 
kind, those with religious subjects 
being in many respects the most 
characteristic. The memento-mori in 
the form of a death’s head or coffin 
was frequently worn as a pendant in 
the sixteenth century. Pomanders 
(der. from the French pommes d’am- 
bre,) balls of scented substance, were 
also worn as pendants from the neck 
or girdle, and had been used since 
the fourteenth century as remedies 
against bad odours or infection. A 
Spanish example set with emeralds 
is exhibited in the museum. The in- 
gredients were ambergris, benzoin, 
musk, civet, and other perfumes, of- 
ten mixed with fine earth. The 
name, at first signifying the per- 
fumed hall, ‘was transferred to the 
receptacles in which it was carried. 
which were commonly of gold or sil- 
ver and partly of openwork, in order 
that the perfume might readily 
escape. Some examples, instead of a 
single ball of scented substance, 
have several compartments each con- 
taining a different perfume. Poman- 
ders were common from the fifteenth 
to the eighteenth century, and it will 
be remembered that they formed 
part of the contents of Autolycus’ 
pack in the Winter’s Tale. A fine 
pomander case of the early sixteenth 
century, dredged from the Thames, 
is exhibited in the gold ornament 
room, of the Museum. 

Rings, which have been worn from 
the time of the early Egyptian dynas- 
ties onwards, are the articles of me- 
diaeval jewellery which are found in 
the greatest numbers, whereas ear- 
rings, though also of very ancient 
use, seem to have been little favour-

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ed between Frankish times and the 
Renaissance. The most important use 
of finger-rings was to serve as sig- 
nets, a device being either engraved 
upon the metal itself or upon a stone 
set in the bezel. From the Carlivin- 
gian period to the fourteenth century 
the art of engraving hard stones was 
little if at all understood, and its 
first revival at that period was at 
first perhaps confined to Italy. An- 
tique gems were therefore frequently 
employed, and these were all the 
more popular if their subjects bore a 
superficial resemblance to _ those 
most in demand by Christians, the 
head of Jupiter Serapis being de- 
scribed as the head of Our Lord, and 
Jupiter with his eagle serving as the 
Evangelist St. John. The signet-ring 
has been in use since its first 
adoption, for after the fall of the 
Roman Empire the Teutonic tribes 
soon learned its advantages. The 
varieties are too numerous to be de- 
scribed in detail; but it may be men- 
tioned that armorial signets, ‘which 
were fashionable in Italy in the 
fourteenth century, were not common 
in England until nearly two centur- 
ies later. In England from the 
twelfth to the fourteenth century 
finger-rings usually have plain hoops 
and contain a single uncut stone. 
Attention may be particularly drawn 
to the rings found with coins of

Henry II. In the fourteenth century 
rings were frequently engraved with 
designs and inscriptions, while in the 
fifteenth century the engraving of 
legends and figures (especially those 
of saints) was a constant feavure, 
and enamel was used. With the Re- 
naissance, the forms which Italy had 
adopted more than fifty years 
earlier became general in Western 
Europe, and strapwork with chased 
and enamelled figures in relief came 
into fashion. Coat-of-arms, as al- 
ready mentioned, were not en- 
graved on signet-rings, and various 
new types came into fashion, such as 
the fede-ring and the decade. Mourn- 
ing-rings were most in favour in the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, 
posy rings in the same period, the 
fashion of wearing both was almost 
exclusively English. It should be 
noted that rings were not confined 
to the four fingers or to the 
lower joints. They were commonly 
worn upon the thumb and upper 
joints, and may be seen in these 
positions in well-known pictures, 
such as Raphael’s portrait of Julius 
II; these fashions explain the oc- 
eurrence of rings exceptionally large 
and exceptionally small in size. It 
may be_ recalled that under the 
Roman Empire the fingers of fops 
were covered with rings almost to the 
tips and that Shakespeare alludes to 
an alderman’s thumb-ring, through 
which Falstaff in his youth might 
have crawled. (To be continued.)

New York City 
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Her Family Tree

Mrs. Clarence F. Rogers of Pueblo, 
Colorado, has an apple tree which 
can really be termed her “family 
tree.” It not only furnishes the fam- 
ily with delicious apple pies, but al- 
so provides material for an interest- 
ing and profitable hobby. 

Mrs. Rogers forms realistic heads 
and hands of dolls with the apples. 
These are dried and, as they shrink 
they assume the appearance of be- 
longing to wrinkled, miniature 
people. Much work is involved dur- 
ing the drying process, as constant 
shaping is required. 

The doll bodies are made of bits 
of wire, which must be substantial 
enough to retain the position into 
which it is shaped. 

The bodies are attached to the apple 
parts and the dolls are dressed in 
period costumes, correct to the min- 
utest detail. Dainty crocheted lace 
on wide petticoats peeps from. be- 
neath the hems of the ladies’ skirts. 
Each lady wears jewelry, being 
adorned with rings, bracelets, and 
earbobs. 

The first dolls ‘were all ladies, but 
as skill developed in making them, 
gentlemen dolls were added to the 
collection. 

Dr. Jonothan Apple is head of one 
family. His costume gave Mrs. Rog- 
ers her greatest problem. He must 
have a white shirt in order to be 
dressed in a manner befitting his 
dignity. The versatile seamstress 
made one — even to a_ tucked 


bosom. When Jonothan donned his 
costume, he looked very dapper with 





white shirt, high collar black cut-a- 
way coat, gray trousers, a stove-pipe 
hat, and carrying a cane. 

His wife Mrs. Delicious Apple, 
wears a black silk dress with a white 
lace jabot. She carries a knitting 
bag on her arm and holds tooth pick 
knitting needles. She, as well as other 
ladies of the group, wears the tradi- 
tional lace cap which was worn by 
any lady of this day upon reaching 
the advanced age of forty. 

The little girl doll developed such 
a sour expression as her face dried, 
that she was immediately named 
Miss Crab Apple. She is the only 
member of the family to possess 
human hair. A lovely shade of red, 
it is worn in two pig tails and tied 
with a red ribbon. 

The older folk have lovely soft, 
white hair which previously belong- 
ed to a fur rug. 

Some of the women have a few 
teeth remaining. These are made of 
small white beads. Others have con- 
stantly refused to wear dentures and 
their lips remain witch-like, in their 
shrunken beauty. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ben Davis are anoth- 
er interesting pair. Mr. Davis has a 
flowing, white mustache which caus- 
es him to resemble a Kentucky 
colonel. 

Mrs. Ben wears a black satin dress, 
with a white lace collar. 

Miss June Apple, an elderly sister 
of Dr. Jonothan, is dressed in tan 
lace, with a black lace collar. One 
glimpses a diamond ring on her fing- 
er, and wonders if it speaks of a 
girlish romance. 

Each doll wears spectacles, made 
from invisible hair pins. 

In the family sitting room there 
is a little table, made from a large 
spool. It is covered with a crocheted 
lace cloth, upon which rests a tiny

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reading lamp. The family sits around 
the table and one can almost imagine 
they have their evening devotionals 
here. There is a copy of the New 
Testament the size of a _ postage 
stamp, placed near the head of the 
family. It is the smallest readable 
Testament in existence, but is illus- 
trated with religious pictures. 

The American flag is always patri- 
otically displayed in this home. 

Mrs. Rogers has made at least 
fifty of these dolls, but now has only 
six. Like all large families, members 
have moved away. Most of them still 
live in the United States, but some 
have ventured as far as British Co- 
lumbia and Toronto, Canada, to find 
homes. 

Her greatest pleasure from the 
dolls, Mrs. Rogers states, comes from 
contacts made with interesting peo- 
ple, and in the letters she receives 
from strangers who become friends 
through their interest in her unique 
hobby.

The avalanche of interesting ar- 
ticles and material that was evoked 
upon the 100th anniversary of Kate 
Greenaway’s birth on March 17th, 
1946, was preceded by HOBBIES by 
almost three years, through the pub- 
lication in October, 19438, of my ar- 
ticle “Kate Greenaway Children”.

Still others, caught in the magic 
spell of her “children,” were avidly 
gathering exquisitely fashioned but- 
tons bearing her adorable designs. 
Many of these consisted of well 
rounded figures applied to buttons, 
and in this three-dimensional form, 
the children almost literally came to 
life. They danced, sang, played, and 
were altogether so charming, that 
those smitten by them eagerly turned 
toward this new delightful game vf 
hide and seek, and anxiously sought 
them from their hiding places. . For- 
gotten old button boxes came from 
under the attic eaves, and many a 
tiny treasure box from old trunks 
yielded its small quota. 

Today there is hardly a collector 
of story buttons who has not includ- 
ed one or several of these precious 
items, while any number have com- 
pletely capitulated and rest neither 
night nor day, dreaming of the 
“sometime” when they will have 
gathered every elusive design of 
K. G.’s that has appeared on buttons. 
Many of these designs are well 
known to us, for they were brought 
to our attention, while still novices, 
through that grand button book by 
Couse, and Maple, “Button Classics,” 
the first edition published by HOB- 
BIES in 1941. It was within these 
pages that I first learned that Green- 
away designs had been used on but- 
tons. 

This was the clue. Having been 
a Greenaway fan for many years, I 
already possessed many of her fam- 
ous valentines, Christmas and greet- 
ing cards, her adorable “Almanacs”, 
and other books illustrated by her. 
This gave me confidence in choosing 
buttons on the subject, and the zest 
to enter this delightful new field. It 
has been a source of keen pleasure to 
help identify many of her authentic 
designs as they have come to light. 
Those shown in “Classics,” as “Hook- 
ing a Snail”, “Girl under Umbrella”, 
and all the others, led the parade, 
and while some few of these have 


not as yet been located in the books 
at our command, they are most 
surely Greenaway, for they have the 
sheer delicacy and infinite grace with 
which Kate Greenaway endowed her 
“children”. Those of us ‘who really 
are serious students of her work, are 
as sure of certain unsigned pictures 
from her brush, as though we had 
stood at her easel as she produced 
them. The eminent English art 
critic, Gleason White, once wrote in 
the vein that while K. G. had many 
imitators of her style, which is often 
flattering to an artist (but which 
pained Kate greatly), not one had 
ever once captured the elusive charm 
in her creations. To the discerning 
collector of Greenaway, that mysti- 
fying elusiveness is as definite as a 
signature. 

Many of her designs we can never 
expect to see en masse, for they were 
incorporated in the deluxe edition of 
her biography by Spielman & Lay- 
ard. Only five hundred copies of this 
edition were published, and in each 
of the volumes, an authentic, indi- 
vidual drawing by Kate Greenaway 
was encased. Fifteen volumes con- 
tained water color drawings, and the 
remaining volumes each contained 
original pencil sketch by her. These 
were supplied by her brother, John 
Greenaway, to whom this work was 
dedicated. Also, each volume carries 
two autographs by John Greenaway, 
one of them authenticating her 
drawing. I am most happy and for- 
tunate to have one of the deluxe 
volumes in my collection, as well as 
the regular edition of the biography 
with colored end papers of figures 
from the 1893 Almanac. 

But the majority of her works are 
available to us, and from these we 
have already gleaned much source 
material. While poring through 
“Classics”, I noted among the K. G. 
buttons, one so _ popularly called 
“Fence Sitters”. That button charm- 
ed me completely and it was quite 
natural that when I came upon the 
original design in my 1883 Almanac, 
I should be thrilled to find the little 
darlings were actually titled “Sum- 
mer”, This design was one of the 
paintings of the four seasons shown 
in that Almanac. Her design 
“Spring” which we had known as 
“Dance of the May”, was also in 
the 1883 Almanac. This 1883 Alma- 
nac was the first of the series of 
yearly Almanacs that Kate Greena- 
way issued for the next twelve years. 
Came a pause of a year, when Kate 
was ill, then one last Almanac ‘was 
designed by her and published by 
Dent in 1897. 
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“Mother Goose” and “Under the 
Window” are rich in design that 
have been depicted on buttons. Many 
of these buttons were shown in the 
1943 article on K. G. in HOBBIES. 
Since then, I have located many 
others. Still other of her designs 
have been discovered by ardent 
Greenaway fans, among the most 
diligent Alice Tarbot and Mrs. Mc- 
Phail, who lend plenty of zest to the 
New England contingent, of whose 
findings we are always so delighted 
to read. 

In our own Chicago Area But- 
ton Society, the Greenaway designs 
are zealously sought out, and many 
interesting and unusual specimens 
have been uncovered, some of which 
have not yet come my way. The ma- 
jority of them are already known to 
collectors, but it is always a great 
day when a new one comes to light. 
One such appeared during one of 
our recent Button Meetings, when 
smiling up at me from one of the 
Greenaway trays ‘which had been 
lent for the exhibit, was a hitherto 
unrecorded button, whose design was 
very familiar to me. It is a little 
button in black glass bearing the 
adorable figures of “Little Fanny 
and her Small Brother”. Fanny 
wears a hat like her ancient granny 
while her brother carries a hoop 
given him by Fanny. This design is 
found in “Under the Window”, on 
page 20. The button was lent to me 
for study and photographing through 
the courtesy of Mr. and Mrs. Herman 
Zander of Milwaukee, who have been 
most co-operative. The button is %” 
in diameter. 

The group of Greenaway buttons 
shown in my HOBBIES article of 
1943 were my sole findings at that 
time. The one shown in the second 
photograph of this present article, 
have been added and identified to- 
gether with many of the same sub- 
jects in various media and sizes. I+ 
is unnecessary to include them, for 
it is the design that is important.

trophies of campaigns, in button and 
badge form. 

No. 5, shows two little sun-bon- 
neted girls sitting on a stile. This 
button is taken from a group of 
three figures shown in Under the 
Window, and titled, “Three little 
girls were sitting on a rail”. 

No. 6 is another Greenaway but- 
ton that I have recently added, but 
it was not my discovery. It was 
identified by the New England 
Group. It is the boy piping. He 
seems to be sitting on a tree branch, 
and there is a cornucopia on this 
button. 

Mrs. McKeage has a button of a 
boy piping and standing against a 
stile. She also has one of Greena- 
way children gazing at a sun-dial. 
This button has been shown in Mrs. 
Nicholls book. 

No. 7, which was called by some, 
“Little Women” is really four chil- 
dren from a group of six in “Mother 
Goose” titled “Ring a Ring a Rosy”. 
This button was identified in my ar- 
ticle for National in January, 1946. 

No. 8, the Bo-peep button shown in 
this group is also a buckle, but is 
rather unusual in shape, and thought 
you might like to see it. 

Every once in a while a button 
comes to light that is a complete 
puzzle to the uninitiated. Often one 
figure in the group on the button 
will represent a familiar Greenaway 
design, while the other figure or 
figures are entirely foreign to the 
whole. The majority of collectors 
ask how to consider this group. Of 
course each collector is responsible 
only to himself as to how to handle 
his collection, but for my part I am 
setting aside any of this group, and 
classifying them as “pirated de- 
signs”. In other words, while a cer- 
tain design was popular, it is pos- 
sible a manufacturer may have trad- 
ed upon its popularity by producing 
a button using one or more authentic 
Greenaway figures, but adding other 
figures and different background to 
suit his own fancy. 

Here are a few of the buttons 
under consideration. If any of us 
should come upon an - authentic 
Greenaway design depicted on these 
buttons, let us turn over this infor- 
mation and the proof to HOBBIES 
so that its authenticity can be shar- 
ed by all.

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The Button Maker 


Mrs. Henry A. Diamant, New 
York City coilector, recently sent us 
a little handbook which contains a 
chapter on the history of button 
making as viewed in the year 1807, 
when the book was published. Other 
items in this edition may also be of 
interest to the button collector: 

There are several kinds of buttons; 
some made of gold and silver lace, 
others of mohair, silk, &c. and others 
of metal. The plate represents a man 
who makes or stamps metal buttons 
only. The process is very simple, 
after the metal comes out of the 
founder’s hands. 

The pieces of metal are either cast 
or cut to the proper size, and then 
sent to the button-maker, who has 
dies or stamps according to the pat- 
tern wanted. The machine by which 
they are stamped is well exhibited in 
the plate. The man stands in a place 
lower than the floor, by which he is 
nearer on a level with the place on 
which his dies stand: by means of a 
single pulley he raises a ‘weight to 
the lower part of which is fixed 
another die; he lets the weight fall 
down on the metal, and the thing is 
done. After this operation they are 
to be shanked, which is performed by 
means of solder; they are then 
polished by women. At Birmingham 
this manufacture is carried on upon 
a very large scale. The late John 
Taylor, Esq. was the inventor of gilt 
buttons; and in his house buttons 
have been manufactured to the 
amount of 8001. per week. 

Besides those cast in a mould, 
there are great quantities of buttons 
made of thin plates. The plates are 
brought to a proper degree of thick- 
ness by the rolling-mill: they are 
then cut into round pieces of the size 
wanted. Each piece of metal thus 
cut, is reduced to the form of a but- 
ton by beating it in several spherical 
cavities, beginning with the flattest 
cavity, and proceeding to the more 
spherical, till the plate has got all 
the relievo required; and, the more 
readily to manage so thin a plate, 
ten or a dozen of them are formed

to-the cavities at once. As soon as 
the inside is formed, an impression 
is given to the outside, by working 
it with an iron puncheon, in a kind 
of mould like minters’ coins, en- 
graven indentedly, and fastened to a 
block or bench. The cavity of the 
mould in which the impression is to 
be made, is of a diameter and depth 
suitable to the sort of button to be 
struck in it; each kind requiring a 
particular mould. 

The plate thus prepared makes the 
upper part or shell of the button. 
The lower part is formed of another 
plate, made after the same manner, 
but flatter, and without any impres- 
sion. To this is soldered a little eye, 
made of wire, for the button to be 
fastened by. 

The two plates are soldered toge- 
ther with a wooden mould, covered 
with wax or rosin between, to render 
the button solid and firm; for the 
wax or other cement entering all the 
cavities formed by the relievo of the 
other side, sustains it, prevents its 
flattening, and preserves its design. 

The art of button-making in its 
various branches is encouraged and 
protected by divers acts of parlia- 
ment. It is unlawful to import for- 
eign buttons. And buttons made of, 
or covered with, cloth, cannot be 
worn, without subjecting the wearer 
to very severe penalties, if any per- 
son choose to sue for the same. 

Glass buttons are composed of 
glass of various colours. The glass 
is kept in fusion, and the button 
nipt out of it while in a state of 
fusion by a pair of iron moulds, like 
those for casting shot, adapted to the 
intended form of the button, the 
shank having been inserted in the 
mould, so that it may become im- 
bedded in the glass when cool. 


The Calico Printer 


(As viewed in 1807) 

“Callico” is a sort of cloth resem- 
bling linen, made of cotton; it takes 
its name from Callicut, a city on the 
coast of Malabar. The callico-printer 
is employed in printing this cloth. 
The first hint towards this branch of 
business was had from the Indian 
chintzes. The callico-printing was 
introduced into London in the year 
1676, and it has since been encour- 
aged by divers acts of parliament. 

In the East Indies, they paint all 
their callicoes with the pencil, which 
they must do with great expedition, 
as the price there ts very low; but 
here the following method is adopt- 
ed: The pattern is first drawn on 
paper, the whole breath of the cloth 
intended to be printed; the workman 
then divides the pattern into several 
parts according to its size, each part 
being about eight inches broad, by 
twelve inches long; each distinct part 
of the pattern thus divided, is cut 
out upon wooden blocks; the cloth 
to be printed is extended upon a 
table; and the types, being covered 
with the proper coluous, are laid on 
after the manner represented in the 
plate, and the impression is left upon 
the cloth. The workman begins to 
lay on the types at one end of the 
piece, and so continues till the whole

is finished: great care must be taken 
that the patterns lay with accuracy, 
and that there is no interstice or 
vacancy left. 

Cutting the pattern in wood being 
the most curious pact of the process, 
we shall describe that particularly. 
The cutters in wood begin with pre- 
paring a plank or block of the proper 
size: beech, pear-tree, and box, are 
used for this purpose; but the box- 
tree is the most fit for the business, 
as being the closest, and least liable 
to be worm-eaten. As soon as the 
wood is cut into the proper size and 
made very smooth, it is fit to re-

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Buttonaires Protest 

There is considerable agitation 
going on in the button fraternity 
just now over the use of valuable in- 
formation coming into the National 
Society which is being used for the 
private profit of one of the officers. 
Members contend that the material 
belongs to the association and should 
not be used for personal gain. 

The coin collectors had the same 
problem come up a few years ago 
when valuable information coming 
into the association was being pur- 
loined and used for personal gain by 
one of the officers. At a specially- 
called meeting the officer was ousted 
and the material secured. 

Some button members propose an in- 
junction suit to obtain book royalties, 
or a portion of them, for the Society. 
It is an unfair advantage, they claim, 
for all this information that natur- 
ally comes to an officer to accrue to 
one person entrusted with it. 

This bolsters the argument of a 
large group of members that all of- 
ficers ought to rotate so that noth- 
ing of this kind could happen.

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Notes on the 
Stereoscope and 


Stereoscopic Views 
By HUSTON MITCHELL 


Among the unique “finds” being 
brought to light at the present time 
is the “Peep-show” of the Victorian 
era, the box-like device built to allow 
two to view the stereoscopic pictures 
at the same time. 

It has been our pleasure to recon- 
dition one of these just recently. 
The box itself is 15” high, the base 
91x11”. Two eye-pieces on each side 
contain lenses not nicely beveled but 
chipped around the edges. It is evi- 
dent that optical work had not as 
yet achieved perfection. 

Pictures are inserted back to back 
in racks joined together by upholster- 
er’s tape. It was this last named, the 
tape, that had made it necessary to 
spend some time in repair work. 
Since the plate on the side bears the 
date “April 7, 1857, (and) A. Bec- 
ker’s Patent, Jas. Lee, Manufacturer, 
N. Y.,” the tape is worn. 
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A knob on each side, attached to 
the upper of two rollers, completes 
the mechanical equipment. Hinged 
lids, lined with silver-foil serve as 
reflectors and can be adjusted to the 
proper angle. 

What a way for two “Canny Scots” 
to spend an evening! Not a bad idea 
at that if you have views sufficiently 
entertaining. 

If you care for comics there are 
the old colored views, presumably 
imported. One called “Pleasures of 
the Rotary” pictures a man in a bar- 
ber’s chair, with the barber using 
what appears to be a revolving brush. 
Another bears the caption “Werry 
sorry Mam, but yer’l ’ave to leave 
yer Krinerline outside.” English, evi- 
dently, as is the picture of the bus, 
although the three hoops hanging 
outside might well be good old 
American. 

“Views of the Holy Land” in colors 
are good and especially entertaining 
for the youngsters. H. H. Bennett 
made very good pictures at Kil- 
bourn City, Wis. His “Wandering 
among the Wonders and Beauties of 
Wisconsin Scenery” set is hard to 
surpass. J. B. Linn’s “Lookout Moun- 
tain Views” are very good.

Ben Haines, of New Albany, 1nu., 
had quite a reputation for his efforts 
in this direction.

There are oddities in this field as 
well. Not long ago the Reader’s 
Scope reproduced photographs of 
the White House, stating in connec- 
tion with that of the East Room, 
“little changed since this 1905 photo- 
graph.” We thought to compare this 
with the stereoscopic view we had of 
the East Room. This bears the name 
of J. F. Jarvis, Publisher, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

It is quite possible that there have 
been little changes to the East Room 
since 1905. But some interior decor- 
ator had his way with the East Room 
between the dates of these two: pho- 
tographs.

The First Family In 


Antique Setting 


The old Blair House on Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue in Washington, D. C., 
stands ready, as always, to welcome 
new guests; this time it is the 
Presidential family from across the 
street where the White House is 
about to undergo repairs and chang- 
es. Through this door have come 
other presidents — Jackson, Van 
Buren, Lincon and Taft, as well as 
a number of kings, foreign ministers 
and other prominent visitors, calling 
from the days when it stood as the 
family home of Dr. & Mrs. Joseph 
Lovell, society leaders of the 1820’s 
and 1830’s. 

The house acquired its present 
name when later bought by Francis 
Preston Blair, a native Kentuckian 
and founder of the Washington Globe 
and member of President Jackson’s 
‘kitchen cabinet’. Ownership remain- 
ed in the Blair family until 1940 
when the youngest grandson, Mont- 
gomery Blair, died and left it to a 
nephew who later sold the home to 
the federal government in 1942. 

The house itself is comfortable and 
spacious, its square structure having 
four stories. The interior is a haven 
for many beautiful antiques and 


many a collector’s fondest dreams; 
rich Aubusson rugs, crystal chande- 
liers, fine old china, Sandwich glass, 
original Currier and Ives prints, rare 
cartoons of the Civil War period and 
a treasure in early American and 
French furniture.

I don’t agree with Mr. Sowers, “Col- 
lecting With a Purpose,’”’ in the Novem- 
ber issue!

After all it would be good business for 
your advertisers if we amateurs knew 
these things.

ceive the drawing of the design, 
Sometimes ink is used, and to pre- 
vent its running, it is rubbed over 
with a mixture of white lead and 
water, and after it is dry it is rub- 
bed off and polished. 

On this the design »% drawn; ana 
those 'who cannot draw themselves, 
make use of designs furnished by 
others whose profession is to draw 
patterns. The drawing marks out so 
much of the block as is to be spared, 
or left standing. The rest they cut 
off, and take away very curiously 
with the point of exceedingly sharp 
knives, or little chisels, or gravers, 
according to the bigness or delicacy 
of the work; for they stand in need 
of no other instruments. 

Block-engraving differs from that 
on copper, in this: that in the former 
the impression comes from the prom- 
inent parts, or strokes left uncut; 
whereas in the latter it comes rrom 
channels cut in the metal. he 

The manner of printing with 
wooden prints is easy and expediti- 
ous, if there be only two colours; as 
green and blue; or black, and a white 
ground, then the block requires only 
to be dipped in the printing-ink, and 
impressed on the cloth. If more 
colours are used, then they are to be 
laid on with brush or brushes, and 
the impressions to be made as be- 
fore with the hand. 

When the whole piece is printed, 
the cloth is washed and bleached to 
take away any accidental stains it 
may have acquired in the operation: 
it is is then dried, calendered, and 
laid up in folds fit for the shop. 

Callico-printing is reckoned a very 
good business both for the master 
and his *journeymen; the master, 
however, requires a large capital, a 
situation plentifully supplied with 
good and clear water, and extensive 
grounds for bleaching and drying 
their cloths. He employs three sorts 
of hands; the pattern-drawer; the 
cutters of the types, 'who are also the 
operators in printing; and a number 
of labourers, to assist in ‘washing. 
The pattern-drawer is paid accord- 
ing to the variety and value of the 
designs; and the printer, who is able 
also to cut with ability and taste, 
can, in the summer months, earn 
four or five guineas a week, or more. 

A youth designed for this business 
ought to have a genius for drawing, 
a good eye, and a delicate hand. The 
business is not laborious, and the 
chief care is in the choice of a master 
who will do justice to his apprentice. 
Most callico-printers have some par- 
ticular secrets in the preparation of 
their colours, which they ought to be 
bound to reveal to those whom they 
undertake to teach the art; since on 
the knowledge of this depends prin- 
cipally the success of the lad. 

What are called wood-engravings 
are done after this manner, and so 
are paper-hangings, and  playing- 
cards. But card-making is purely a 
mechanical business, and requires 
neither judgment, strength, nor in-

From “Under the Window” 
Kate Greenaway had in 1946, a 
widespread revival of popularity as 
the 100th anniversary of her birth 
was celebrated. It is of literary as 


well as ceramic interest that her 
drawings of fairy-like and charming 
girls and boys were used by the 
Wedgwood Pottery at the height of 
her popularity in England in the 
1880’s. Since the first Josiah Wedg- 
wood (1730-1795), children’s designs 
have been among the most popular of 
the Wedgwood designs, and Kate 
Greenaway’s winsome little boys with 
short jackets and long trousers, and 
her little girls with sunbonnets and 
empire high waisted dresses follow 
in the heritage of the ever popular 
Wedgwood child designs by wr 
Joshua Reynolds, Lady Templetown, 
and John Flaxman. Just as these 
eighteenth century Wedgwood artists 
featured the little children at their 
various diversions so Kate Greena- 
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way in the nineteenth century made 
popular the golden-haired girls and 
boys romping and busy with their 
childhood activities. 

Edmond Evans, the great color 
printer and pioneer in the colored 
picture books for children discovered 
Kate Greenaway’s talent and made 
her drawings and verse a delight to 
grown people and children atike. 
“Under the Window,” her first book, 
was published by Evans at his Rac- 
quet Press off Fleet Street in London 
in 1878, the title chosen from the 
first line in her first poem, 

“Under the window is my garden 
where sweet, sweet flowers grow.” 
The verse and illustrations reveal 
the mystery and magic of child’s 
play just as “The Songs of Inno- 
cence” by William Blake in the eigh- 
teenth century discovered the charm 
of natural childhood. 

Kate Greenaway’s popularity was 
greatly furthered by her admiring 
and devoted friend, John Ruskin, who 
so extravagently praised her draw- 
ings and lectured at Oxford on the 
charm of illustrations. 

In 1880, the Wedgwood Pottery 
first used the Kate Greenaway de- 
signs by making a flowerpot in the 
form of the Kate Greenaway sun- 
bonnet; in 1881 an umbrella stand 
was modeled on very similar lines. 
In 1881, the Kate Greenaway pat- 
terns for tableware were engraved 
on copper plates and later adapted 
to tile such as the’ two Wedgwood 
tiles featured here. The last series 
of the table ware done in this de- 
coration was in 1930. The copper 
plates are still preserved at the 
Wedgwood Pottery in England. The 
early tiles made by the first Josiah 
Wedgwood (1730-1795) were sent to 
Liverpool to be transfer-printed 
by Sadler and Greene. Since then, 
there have been three issues of tile 
beginning from 1884, tiles with 
block print, 1886, and impressed 
tiles 1888 — the Kate Greenaway 
Wedgwood Tiles are of the 1884 
issue. 

Whether on Wedgwood tiles, pil- 
lows, wallpaper, cottons, jars an 
figurines, tableware, or in books, the 
charming Kate Greenaway children 
will always be favorites.

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FLOWING BLUE

Author ‘Handbook of Popular Antiques” 


You can pick up odd pieces of 
Flowing Blue in most any antique 
shop, but it takes some patience to 
assemble a tea set. However, once 
you get a few pieces together you 
will feel the charm and you’ll be off 
on a new hobby. Flowing Blue (also 
called Flow or Flown) china is avail- 
able and within the price range of 
the average collector’s purse. VPer- 
haps Flowing Blue because of the 
similarity of its patterns is not as 
interesting to collect as some other 
kinds of china, but it is decorative 
for the dining table and with patient 
search it is possible to assemble a 
complete dinner service. 7 
- Flowing Blue is a stone china de- 
corated with oriental patterns. It 
was first made in Staffordshire from 
about 1825, while the old blue china 
with historical scenes was still being 
made and before light-toned scenic 
china became popular. The stone 
china base of Flowing Blue distin- 
guished it from the softer pottery 
base of old blue or light-toned scenic 
china. Flowing color is produced by 
action of volatile chlorides upon cer- 
amic colors. The designs are applied 
to the china surface with ceramic 
colors and in the kiln they are ex- 
posed to a chlorinated atmosphere. 
The vapor causes the color to spread 
and blur. The value of the piece is 
determined by the depth of color and 
the way the color spreads. Some- 
times the pattern is too blurred to be 
attractive. Although Flowing Blue 
is the popular and most pleasing col- 
or, many of the same patterns were 
also made in flowing brown and 
flowing purple. Cobalt oxide is used 
for blue and nickel oxide for brown. 
The china base for flowing color was 
stone and usually ironstone and thus 
pieces are often marked “Pearl 
Stone” or “Stone China” or such sim- 
ilar names in addition to the name of 
the pattern and the maker. 

The design motifs of the various 
Flowing Blue patterns are of orienta] 
inspiration. The majority of the pat- 
terns include a temple, a bridge, and 
a tree. The tree may be a bamboo, 
willow, or a flowering blossom. tree. 
Often a boat is included in the pat- 
tern. The motifs are assembled and 
arranged differently by each design- 
er and thus the patterns of the vari- 
ous manufacturers vary although 
they include similar motifs. Also, al- 
though the motifs are oriental, the 
interpretation is western in spirit 
and the border is often definitely 
English in motif as well as feeling. 
This difference is readily seen if a 
piece of Flowing Blue is compared 
with a piece of English willow ware 
which is ‘decidedly oriental in feel- 
ing. 

Many of the well known potteries 
made flowing Blue. William Turner 
in his book “William Adams, An Old 
Nnglish Potter,” says, “The flown 
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blue ware of Adams had the reputa- 
tion of being the best in the trade.” 
“Kyber” and “Tonquin” are two pat- 
terns in Adams Flowing Blue. The 
name of the pattern is usually priit- 
ed on the back of the article and 
“Adams” is impressed in the ware. 
Davenport also made excellent Flow- 
ing Blue and brown. The color is 
dark and the printing good. It is 
marked with the impressed anchor 
and “Davenport” impressed. ‘“Cy- 
press” is a brown Davenport pattern 
and “Amoy” is made in Flowing 
Blue. 

E. and J. Mayer of Longport also 
made fine Flowing Blue which was 
imported into America in 1830. Pat- 
terns by Mayer include “Arabes«ue,’” 
“Oregon” and “Formosa.” The color 
of Mayer Flowing Blue is strong 
and clear and the patterns are at- 
tractive and the dark and light well 
distributed. Fine scroll borders en- 
close the patterns and the pieces are 
marked both with the name of the 
maker and the pattern name. 

The best known Flowing Blue pat- 
terns made y Wedgwood are 
“Knight Templar’ and “Chapoo.” 
“Chapoo” resembles other Flowing 
Blue designs, the pattern including 
a temple, a boat and trees, but the 
trees are flowering in contrast to 
the palm tree in Adams “Kyber” and 
the bamboo trees in Mayer’s “For- 
mosa.” “Chapoo” also has a flower 
border. 

Ridgway made several patterns in 
Flowing Blue including “Oriental” 
and “Temple.” These are marked 
with the name of the pattern printed 
and “Stoneware J. R.” or “J.W.R.”

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Ridgway worked between 1814 and 
1830. 

A pattern called ‘“Scinde” was 
made both by J. and J. Alcock and 
by T. Walker. It is a typical pat- 
tern of chinoiserie. 

Podmore, Walker & Co. also made 
Flowing Blue. Their best known de- 
signs are “Manila,” “Temple” and 
“Corean.” The pieces are marked 
“P, W. & Co.” and sometimes “Pearl 
Stone Ware,” This firm worked be- 
tween 1842 and 1862. 

Other well known makers of Flow- 
ing Blue were E. Challinor & Co. of 
Fenton who worked after 1850. They 
made the patterns “Pellow” and 
“Kin Shaw.” These are marked “E 
C. & Co.” or “E. Challinor.” Babcock 
made the pattern “Chen-Si” and 
Dixon Phillips manufactured ‘‘Non- 
parel” in brown. The pattern “Troy” 
is marked ”C. M.” which may be for 
Charles Meigh. Barlow was another 
well known maker of Flowing Blue. 

A group of patterns in Flowing 
Blue are of Gothic inspiration. These 
patterns include ruins of old Eng- 
lish Gothic buildings and English 
gardens instead of the usual Oriental 
motifs. Aside from this they are 
similar te the other patterns of flow- 
ing Blue. The patterns with Gothic 
motifs are “Gothic,” “Rhine,” 
“Rhone,” and “Coburg.” These pat- 
terns are made by J. F. & Co. 

“Rhine” is marked “Rhine Kaolin 
Ware J. F. & Co.” Gothic pattern 
has a graceful border of grapes and 
grape leaves. 

Several patterns of Flowing Blue 
were made by Dillwyn at Swansea 
in 1838 or later. These include a 
light blue print with Chinese scenery, 
water, rocks, pagodas, sailing boats, 
a willow tree, and trellis steps. The 
pattern is called “Whampoa” and is 
marked with the name “Dillwyn” im- 
pressed over “Swansea” and _ the 
printed mark “Improved Stoneware 
Dillwyn & Co.” and a rococo scroll 
with the name “Whampoa” above.

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A bold conventional pattern of flow- 
ers, foliage, and interlacing stems 
was also made in Flowing Blue. 
There is a beaded border and the 
plates have a waved edge. Pieces 
are marked “D” impressed. 

From the list of many potteries 
which made Flowing Blue it would 
seem that Flowing Blue was a popu- 
lar ware and a great amount of it 
must have been made. Also the fact 
that Flowing Blue and Flowing 
Brown or purple have been found ad- 
vertised together indicates that the 
brown, which has always been con- 
sidered to be of later date, was made 
at the same time as the blue al- 
though it never was as_ popular 
even. though many of the same pot- 
teries were available in brown as in 
blue. 

Flowing Blue was popular in 19th 
century America as evidenced by the 
following advertisement from the 
New York Commercial Advertiser, 
November 2nd, 1844: “Flowing Blue 
toilet sets also Dining sets of the 
Flowing Blue.” 

A late pattern of Flowing Blue, 
which has no relation to the old 
Flowing Blue except that it was 
made by the same process, is called 
“Morning Glory.” It is a simple na- 
turalistic floral pattern and does not 
have the oriental feeling or the 
depth of color of the older patterns. 
It is marked “Lancaster.” 

Flowing Blue was also made in 
Holland in about 1850. This ware 
is marked ‘Maastricht China” or 
“Repout & Co. Maastricht Holland.” 
The patterns are “Siam”, “Timur” 
and “Petrus.” There is also a decor- 
ative blue flower and leaf pattern 
similar to the designs on earlier 
handpainted earthenware.

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Saints of St. Augustine 


GIFTS 


One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of the Museum is the bridge of 
historical stones. This bridge con- 
tains rocks from many points of the 
world and of course, historical speci- 
mens in the United States are well 
represented, such as a stone from 
John Brown’s Fort at Harper’s Ferry, 
sent by Thornton T. Perry, Jr., Post- 
master at Charles Town, West Vir- 
ginia. 

—o— 


The stone from the Mormon Tem- 
ple at Salt Lake City has created a 
lot of interest. It was secured from 
John D. Giles, Secretary of the Utah 
Pioneer Trails Association, thru Dr. 
Henry D. Watson of New York State 
who interested Mr. Giles in getting 
the stone. 


Brigham Young arrived in Salt 
Lake City on July 24, 1847. On July 
28, just four days later he determined 
the site for the now world-famed Mor- 
mon Temple. He stuck his cane into 
the ground and said, “Here we shall 
build a Temple to our God.” On April 
6, 1858, the cornerstone of the Temple 
was laid. At that time the people 
were living in log cabins, tents and 
dugouts; yet with supreme faith they 
began the erection of this structure 
which was to cost more than four mil- 
lion dollars when completed. The 
stone selected for the foundation is 
very rare in that part of the country 
and was called by the Pioneers Buffalo 
Stone, for want of a better name. It 
is not similar to any other stone in 
that area. This stone was used for 
the foundation, but the superstructure 
was made of granite from the near- 
by hills. 


The stone was in the foundation of 
the Temple when it was dedicated 
April 6, 1898, just forty years from 
the time the cornerstone was_ laid. 
About ten years ago some remodeling 
became necessary because of the 
growth of the Church, and in this, of 
course, some of the original founda- 
tion stone was removed to make room 
for doorways. Mr. Giles was able to 
secure some of the stone, and the one 
sent was secured at that time.

Augustine, Fla. The rock is from a 
stack of the old charcoal burning fur- 
nace located in Hopewell Village, Pa. 


Slag is from the ground surrounding 
stack. 
My home, situated on the Old Lan- 


easter Turnpike, the first turnpike in 
the United States, is about 22 miles from 
Hopewell Village, and four miles from 
historic Valley Forge. About five miles 
West of here is the scene of the Paoli 
Massacre. St. Davids Church, with the 
remains of Anthony Wayne, buried in 
the old cemetery is located about five 


miles East of here. We have many 
fine old homes, taverns, and places of 
historic interest in this part of the 


country, of which I am very proud be- 
cause my ancestors were very early 
settlers in Chester Co., Pa. The county 
laid out by William Penn.—Lillian Kin- 
caid.

“WE STOCK ALL BOOKS ON ANTIQUES” 
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A Great French Craftsman—Rene Lalique 


A request for information on Lali- 
que glass and the co-operation of Mrs. 
E. E. Shauer of New York City, a 
collector of this beautiful French 
glass, and the Chicago Tribune, which, 
had a special feature about it a few 
years ago enable us to review again 
this interesting glass. 

*RENE LALIQUE passed away a few 
years ago, and the glass which he 
created is now collector’s items. We 
understand that the son is carrying 
on in the tradition of his father, also 
using his ingenuity in the creation of 
new designs, which will in time be 
items for the collector. 

RENE LALIQUE is one of the most 
rightly and universally reputed rep- 
resentatives of the French industrial 
art of to-day. He is one of those 
who have spent and still go on 
spending every day the greatest 
amount of talent, imagination, tenac- 
ity and energy both as artists and 
captains of industry, in order to main- 
tain the decorative art of their coun- 
try in the very forefront of the battle. 
He also is one of those—and there 
are not many of them—who, have 
realized in the most intimate way the 
alliance of the traditional spirit of 
France with that love of new forms 
which has been determined in us on 
one hand by the aspirations, tastes, 
conditions of life and manners which 
are peculiar to our epoch and, on the 
other, by the adaption to industry of 
scientific discoveries and the growth 
of all techniques, without speaking of

the coming into being of so many new 
materials which bring with them new 
methods and new processes. 
Without ceasing to be an artist, 
RENE LALIQUE has become a manu- 
facturer. Can one imagine that, if 
they had lived in the twentieth cen- 
tury, a BERNARD PALISSY, a BENVENU- 
TO CELLINI would practise their art 
as they have done in their time? The 
dogma of what one might call “the 
uniqueness of the work of art” will 
always have some reason of existence, 
but we live in a time when, on ac- 
count of the diffusion of artistic taste, 
of the continuous rising of the stand- 
ard of life both from the material 
point of view and that of the ‘spread- 
ing of general culture; on account, 
therefore, of the accession of a greater 
number of men to a more refined con- 
ception of life, on account, at last and 
by way of consequence, of the amaz- 
ingly satisfactory results which have 
been brought about by the mechanical 
processes. that permit a multiplica- 
tion of the most intricate patterns; 
we live at a time when the fact that 
a work of art is unique and that there 
is no other specimen in existence, still 
makes a particular appeal, to ama- 
teurs and collectors; but, at the same 
time, the rareness of an object is no 
longer considered as constituting, in 
an exclusive way, its innermost “ar- 
tistic” value. In what way, for in- 
stance, would a drinking-glass, a 
wine-decanter, a plate belonging to a 
crystal dessert set, all of them signed 
by LALIQUE, prove more harmonious 
in shape, more attractive in their dec-

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oration and finer, so far as material 
goes, if only one or two or ten of 
them existed in the wide world? This 
has nothing to do with that. 

What has made for such a long 
time the weakness of French decora- 
tive art, the cause which, for such a 
long time, has prevented it from fore- 
ing itself not only upon the public, 
the public at large, but even and above 
all upon the elite, is that it did not 
dispose of the necessary means to 
establish its production on an indus- 
trial basis. No doubt there were 
artists able to create patterns but the 
manufacturers, either because used to 
the line of least resistance, preferred 
unceasingly to reproduce the old 
models, all inspired (and generally 
very poorly inspired they were) from 
the ancient styles, Louis XVth and 
Louis XVIth more particularly, to 
which they had owed their past suc- 
cess. That is how some of the most 
vigorous branches of French decora- 
tive art, the arts of glass, ceramics, 
jewelry, wrought iron which, in older 
times, had yielded so many exquisite 
or magnificent works which still con- 
stitute the pride of all the museums 
in the world, had dried and shrivelled 
up and bore only dead fruits. 

In order to understand and meas- 
ure thoroughly the importance of the 
part played by RENE LALIQUE in that 
renascence or, to speak more accur- 
ately, that revival of the industrial 
arts of a country which has shown, 
at the International Exhibition of 
1925, how rich and fruitful it really 
was, let it suffice to evoke the last few 
years of the nineteenth century, that 
is to say, the ten years or thereabout 
which elapsed between the Interna- 
tional Exhibition of 1889 and that of 
1900. EMILE GALLE, a glass-maker, 
ceramist and cabinet-maker from 
Nancy had reached glory in 1889; in 
1900, it was the turn of LALIQUE but 
as a jeweller, this time. Facing the 
glass-cases where LALIQUE had ex- 
hibited a true wealth of jewels with 
the supremely refined taste which he 
has always devoted and still devotes 
to-the presentation of his works, an 
enthusiastic crowd had assembled, 
from morning till night, for six 
months. And the lookers-on had every 
right, indeed, to display such enthu- 
siasm. All the art critics of the day 
and the others too have celebrated the 
gifts of freshness, splendor, fancy, 
variety and versatility which had 
turned into small but undoubted mas- 
terpieces all those pendants, diadems, 
brooches, gorgets, combs and hair-pins 
through which LALIQUE had entirely 
renovated the art of the goldsmith. 
The chief source of inspiration of that 
master of the jewel was nature but 
interpreted with a startling freedom 

and ease, a perfect sense of colour. 
Moths, dragon-flies, scarabs, bats, 
fishes, snakes, sea-weeds, fir-cones, 
ears of corn, mistletoe, thistles, acorns, 
spring or autumn-foliage and even 
human figures; all that. LALIQUE 
had modelled, chiselled and formed 
out of precious stones, enamels, glass 
and gold of various colors into those 
poems of light where the infinite of 
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a fairy-world seemed to reflect itself. 

GUSTAVE KAHN was right to say 
“the chief characteristic of RENE 
LALIQUE is to have focussed on jewelry 
the efforts of all the plastic arts, the 
resources of all the techniques which 
it needed; an innovator, in truth, to 
wed and weld together. LALIQUE is 
neither a mere jeweler nor a mere 
goldsmith; he is a painter, a sculptor, 
an enameller, a chiseller, a gilass- 
maker.” But all that which, however, 
means much would mean very little 
if LALIQUE had not been endowed 
with the magnificent imagination and 
the prodigious creative power without 
which there is no great artist, that is 
no great “orginator.” And it is to 
those two qualities which, besides, are 
only one after all, that he owes the 
exceptional, the unique position he 
occupies in French modern art. 

The International Exhibition of 
1900 once over, those who had only a 
superficial knowledge of LALIQUE’S 
temperament and talent could suppose 
that, having obtained there, as a jew- 
eller, the triumphal success I have 
mentioned, he was going to specialize 
in the art of jewelry. But he did 
nothing of the sort for his ideas, were 
both higher and broader. To work for 
a small number of elegant women and 
learned amateurs was not enough for 
him; however attractive it might be, 
however rich of possibilities, (at any 
rate such as he imagined it) the art 
of jewelry was encompassed by com- 
paratively narrow boundaries. Now, 
LALIQUE had been for a long time at- 
tracted by the technique of glass- 
making, for a long time he had been 
thinking that one had not made of 
that exceptional material all the use 
that glass really deserved; he consid- 
ered that it was possible to turn, as 
it were, to unlimited account the 
richness of that substance; and he was 
quite right, as will be shown hereafter. 

Besides, the research-work he had 
undertaken had led him to results 
that had been encouraging enough to 
enable him to look forward, in all con- 
fidence, to the newest and boldest 
solutions of problems. The big panels 
and the bas-reliefs of cast glass he 
had executed for the outer door and 
one of the inner doors of his house on 
the Cours la Reine had brought him 
such satisfaction that he felt en- 
couraged to proceed on the new road 
still misty for him in places but on 
which he was irresistibly drawn by a 
mysterious call. 

But one cannot create an industry 
and make it prosperous without being 
sure that there will be customers for 
the goods thus manufactured. A pre- 
cious opportunity then offered itself 
to LALIQUE: that of imagining and 
manufacturing scent-bottles destined 
to contain the produces of the great 
perfumer Coty. The industry of scent- 
bottles was then in a state of com- 
plete decay (artistically speaking) ; it 
was quite trite, commonplace and vul- 
gar. The fact that M. Cory, in order 
té.’give his perfumes containers that 
would ke worthy of the contents, en- 
trusted LALIQUE with the making of 
His scent-bottles speaks in favour of 
his natural taste. Some of the scent- 








bottles drawn and modelled by LALI- 
QUE for CoTy deserve to be treasured 
up and will certainly be kept in public 
and private collections as genuine 
works of art. 

But that was but a beginning and 
LALIQUE was before long to find more 
original and personal ways to increase 
his production so as to secure, to 
the utmost, the permanent activity of 
two factories he had founded: one in 
the neighbourhood of Paris, at Combs- 
la-Ville, the other one, at Wingen in 
Alsace. The output there is consider- 
able from the artistic as well as from 
the industrial point of view as an es- 
sential condition of success is that the 
two questions should be always be ex- 
amined together. What is particularly 
remarkable, in the present case is the 
harmony, the balance that LALIQUE 
has never ceased to maintain between 
the two points of view, always show- 
ing himself very anxious not to sacri- 
fice to material interests the interests 
of the spirit and his prestige or his 
convictions as an artist to the require- 
ments of industrial success. The con- 
sequence is that all the artistic ob- 
jects proper, the dining-room sets, the 
lighting systems, the ensembles both 
of furniture and decoration which 
come out of his workshops have all 
of them kept the mark of the same 
creative will, of those same gifts of 
ingeniousness, refinement, elegancy 
and fancy which compose his person- 
ality and are the dominant features 
of his talent. . 

Before we study each one of the 
categories of works through which 
his personality and talent manifest 
themselves so vividly, it does not seem 
useless to insist on one of their chief 
elements, that which accounts for the 
fact that amongst all the innumerable 
creations of modern French decor: - 
tive art, those of RENE LALIQUE stana 
out so conspicuously; and I wish to 
speak here of the sense of ornamenta- 
tion which is peculiar to him, of that 
predilection for ornament which is 
really his own and dominates all his 
works. 

Ornament is condemned to-day by 
fashion; nudism is compulsory in the 
realm of decorative art; there are 
people whom the presence of an orna- 
ment on an object (whatever it may 
be: dinner-table apparel, upholstery 
hangings, wall-paper, piece of furni- 
ture, lamp, etc.) makes actually sick. 
They are snobs of a new kind and 
another snobbism will soon take the 
place of theirs. The soundness of such 
ostracism remains however an open 
question. For if it be true that ex- 
cessive ornamentation deserves im- 
mediate condemnation, it is not quite 
so certain that it is impossible to ob- 
tain perfectly satisfactory effects 
from a thoughtful and judicious use 
of ornament; it is all a matter of 
tact and taste. Some objects of art 
that come from Persia or belong to 
the Byzantine period or the romanes- 
que times, the Middle Ages or the 
Renaissance possses an ornamental 
richness which does not deprive them 


in any way of their artistic, value.

My antique shop is 
4011 E. Lancaster, Fort Worth. 
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It is to those traditions that Renz 
LALIQUE appeals when he decides tv 
keep faithful to the idea of.ornamen- 
tation. Who would be so audacious 
as to blame him? Let us only look 
at the results; for results alone must 
be taken into consideration, so far as 
art is concerned; principles do not 
count. When LALIQUE, while taking 
his inspiration from “motifs” drawn 
from the animal or vegetal world or 
absolutely meaningless combinations 
of lines and volumes, composes a vase, 
a cup, a lamp, a chandelier, a bowl 
or a decanter, when he conceives both 
the form of that object and the orna- 
mentation best adapted to that form 
and the future destination of the ob- 
ject, when he does it in such a spirit 
of unity, logic and eurythmy, he obeys 
reasons that pass our understanding, 
he yields to impulses it is impossible 
for us to analyse, he is haunted by 
what WILLIAM Morris called “the ir- 
repressible longing for creation’’; con- 
sequently there is nothing in his art 
of what might be called systematic or 
mechanical but a charming sponta- 
neousness, an inexhaustible capacity 
for invention, a prodigious gift of 
varivty. It is wonderful to see how 
lightly and freely he develops his orna- 
mental themes, very much in the same 
way as some musicians or poets of to- 
day who excel in suggesting by happy 
and unforeseen association of notes 
and word impressions, sensations and 
dreams of an unspeakable seduction. 


* * * 


We shall now see how RENE LALI- 
QUE applies, to concrete examples his 
conception, so personal, of decorative 
art and manages to execute works so 
diverse in their nature, destination, 
proportions and technique. 

Of all the branches of his produc- 
tion, it is perhaps in the making of 
the “objet d’art” proper, the object 
devoid of all precise destination, what 
Pharises would scornfully call the 
“useless” object (if however there 
may be in the world a thing of beauty 
which is useless) that LALIQUE dis- 
plays most generously his faculties as 
a creator. Whether he adopts as his 
material transluced glass, opaline or 
colored glass (black, smoked, jade 
green, sapphire blue or red), or again 
irisated glass; whether he has re- 
course to the technique of cast or cut 
glass or combines the two processes, 
his imagination does not know any 
other limits but those to which it 
restrains itself in order to reach per- 
fection by realizing, according to a 
given volume, the general shape of 
the object, the part which it neces- 
sarily must play, decoratively speak- 
ing, so that the dream which haunted 
LALIQUE’s mind may express itself by 
a long sought-after creation. Some 
of those vases,. flower-cups, ‘‘vasques’” 
nosegay-horns and urns seem to have 
been carved and modelled out of blocks 
of precious stones. And I am now 
thinking of some of his objects that 
are constituted by a grooping of little 
tortoises, by twisted foliage where 
birds are hiding, by intermixed this- 
tles or fluttering dragon-flies whose 
wings are interwoven, by coiled up 

snakes or fishes wandering among.sea- 
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weeds, by colocynths, fern-crooks, in- 
volucral dahlias, branches of honesty, 
sea-shells, birds’ feathers, stems of 
may-flowers, scarabs, albatross-hunt- 
ers or lovebirds; or of other vases 
where knights in full armor are fac- 
ing one another, where peacocks 
spread their tails and naiads are swim- 
ming, ‘where stars twinkle and where 
giracetul figures, probably the sisters 
of the nymphs that adorn his en- 
graved stones, lift up garlands and 
pick up flowers; or again of largely 
embkagsed vases or of others magni- 
ficently set off by ornaments of black 
enamel, and lo! the glass sometimes 
becomes as firm and sharp as metal; 
at places, it has the dense and clean- 
cut opacity of some minerals or it 
takes the aspect of. an unknown, mys- 
terious, indefinable matter which re- 
minds one of the rind of a fruit or 
the flesh of a flower; sometimes, it 
flashes out into an unheard of radi- 
ance, an almighty splendor which 
rivals the pomp and the gorgeousness 
of the most dazzling shells—though 
we are never allowed to forget that 
all this is made out of glass. 

The same might be said of another 
family of “objects d’art’” recently 
created by RENE LALIQUE, the modern 
wizard; and J want now to speak of 
the ‘“menagery” which he has just 
given life to and which appears to 
me as quite worthy of a place in the 
glass-cases of the collectors and on 
the shelves of cultured amateurs, side 
by side with the most famous art 
menagerie in the world, whether they 
hail from Japan or Denmark. LALIQUE 
reveals himself there as a sculptor of 
animals amongst the very best. None 
is able, better than he to fix in their 
essential lines the general and typical 
gait, the familiar and characteristic 
gestures of those of our inferior 
brothers towards which he has felt 
more particularly drawn. Some of 
those animals, though comparatively 
few in number, up to now, are ani- 
mals of weight: an elephant, a rhino- 
ceros, a bison, an ox, a reindeer, 
modelled as they are with an extra- 
ordinary broadness of conception and 
a delightful sense of humour; there is 
much to be learned out of those ani- 
mals ( which, if reduced to a diminu- 
tive scale, have kept all their pro- 
portions) about their real volumes 
and their individual features. Among 
the winged tribe, let us mention the 
presence of. pigeons and sparrows, 
plump gluttons, so well reproduced, 
so life-like that one would expect them 
to coo and to chirp. The clear glass 
out of which those animals have been 
made, suits them remarkably well; 
and there is nothing there to be won- 
dered at since the artist never meant 
them to be expresed through any other 
medium and it is impossible to ima- 
gine them in bronze or ceramics. 

Let us hope that LALIQUE will soon 
enlarge that new field of his activity; 
I shall extend the same wish to the 
enlargement of another field; I have 
recently had the pleasure of welcom- 
ing the birth in his workshop of a 
certain number of feminine statuettes; 
they are things of the most alluring 
charm and of the most exquisite ar- 
tistic quality. 
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This is how, every day, the Lord 
of the glass enriches his treasure for 
our greatest joy, the greatest joy of 
the greatest number and for his own 
joy, too. 

* * * 

If it certainly is very important to 
place at the disposal and within the 
reach of the greatest number manv 
“objets d’art,” real “objets d’art” it is 
still more important, in my opinion, 
to place at the disposal of the public 
objects of daily use the shape of which 
would be as beautiful as the material 
it was made of and which might be 
executed at reasonable prices. 

The glass-cases of the great mu- 
seums of decorative art testify that 
the usual objects that surrounded our 
ancestors were all of them works of 
art. Did they feel conscious or not 
of that privilege? .It matters little; 
the important fact is that this is cer- 
tain. 

Recalling those blessed days, JAMES 
MACNEILL WHISTLER has evoked in 
his “ten o’clock,’”’ the coming home of 
the primitive warrior or the plough- 
man who is offered a drink out of a 
perfect cup. Which other cup might 
have been presented to him? There 
was none other. “The people lived in 
marvels af art, and ate and drank out 
of masterpieces; no article of daily 
life, of luxury or of necessity, that 
had not been handed down from the 
design of the master and made by his 
workmen.” And one may even say 
that, right to the end of the XVIIIth 
century, the state of affairs was the 
same; and then suddenly things 
changed. The world underwent the 
invasion of ugliness; machinism made 
the situation still worse by flooding 
the whole universe with productions 
as vulgar as finical. Who might have 
believed that very same machinism 
would bring about our salvation? But, 
for that, it was necessary that the 
union of the artist and the manufac- 
turer should be accomplished, that the 
artist should cease to consider as un- 
worthy of him to work for the manu- 
facturer who, himself should accept to 
have recourse to the artist and to 
collaborate with him—or, at last, 
which is a much better solution from 
every point of view, that the artist 
should become his own manufacturer. 

Who does not see that the absolute 
independence that LALIQUE secured for 
himself by becoming a manufacturer 
has allowed him to effect, so far. as 
the production of his glass-ware for 
the dinner-table is concerned, prodi- 
gies he could not have accomplished 
if he had been subservient to means 
of fabrication, strange to his own 
conceptions and coming to him from 
the outside, if he had been obliged to 
rely on manual labour over which he 
would not have enjoyed all the author- 
ity and power which were necessary 
to him? 

Does one think that, under such 
conditions, he might have brought 
some techniques to a happy end, per- 
fected them, turned them, as be has 
done, to the best account, thus manag- 
ing to launch on the market, where 
many rivals were to be met, the num- 
erous patterns of table ware which 


had come out of his imagination and, 
one might say, out of his hand? 


When, with ones mind’s eye, one 
contemplates the productions of the 
past in the category that now inter- 
ests us i. e. the glass table ware, when 
we cast back a glance on the drink- 
ing-glasses, the decanters, the ewers 
that have come out of so many work- 
shops in France, Italy, Germany, 
Spain, Bohemia since the Renaissance, 
it seems at first impossible that a 
glass-craftsman should invent any- 
thing new. One forgets that the com- 
binations to which the shape of an 
object lends itself are, nearly number- 
less. LALIQUE has proved by giving 
life to so many patterns none of which 
it might be said that their origin is 
in the past. 

What is strangely amazing is that 
LALIQUE manages to create, after so 
many others, a table set and. yet re- 
main original. The reason is that he 
always sticks to reason and logic and 
abhors eccentricity; that he always 
clings to nature, as far as it is possible 
to do so. 


His dinner-sets, liqueur, port, beer 
or dessert-sets, his fruit and cake- 
plates, stewed-fruit dishes and cream- 
bowls are always inspired, whatever 
may be the ornamentation that clothes 
them, by the practical conditions of 
their very existence. Thanks to the 
assembling of the two techniques I 
have mentioned above, those of cut 
glass and cast glass, there is practi- 
cally no liberty that is forbidden to 
him; thus for instance, he has suc- 
ceeded in incorporating to the foot of 
a wine-glass of cut crystal tiny fig- 
ures made of cast glass which give to 
the object a supplementary charm. 
He discreetly sets off others with dots 
of enamel and thus makes them more 
precious still. 


It has often happened to LALIQUE 
to show in exhibitions dinner-tables 
entirely laid and adorned with glass- 
wares of his own making. The orna- 
mentation of the table is one of his 
passions and quite rightly too. Knife- 
rests, butter-cupels, menu-card props, 
he does not neglect or disdain any- 
thing. On the whiteness of the table- 
cloths, all those reflections cast by 
pure and fine shapes, of exquisite por- 
portions, give an impression of su- 
preme luxury and distinction, In 
order to complete those ensembles, he 
has conceived and executed enamel- 
hearted birds and flowers, which, har- 
moniously scattered in the vacant 
spaces, produce the most fantastic and 
unforeseen effects. 


The art of luminaries is perhaps, of 
all the applied arts that on which the 
greatest amount of imaginative ac- 
tivity has been spent from the day 
when Prometheus stole’ fire from 
Heaven in order to bring light to 
mankind. From the clay lamp of the 
primitive centuries down to the elec- 
tric bulb of to-day, what a long way 
we have travelled over! For hun- 
dreds of years, the problem was the 
same but when electric light comes to 


the fore, all the data suddenly change.

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THE PORCELAIN BOTTLE 


By JOHN D. MOFFATT 


The Dutch are reputed to be an 
dustrious, phlegmatic, indomitable 
people. Seldom is that fact more 
solidly established than in the history 
of the Delft pottery industry, with 
its four-century record of unceasing 
struggle against adversity. 

Handicaps that would have obliter- 
ated a lesser institution, only brought 
the Delft industry to its knees. The 
discovery of porcelain; the rise of 
imitators; the deterioration that ac- 
companied the Napoleonic period; the 
successive changes in ownership 
throughout its history; and, finally, 
the effects of a world-wide conflict, 
—none of these was enough to deal 
a knock-out blow. 

While the Delft industry is today 
represented by only one factory, the 
fact remains that the doors have 
never closed on Delft manufacture 
since the beginning of the 17th cen- 
tury! 

While the history of each of the 
delightfully named pottery works of 
the Delft industry is a _ complete 
story, the outstanding one is that of 
the lone survivor, — “The Porcelain 
Bottle.” 

The industry did not suddenly 
emerge full-blown, but was the re- 
sult of a growth that extended back 
to the time of the Crusades and even 
before. The tin enameled faience, 
for which Delft was to become so 
famous, had its origin in the Near 
East, and gradually spread to Euro- 
pean countries whence it was relayed 
to the Netherlands. 

However, the first products made 
in the Low Countries were unpre- 
tentious household articles, made in 
small independent shops, from crude 
clays obtained locally. Then the pot- 
ter began to improve his wares, and 
to depend upon the clay-vender. 
When he discovered that the coarse 
earth was improved by the addition 
of other clays from other localities. 
the potter-turner came into being, to 
turn and mold the clay into more 
pleasing and artistic shapes. 

The next logical step was the decora- 
tion of the pottery, and this resulted 
in the potter-painter. It was with 
his appearance that pottery-making 
first became an organized commerciai 
enterprize. Because of this contribu- 
tion to the progress of the industry, 
his place of work became known as 
the Porceleynfabriek, or porcelain 
factory. (While old Delft faience is 
earthenware, not porcelain, the 
people of those times did not make 
the fine distinction between earthen- 
ware and porcelain that we do today, 
and, since Delftware of the 17th cen- 
tury was made in imitation of the 
Oriental porcelain, it became com- 
monly called “porcelain’.) 

Around 1650, several facts com- 
bined to produce a golden age in the 
Delft pottery industry. Delft had al- 
ready become a seat of culture as 
well as a busy center for importation 
and exportation. Consequently, out- 


standing craftsmen from all parts of 


the Low Countries had moved to 
Delft to establish their trades. The 
best of these artists and workers in 
the various trades of design ‘were ab- 
sorbed by the powerful Guild of St. 
Luc, producing a superior standard 
of workmanship, and organizing the 
scattered independent potters and ar- 
tists into an active industry. 

With the growing demand for or- 
nate furniture and lavish domestic 
ornament, the potters of the 17th 
century found a ready market for 
their products, and the pottery in- 
dustry in Delft mushroomed. 

It was during this period of ex- 
pansion, in 1653, that “The Porce- 
lain Bottle” was established. Two 
years later, its founder, David 
Thomsz. van der Pyet, sold the fac- 
tory to the famous potter, Wouter 
van Eenhoorn, and Quirijn Aldersz. 
van Kleynoven. Together with van 
Eenhoorn’s sons, Lambertus§ and 
Samuel, they turned out excellent 
wares in blue and in polychrome, 
some of which are now in private 
collections and museums in this 
country. The factory remained in 
van Kenhoorn’s hands for 48 success- 
ful years. 

In 1698, the “Bottle” was sold to 
Johannes Knotter. From Knotter the 
factory passed to Marcellus de Blugt 
in 1701, then to Pieter van Doorne 
in 1759, to Johannes Haarlees in 1770, 
and finally to Dirk Haarlees in 1795. 

By the time the factory was sold 
to H. E. Piccardt in 1800, the golden 
age was a thing of the past. Com- 
mercialization began to exert pres- 
sure on the Delft potters. The dis- 
covery of porcelain by Bottcher in 
1709, followed by the foundation of 
such works as those at Meissen, 
Nymphenburg and others, had grad- 
ually usurped Delft’s place in the 
public’s favor. The harder, tougher 
Wedgwood wares invented around 
1750 had finally forced the makers 
of Delft to the wall. Less expensive 
imitations of Delft wares were glut- 
ting the market. The French Revo- 
lution and the ensuing Napoleonic 
period had introduced an era of out- 
landish design which caught the 
public fancy. 

The demands of the consumers for 
the new designs laid stress on mass 
production rather than on artistic 
merit. While the integrity and 
quality of the old Delft wares was 
maintained on a limited scale for a 
time, the fickle public turned to the 
newer types of wares, and as a re- 
sult, all but a handful of the Delft 
potteries closed down. 

During the first quarter of the 19th 
century, only part of the production 
was made using the old technique, 
and even that was of poor quality. 
The old method of underglaze de- 
coration was discarded. To meet 
competition, second-rate copies of 
Meissen and other wares were made, 
but only achieved moderate success. 

To salvage his declining factory, 
Piccardt started mass-producing pot- 
tery in the Wedgwood manner, with 
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a white body, and decorated mostiy 
with printed decorations. However, 
these wares could not compete with 
either the real Wedgwood products 
or the cheaper Staffordshire wares, 
and their manufacture was desultory. 
Piccardt’s death left the factory in 
the hands of his daughters, who ran 
it as best they could. 

A few of the other Delft pottery 
works, — the Greek A, the Flower 
Pot, the Claw, the Three Bells, and 
the Rose, — had also survived the 
Napoleonic period, but gradually clos- 
ed their doors. By 1850, only “The 
Porcelain Bottle” remained in opera- 
tion. 

In 1876, the revival of Delft man- 
ufacture began when the “Bottle” 
was purchased by Joost Thooft. In 
1884, Mr. Labouchere was taken into 
the firm as partner. 

Among the personnel at this time, 
was an old potter-painter, Cornelis 
Tulk, who had entered the organiza- 
tion in 1813. Tulk had begun as an 
apprentice in the days when the old 
Delft faience was still being pro- 
duced in limited quantities, and he 
had all the secrets of the old tech- 
niques of painting on the stannifer- 
ous enamel at his command. Deter- 
mining to revive the former artistic 
merit of Delft ware, Thooft set Tulk 
to instructing other workers in the 
old methods of decoration. 

It ‘wasn’t long, however, before 
Tooft realized that certain obstacles 
had to be overcome before public ac- 
ceptance could be assured. First of 
all, the old: faience would have been 
too brittle to compete with the 
tougher, harder Wedgwood types of 
pottery. This problem he solved by 
using a material very similar to the 
Wedgwood base, and abandoning 
completely the stanniferous enamel 
of the early Delft ware. 

Thooft’s second problem was de- 
coration. The new material from 
which the wares were made called 
for different decoration from that on 
the old stanniferous enamel, and new 
methods had to be developed. This 
called for an artist. Thooft found 
his man in A. le Comte, a professor 
of decorative art at the Delft Tech- 
nical High School. Le Comte worked 
with the Delft factory until 1904 cre- 
ating new decorations, and fittmg 
them to the technical improvements. 
created by Thooft, Labouchere, and, 
at a little later date, by Mauser. 

The change in the method of .de- 
coration opened up a new field to the 
collectors of Delft. More naturalistic 
landscapes and portraits than ever be- 
fore could now easily be painted on 
the smooth surface of the new pot- 
tery base. Even in those cases where 
old pieces were copies, an entirely 
new product emerged, because of the 
new method of decoration and the 
new type of base. Within a couple 
of years, this product “caught on”, 
and added new fame to the name of 
Delft. 

Mr. Thooft’s death in 1890 left the 
management of “The Bottle” to Mr. 
Labouchere. In 1903, new expansions, 
brought about by the enthusiastic re- 
ception by the public of the new pro- 
ducts, necessitated changing the fac-

tory over into a limited company, 
with Labouchere and H. W. Mauser 
as managing directors. Another 
member of the staff, E. E. van der 
Hoop, was made managing director 
in 1915 

With the retirement of Labouchere 
in 1921, another era in Delft history 
passed. In 1930, still another mem- 
ber of the staff, J. G. Adriani, suc- 
ceeded Mr. Mauser as managing di- 
rector of the works, upon the latter’s 
retirement. 

The revival of Delft in the late 
19th century almost approximated 
the impact of the 17th century suc- 
cesses, both in the wares themselves 
and in the popularity with which 
they were received. Many excellent 
artists applied their talents to the 
new wares, among them, Leon Senf. 
Senf entered the works in the ’80’s, 
and played an important role in the 
development of the new techniques 
originated by Mr. Mauser. Other out- 
standing decorators and potters were 
L. E. F. Bodart, J. Th. M. Visser, 
and W. D. Oosterloo; while the 
younger generation was well repre- 
sented by Piet Senf, C. Hartog, and 
H. J. Tieman. 

The products of these talented ar- 
tists included beautiful specimens on 
the order of the dainty polychrome 
wares so popular in the 17tn cen- 
tury. Another type was the “reflet 
metallique” ware, which was covered 
with a beautiful glaze of flowing and 
flaming color, enlivened by the 
presence of precious metals. The 
Delft potters also produced a fine 
“White Delft”, chaste and simple; 
depending only upon its beauty of 
shape and on the extremely fine, 
slightly creamy, opaque glaze for 
its decoration. 

Another odd production of the 
early 20th century was the ceramic 
duplication of old cloisonné. Cloi- 
sonné tiles were decorated in colored 
crystallic glazes, separated by clay 
ridges, much as were the old cloi- 
sonné wares separated by fine wire. 
The designs were rustic, domestic, or 
symbolic scenes, animals, and coats- 
of-arms in heraldic colors. 

A type of ware called “Jacoba,” — 
a stoneware with colored body and 
engraved decorations, with touches 
of colored glazes, — was also made 
during this period. In addition, the 
Delft potters produced a kind of 
biscuit porcelain with slightly en- 
graved decorations, enlivened with 
golden lines and touches of blue or 
green opaque glazes. 

The ancient Hispano-Moresque cer- 
amics inspired a revival of tile pan- 
els decorated with dry black lines, 
together with beautifully colored 
crystallized and mat glazes. A var- 
iation of this technique is the so- 
called “sectile 'work”. These decora- 
tive panels were not made of square 
tiles, but instead were composed of 
tile sections of irregular shape, in 
mosaic style, so designed as to fol- 
low the main lines of the drawing. 
As with mosaic work or stained glass 
work, this was done in such a way 
as to not disturb the finer details of 
the finished product, such as faces, 
etc. 
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Two other 20th century innova- 
tions were “New Delft” and “Lus- 
tre”. New Delft consists of decora- 
tive wares with a polychrome decor- 
ation on a creamy-white background 
— the designs and colors recalling 
the old Syrian and Turkish ware of 
the 14th to 16th centuries (Rhodos 
ware), and the Persian wares of the 
same period. Belonging to this type 
is a ‘ware decorated in black, cover- 
ed by a beautiful deep turquoise 
glaze. 

Lustre ware shows the same gener- 
al type of colors and background, but 
with an added lustre decoration in 
the manner of the old Persian lustre 
ware of the late middle ages. While 
these wares recall the Islamitic art 
of Western Asia, they are distinctly 
individual, with a charm all their 


wn. 

All these types of art wares were 
the result of a broadening experi- 
mental stage in tne Delft pottery 
industry. Having attained renown in 
one type of decoration, the Delft 
factory was loathe to risk again the 
stagnation and over-production that 
had nearly ended its commercial ex- 
istence, in the 18th century. The aim 
was directed once again to perfection 
of product, even though it were at 
the expense of production output. 

How far along these lines the re- 
naissance of Delft production might 
have gone is a matter of conjecture, 
for, interrupting the upward arc of 
its movement came the most recent 
of the devastating blows — World 
War II. 

World War II not not only crip- 
pled the Delft pottery industry, but 
also saw the end of one more chap- 
ter in its history, and the beginning 
of another. 

The “Bottle” was comprised of 
various independent departments, 
each catering to a different class of 
trade — architectural, decorative, 
and utilitarian. With the ceasing of 
building during the early years of 
the the ‘war, the tile department 
closed down, closely followed by the 
department which fabricated the 
different art wares. Only the Blue 
Delft and Refractory Material De- 
partments carried on. 

With the invasion of Holland by 
the Germans in 1940, all business 
began to decline. The mass deporta- 
tions of all males under 40 years of 
age in 1943 and 1944 resulted in 
critical labor shortages. During these 
years, the German invaders carried 
away and destroyed all property of 
any value, maiming the Dutch trade, 
industry, culture, — and population. 

In September, 1944, — a date 
which no Hollander will torget, —— 
the famous railway strike paralyzed 
all commerce, — and military move- 
ment, — and all Delft manufacture 
ceased entirely, as did all industry in 
Holland. 

The ravages of war which left their 
mark throughout Holland left the 
Delft pottery works comparatively 
untouched, and when normal life was 
resumed in Holland, production on a 
limited scale began at the Delft 
factory. 

Although still faced with material, 
machine. and labor shortages, the 
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Delft industry is once more raising 
its head above the morass_ that 
threatened total extinction. Bit by 
bit normality is being restored to the 
Delft industry, and exportations are 
being resumed in limited quantities. 
The new products, — as lovely as 
ever, — testify to the courage and 
indomitable spirit of the Dutch 
people who met other catastrophes 
throughout the centuries. 

Thus we enter the third historical 
phase of Delft history. The first was 
the golden age of Delft in the 17th 
century; the second was the 19th 
century revival and its consequent 


popularity; the third is the present 
production. 

Delft, — the perennial, — is now 
creating new designs, the “collecti- 
bles” and “antiques” of the future!

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A Review of 


AMERICAN GLASS CUP PLATES 


By Ruth Webb Lee and James H. Rose. 
Pub. by Ruth Webb Lee, Northborough, Mass. 


This new edition is fittingly de- 
dicated to one of the foremost collec- 
tors of cup plates in the country, 
Albert C. Marble, whose researches 
into this field are well known. 

It will be immediately obvious to 
the reader and the researcher into 
old glass. that here in American 
Glass Cup Plates, the authors have 
spent infinitesimal time to compile 
as nearly a complete history of cup 
plates as is humanly possible. 

There is an early chapter on the 
early. process of manufacture that 
sets one off in the right historical 
paths of this interesting subject. 
They discuss composition of glass, 
colors, and of extreme interest in this 
instance are the illustrations, in- 
cluding a cup plate press of about 
1835. 

This, followed by a chapter on 
Cup Plate Molds, and Chapter IV on 
Historical Cup Plates, will appeal 
both to the lover of old glass for its 
sake and the lover of American his- 
tory. To give some extent of the 
ramifications of the historical as- 
pects of cup plate collecting, we 
quote: 

“Over the years since collecting 
cup plates became a diverting hobby, 
it was natural that they should be- 
come classified into two groups, 
known today as ‘historicals’ and ‘con- 
ventionals.’ The historicals are, for 
the most part, those which commem- 
orate famous persons or historical 
events. ‘Conventionals’ present an 
evolution of design, from the simple 
geometrical patterns of the early 
days, through the beautiful but so-

phisticated lacy glass patterns on- 
ward to their end in the Gothic Re- 
vival. 

“Probably the most eagerly sought- 
after cup plate among the historicals 
is a round plate bearing a simple 
bust of George Washington in the 
center. This plate was unknown un- 
til recent years; even at the writing 
only two specimens have been dis- 
covered. The only other Washington 
cup plate is octagonal in shape, with 
rays forming a background for the 
bust. The latter plate is a splendid 
addition to any collection, but is in 
no ‘way so rare as the former. 

“It seems quite likely that the 
Washington cup plates were brought 
out at the centennial of his birth — 
1832. Certainly moldmakers were in- 
spired by important events of the 
day in an. age when horsedrawn 
vehicles represented speed. As a re- 
sult, events such as centennial cele- 
brations, political campaigns or pro- 
gress made in industry or shipping 
were such important topics that they 
were recorded in glass, china and 
prints, as well as in verse. Popular 
subjects meant larger profits in 
sales! 

“Henry Clay was the subject for 
ten different plates, all apparently of 
Eastern origin and all but one bear- 
ing his name. The latter is our No. 
563, sometimes called the ‘No Name’ 
Clay. 

“There are two Henry Clay por- 
trait busts facing to the right which 
are not only rarer than any of the 
others, but also appear to be of an 
earlier date. Those are cut No. 562 
and its companion, No. 562-A. We 
believe these earlier plates undoubt- 
edly came out in 1832 during his 
political campaign for che presiden- 
cy, when he was the Whig candidate 
opposing Andrew Jackson. The Hen- 
ry Clay plates to the right are the 
only ones in the series having stip- 
pled backgrounds. They represent 
finer workmanship than the later 
Clays. These later plates bearing 
his name could have been to honor 
a public-spirited servant of his 
country, particularly when he ran for 
the presidency as the sole Whig can- 
didate against Polk in 1844. The 
Henry Clay plates should have been 
popular for many years, for he was 
continuously in the public eye from 
1803 (though this was prior to the 
date of cup plate manufacture) un- 
til his date in 1852. 

“There is no more colorful or in- 
teresting character in American his- 
tory depicted in cup plates than 
William Henry Harrison. Born in 
Berkeley, Virginia, in 1773, he was a 
lieutenant in the army at the age of 
eighteen and elected to Congress at 
twenty-six. In fact, there was not a 
time over a period of fifty years 
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when his life was not highlighted 
with important events, culminating 
in his becoming the ninth president 
of the United States and ending in 
tragedy when he died thirty-one days 
after his inauguration at the age of 
sixty-eight. 

“William Henry Harrison is re- 
corded in two groups of plates, one of 
which bears his bust and the other 
comprises a most interesting series 
of fifteen plates known to collectors 
as ‘the log cabins.’ 

“The two cup plates bearing his 
bust are our Nos. 568 and 569. Ap- 
parently, they were made from the 
same mold, No. 568 with the plain 
panels, above and below the bust, 
being a presidential campaign plate; 
and No. 569 a recut mold with ‘presi- 
cent’ appearing in the plain nanel 
above the bust, and the date ‘1841’ 
below. Since Major General Harri- 
con was elected to office in 1840 and 
cied so shortly thereafter in 1841, it 
is possible that this second plate 
commemorates his death. Both of 
these plates are thought to be of 
Sandwich origin. 

“Probably no_ presidential cam- 
paign in our history carried so many 
political slogans as the Harrison-Ty- 
ler campaign for the _ presidency. 
While the Democrats smeared Har- 
rison as a ‘hard drinking,’ war-worn 
old man, poverty-stricken and men- 
tally unfit for the office of presi- 
dent, the Whigs delightedly pounced 
on these stories and capitalized on 
them to their own advantage by pro- 
moting a series of campaign slogans 
for their candidate. To name a few 
of them, he was ‘The Farmer of 
North Bend,’ ‘The Log Cabin and 
Hard Cider Candidate,’ ‘Tippecanoe 
and Tyler, too,’ ‘The American Tick. 
et, ‘Harrison and Ketorm, “The 
North Bend Farmer,’ etc. Gen. Harri- 
son was a wealthy man and lived 
well, though for political expedience 
he adopted the log cabin ana nard 
cider barrel. His military career was 
played up by Tippecanoe Clubs (re- 
ferring to his. having been hailed as 
the hero of the battle of Tippecanoe 
in 1811), and log cabins became Whig 
headquarters. His campaign was im- 
plemented further by Harrison ban- 
ners, Harrison buttons, Harrison and 
Tippecanoe handkerchiefs, log cabin 
bottles marked ‘Tippecanoe’ and 
‘North Bend,’ Harrison cup plates 
and whisky flasks. The log cabin 
cup plates marked ‘Fort Meighs’ (our 
No. 596) commemorates Harrison’s 
defense of Fort Meighs’ and the bat- 
tle of the Thames, October 5, 1813, 
though of course they were made at 
a later date. The Whigs overlooked 
nothing in behalf of their candidates. 

“Students will note the campaign

not all of the cabins. The latchstring 
is out on some doors and missing on 
others. The hard cider barrel is 
prominently displayed by some cabin 
doors and not shown by others. The 
liberty pole and cap appears only on 
our No. 592. No. 596 is the only one 
that is lettered. Though Harrison 
was a hero of the Midwest, many of 
the cup plates are of Eastern origin. 
Collectors will find the log cabin 
group a never ending source of inter- 
est, with some extreme rarities to 
spur them toward their goal. 


Any Major Ringgold plate is rare, 
some more so than others. None 1s 
beautiful in point of design, and they 
are usually found in poor condition. 
It has come as a surprise to us to 
find so few people know anything 
about Major Ringgold, though he was 
enough of a hero in his day to be 
commemorated on cup plates, flasks 
and Currier & Ives prints.” 

So much for the chapter on His- 
torical Cup Plates. Like a good mys- 
tery story, we leave it to you to 
delve into AMERICAN GLASS CUP 
PLATES to find out who he was. In 
fact the whole story of American 
glass cup plates is as exciting as a 
good mystery story, and in this re- 
viewer’s opinion more worthwhile un- 
less the story is based on actual his- 
torical events. 

Although the book runs to some 
450 pages, the material is interest- 
ingly concise. The data is exceptional- 
ly well-organized, charted and illus- 
trated for ready reference. It will be 
a valuable volume in any collector’s 
or dealer’s library.

It is not to be wondered at that it 
took comparatively such a long time to 
find out a solution. Is it even found 
out, now? Not quite, perhaps In 
part, at last; in great part and by 
LALIQUE himself. Both a_ tradition- 
alist and innovator, like all the gen- 
uine artists of all times and of all 
countries, it is by having recourse 


again to glass, a substance the his- 
tory of which is intimately united to 
that of luminaries, that he has reached 
the most successful inventions. The 
creators of the lighting-systems of 
the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
tury, those also of the First Empire 
used glass only as an instrument of 
reflection meant to multiply the twink- 
ling spots of light; the possibilities 
presently offered by glass that nowa-

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days we can study in its relations with 
luminous sources that have become 
very powerful and, consequently, in- 
finitely less numerous, are now en- 
tirely different. The luminary of io- 
day generally conceals it; glass will 
prove particularly useful for that pur- 
pose. 

I shall not try to describe the va- 
rious ways which LALIQUE has ima- 
gined to overcome the difficulties of 
every kind that are presented by the 
constitution of the lighting-apparatus 
and principally that which results 
from the double part it is called upon 
to hold in an apartment; first when 
the light is on; secondly, when it is 
out. It may be that we simply give 
way to habit or prejudice when keep- 
ing fire-places in a house provided 
with central heating or when we hang 
‘a lighting apparatus from the ceiling 
of a room; but there are such habits 
or prejudices that must be respected 
as they correspond to secular tradi- 
tions; besides, fire-place and chande- 
lier may be and often are very pleas- 
ing as “motifs” of decoration. And, 
lastly, an entirely modern arrange- 
ment of an apartment from which all 
ancient objects would be excluded, is 
a case comparatively rare, especially 
in a country like France which has 
attained from centuries a very high 
level of civilization and, from cen- 
turies, has produced, in very . large 
quantities, objects of use, of all kinds. 
The quite recent principle of indirect 
lighting, that is obtained through a 
strong projection of light toward the 
ceiling, thanks to rows of bulbs con- 
nig behind mouldings, necessitates 

a very complex and expensive fitting 
up which frightens away the majority 
of those who are most enamoured of 
modernism and, on the other hand, it 
must be acknowledged that such a sys- 
tem would not be quite in keeping 
with the character of some of our 
homes, the charm of which is precisely 
woven out of a mixture, often so har- 
monious, of ancient and modern ob- 
jects and furniture. 

The adaptation of the traditional 
chandelier to’ contemporary needs 
seems therefore to me; such, at any 
rate, as it is conceived by LALIQUE, 
as one of his most lucky hits. Such 
a sifting of light through boughs or 
nosegays of ground glass, such a com- 
bination of superposed cups supported 
in the center by an invisible frame- 
work of ground glass, such a creation 
of lanterns and bowls made of petals 
of ground glass or of geometrical ele-

ments, such an elaboration of slender 
and graceful chandeliers raising their 
luminous arms towards the clear sur- 
faces of the ceiling, all that gives us 
an impression of perfect masterpieces, 
remarkably adapted to their destina- 
tion. 

To the same group of researches 
belong the mouldings of cast and 
ground glass created by LALIQUE in 
order to hide the luminous sources 
with which they are fitted and to 
form at the top of the walls a light- 
ing-frieze of the most logical and 
pleasant effect. Some of the cornices 
or those “basket-handle arches” are 
adorned with strong grooves along 
which leafy stalks are running, others 
with semispherical cabochons made 
out of converged petals and inscribed 
in several squares formed by hollow 
lines. The lighting apparatus thus 
participates to architecture in an en- 
tirely new way, though the artist has 
remained faithful to the custom — 
of a cornice crowning the wall. All 
that is perfectly logical and the fierc- 
est zealots for decorative rationalism 
cannot gainsay it in any way. Let us 
add that a dining-room, a bed-room, 
a drawing-room or a boudoir are not 
the cells of a clinical surgery and 
that one of the heaviest mistakes 
commited by some modern decorators 
is the ,puritanism ‘which I blamed a 
minute ago for its uncompromising 
love of systematism and its grim 
coldness. 

I would reproach myself with being 
incomplete if I did not give a special 
mention to the moveable systems of 
lighting, portable lamps, bedside 
lamps, lampadaries, candelabra and 
torches that have come out of LALI- 
QUE’S workshops. His inventive mind, 
his continuous ingeniousness manifest 
themselves by the same care for de- 
tails, the same taste for ornamenta- 
tion which characterize all that his 
hands have created. 

* * * 

It would have been surprising that 
LALIQUE, having attained the entire 
mastery, the total possession of the 
resources of his craft, nay, having 
widened the technical possibilities of 
the art of glass, should not have 
aspired to enlarge the field of his ex- 
periments beyond what had _ been 
tried, up to his day, in the utilization 
of a material so pliant and so alive. 
The very intricate problems (intri- 
cate, indeed, since they embrace all 
the art crafts of wrought iron, fabrics, 
jewels, furniture and have recourse to 
all possible materials, metal, wood, 
marble, silk and wool, etc.) of great 
decoration or rather of interior arch- 
itecture, had been already examined 
and solved by LALIQUE when, in 1902, 
he had built his house. He possessed 
the gift, much rarer than is gener- 
ally believed, of what one might call 
rich simplicity and I also, insist on 
his sense of tradition blended with a 
taste for novelty that one finds in 
all great artists and all great writers. 
Those are again, and those are al- 
ways the dominant qualities that will 
give permanent value to decorative 


ensembles created, in great numbers, 
since the war, by LALIQUE. 

Glass in them is the ruling mate- 
rial; it is with glass that LALIQUE 
builds up the coatings that cover the 
walls and to which he gives very va- 
rious aspects, according to the nature, 
the color, the texture of the back- 
grounds on which they rest. I believe 
that the first important attempt of 
the sort was a dining-room he exhi- 
bited in 1922 at the Salon des Artistes 
Decorateurs. The general impression 
was one of freshness, limpidity, com- 
fort both very charming and new; the 
principal part was held by light, either 
natural or artificial; the eyes feasted 
on a harmony of warm whites which 
quivered around you. 

But it was at the International Ex- 
hibition of the Modern Decorative and 
Industrial Arts in Paris, in 1925, that 
LALIQUE made the most brilliant dem- 
onstration of the innumerable appli- 
cations of glass to architecture and 
interior decoration. The fitting up of 
the department of Perfumes, the deco- 
ration of the dining-room exhibited 
by the Factory of Sevres, the monu- 
mental fountain which preceded the 
entrance to the Court of Trades were 
signed by him. As for his own pavi- 
lion, it was indeed, in its obstinate and 
refined simplicity, the expression 
of his supple and strong talent, 
which delights both in measure 
and pluck. The white marble of 
the flag-stones, the bright woods 
of the ceilings, the glass-doors vig- 
netted with silvery flowers, the 
E-wrought-iron of the glass-cases, the 
large glass-shield of the luminary at 
the ceiling, all sparkled, sang songs 
of light, lived of a life which was 
scintillating and sweet, immaterial 
and bewitching; one would have 
thought it was the palace of the 
fairies. 

it was quite to be expected that a 
success like the one which LALIQUE 
obtained at the Exhibition of 1925, 
not smaller in any than that of 1900, 
would have important consequences. 
There is unfortunately little space left 
to me to do more than mention the 
most note-worthy creations of great 
decoration executed since 1925 by 
LALIQUE: The luminary of the vast 
dining-room of the S. S. “Ile de 
France,” an extraordinary successful 
accomplishment which provoked the 
admiration and surprise of all the 
travellers; the sitting-room of the S. 
S. “Paris,” so cosy, so intimate and so 
French with its luminous decorative 
panels and its fine glass-doors; the 
whole lighting-system of the Hotel de 
Paris and the Arcades of the Champs- 
Elysees; the fitting up of the big Op- 
penheim Shops in New York, the 
Oviatt Shops at Los Angeles, the 
Worth Shops at Cannes; Madame 
Paquin’s dining room which elicited 
enthusiastic exclamations from the 
visitors when it was exhibited at the 
Salon d’ Automne, and the fountain 
which, so clever and so refined, will 
certainly remain as one of the most 
perfect and representative works of 
the French decorative art of our time; 
the arrangement and decoration—cab- 
inets, fabrics, wrought iron, glass-ware 
—of a whole Pullman train; for Cuba, 
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a tomb made of marble and glass, the 
majestic door of which was one of the 
greatest attractions of the last Salon 
d’Automne; the architecture and deco- 
ration of the Chapel of the Virgin for 
the Orphanage of La Vierge Fidéle 
near Caen. I wish it wers possible for 
me to describe, in all its details, a 
work which is a real masterpiece (and 
it is not at random I am now using 
this word but I leave to it its full 
meaning) of religious art—let us say 
of art, simply. The purest, the most 
immaterial inspiration certainly filled 
the heart and mind of the artist when 
he conceived the general plan and the 
details of that sanctuarv devoted to 
the Holy Virgin, for nothing is more 
virginal, more lily-like. What FRA 
ANGELICO did in the “Crowning of the 
Virgin” when creating the ideal at- 
mosphere of azure and gold which 
enchanted HUYSMANS; LALIQUE has 
done here when developing also in an 
ideal symphony the theme of all the 
whites it is possible to imagine. ' The 
triumphant soul of the Magnificat, the 
immaculate soul of the most luminous 
canticles lives in the midst of those 
walls which are coated with glass, 
hovers on that glass altar whose can- 
dlesticks and tabernacle are also made 
of glass; everything is limpid, lucid, 
infinitely bodiless and unperishable 
and J cannot find words pure and fluid 
enough to express the kind of spiritual 
exaltation into which we are thrown 
by the sight of so many radiant puri- 
ties which carry you away, so that 
one feels as if uplifted on angels’ 
wings, far from the ugliness and 
vanity of this poor world of yours. 

Was I not right, at the beginning 
of these lines, to praise the fruitful- 
ness and diversity of RENE LALIQUE’S 
talent and to celebrate the wealth of 
his creative imagination? Was I not 
right to consider as a magician the 
man who handles matter and tames 
it so as to lead it to ends so unex- 
pected, adorns the homes of men with 
charming ornaments and figures, com- 
poses such. precious nosegays out of 
light and glass in order to make them 
shine on our leisures and meditations, 
adorns the walls of our apartments 
with such exquisite attire and orders, 
for the perfect joy of our eyes and 
our minds, a setting which makes us 
think of Heaven? 

Was I not right, last of all, when 
I asserted, only a moment ago, that 
LALIQUE is of all the artists and deco- 
rators of his time, the one, who has 
contributed, more than anybody else, 
to place in the first rank in the uni- 
versal production of decorative arts, 
the Decorative art of France?—Ga-

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HOW A HOME BECAME A HOBBY 
It Can and Has in the Case of Mr. and Mrs. 
I.C. Johnson of Moultrie, Georgia 


“Wild Acres” is a miniature estate 
of only a few acres, lying within a 
South Georgia town, which has a pop- 
ulation of about 16,000 people. 

Now let Mrs. Johnson tell you about 
it in her own words. 

“Several years ago, my husband 
and I, suddenly realized that our col- 
lections, both inside and outside, were 
about to crack their shells; and would 
very soon hatch out into, a larger 
home and grounds, if they: were to 
be accommodating to them, as well 
as us. 

You see we are both lovers of na- 
ture. We are never happier than 
when we are watching birds, and 
squirrels, and fish, which, of course, 
calls for lots of shrubbery, trees of 
water. 

We were beginning a new hobby 
which was featuring in our garden, 
the most beautiful and fragrant of 
the nation plants in this vicinity, par- 
ticularly the wild, or native azaleas; 
which is a plant of rare beauty and 
sweetness and which brings memories 
of happy childhood to us. both. 

They seem to come in different col- 
ors and varieties, according to the 
soil of elevation, so we have brought 
them in from the mountains to the 
sea coast, and they have rewarded us 
richly. 

In searching for a place to build, 
we did not have far to go. 

Three friends of ours had adjoin- 
ing plots of land, which they had 
hoarded through the years despite the 
moving finger of progress, and as is 
the case when man is absent, nature 
takes a hand; so all of this ground 
was rather densely wooded with large 
oaks on the upper strata, southern 
pines in the middle section, and a 
dense grouping of maple, myrtle, 
sweet gum, magnolia, sweet bay, tulip 
poplar and many others, surrounding 
a bog and stream which ran most of 
the time. 

After purchasing the same, my 
imagination began placing fern and 
wild azalea along the edges of this 
bog, the house in the center among 
the pines with a driveway between 
the oaks on the higher and drier side; 
and this is exactly what we did. The 
results you may glimpse in an early 
spring view of one side of the grounds 
while the azaleas are in bloom. 

There are many of our friends who 
say that the house and what it con- 
tains is the nicest part of the whole 
scheme; so I will tell you about them. 

The house is of Pioneer American 
construction which means logs and 
log siding; large open fireplaces (six 
of them) set in rock chimneys; the 
earliest type panelled walls in various 
woods; pegged floors; wrought iron 
hardware; early American lighting, 
and all of the usual things of that 
period—rather restrained, not too 
much, “Tongue in cheek,” for after 
all, we live in the house the year 
’round: and we wanted the outdoors 
in; but the weather out; which we 


accomplished by many windows. in- 
cluding a large picture window which 
gives us a fine view of our chcrished 
plants. 

The long tavern type table is set 
for a seated buffet meal. The table 
setting consists of some of my collec- 
tions — Tea Leaf Ironstone — amber 
wild flowers glass—with the old coin 
silver in a shell pattern. 

I have several table settings all 
with a slight nature motif. 

Sometimes my table is set with a 
colorful English bone china, pattern- 
ed in grape or other fruit; with 
which I use the Clear Early Panelled 
Grape. pressed glass, and the 1847 
heavily plated silver, which carries 
a lovely grape design. The center 
piece for this is usually a large 
white ironstone soup tureen with 
grape handles, properly filled with 
fruit, in which grapes predominate. 
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In case I am using the tureen else- 
where, the table may be centered 
with a large wooden dough tray of 
an oblong shape; a copper bowl; a 
large Daisy and Button footed com- 
pote with Petticoat base, or, my 
“Pride and Joy”, which is a very 
heavy pressed glass stand, of an odd 
shape, called the “Crystal Wedding 
Lanena Stand.” Either one of these 
are lovely with fruit. 

I really think the greatest fun of 
old glass and china is playing with it. 

Sometimes people ask me ‘What 
does your husband collect?” I re- 
spond quickly, “Old glass marbles, 
the size of balls. Old shaving mugs, 
‘Moon and Star‘ goblets (which are 
barrell shaped) and McGuffey’s 
Readers.” 

Then they look around and ask — 
“But, Mrs Johnson, what do you col- 
lect?” I start off bravely to answer 
the query but my voice begins to get 
slower, and slower, and finally still 
and small, as I say—‘Tea Leaf and 
white Ironstone, -o!d Staffordshire— 
chowder cups, mustache cups, ete. 
1 realize it 1s not right-for anyone to 
have so much fun, but I do.

But 
these are only a few of the things 
that urge the traveler on during the 
months of snow and ice up north. 
The state itself has thousands of at- 
tractions and every city is a new ven- 
ture. The profusion of _ tropical 
plants, shrubs and trees in full bloom 
when the North is bleak casts a spell. 
The golden groves of oranges and 
lemons stimulate the imagination.

Notes on the Seminole 


Seminole Indians in Florida are re- 
viving the old pottery making arts 
of their ancestors under the tutelage 
of Mrs. Louise Lamme, wife of Ver- 
non Lamme, state archaeologist from 
1935 to 1942. Mr. Lamme then went 
into Government work during the 
war. He had charge of the excava- 
tion of the Timucua Indian Village 
site at Marineland. 

Contemplating excavating hereto- 
fore untouched mounds in the Ever- 
glades, he says: 

“An entire village still unexplored 
has been discovered by the Indians. 
We have photographs taken from the 
air and these show large temple 
mounds and embankments, some 
around 300 feet long radiating from 
a central Chief’s mound like rays of 
the sun. At the end of each of these 
embankments is a smaller circular 
mound and around each of these is a 
crescent shaped mound. There are at 
least 15 of these ray-like embank- 
ments that can be seen from the air. 
It will take several days to approach 
this village site with supplies. The 
Indians tell me that none of the 
mounds in this group has been en- 
tered. Artifacts of untold importance 
to Florida history will be recovered. 
The site is in the Calusa Indian 
country near Lake Okeechobee and 
might reveal a new culture before 
unknown to archaeologists.”

“Land of the Orange Flour’ 
By ALLEN BROWN 


“Kootni”’, the Seminole _ bread. 
when baked is a bright orange color. 
and is said to be very nutritious. At 
one time it was very popular in 
Florida. 

The name “Seminole,” means in 
Muskogee (Creek), “Runaway.” They 
were called this because of the fact 
that this band moved down _ into 
Florida from the Lower Creek Towns 
on the Chattahoochee River, follow- 
ing the destruction of the Apalachee. 


These people became known as the 
Seminole about 1775, being known 
as the Lower Creeks until that time. 
Those still residing in Florida call 
themselves “Ikqniuksalgi” or Penin- 
sula people. 


While still under Spanish rule they 
became involved with the United 
States in hostilities, notably the war 
of 1812, 1817, and 1818. For about 
twenty years they were being pres- 
sed by the United States until in 
August, 1842, when the tribe was 
forcibly removed to Oklahoma. 
Part of the tribe stayed in Florida 
and that part never submitted to 
white rule. In fact, they still pre- 
serve their primitive habits possibly 
more than any other American In- 
dian group. 


The “Florida Seminole” were re- 
duced to 275 in 1908, but, they have 
increased a great deal in the last 
40 years. 


There are legends that the an- 
cestors of these people fled from 
Mexico after the conquest by Cortez, 
about 1519-20, having been part of 
the Aztec Nation, but authorities dis- 
agree. 


Seminole vocabulary is _ limited. 
Their names for a few White Man’s 
commodities are: “Ko-no-wa” (Stone 
beads). This is their word for mon- 
ey. “Hat-ki” (white) is their word 
for silver, “La-ni” (Yellow) is their 
word for gold#“Nak-ho-tsi-tcat-ti-ko- 
na-wa” (Paper stone beads), is their 
word for greenback currency.. Anoth- 
er term used frequently was ‘Es-ta- 
had-kee, ho-le-wa-gus, lox-ee-o-jus”, 
meaning “white men no good, lie too 
much.” 

St. Augustine plays an important 
part in the Seminole history. Treat- 
ies were made and dissolved there.

TRAVEL NOTES 
OF 1897 


The Tallahassee Country 


(The Woman’s Home Companion) 
January, 1897. 


Tallahassee, Fla., Nov. 18, 1896. 


—A great number of inquiries re- 
ceived concerning the Tallahassee 
country, and the general interest at 
the North in the possibilities of this 
most favored region, lead me to be- 
lieve that a general description of 
the “highlands,” or “hill country,” 
of Western Florida would interest 
your readers. 

In the northern part of the state, 
and westward from the Suwanee 
River, rises with some abruptness, 
two or three hundred feet above the 
pine levels, and reaches away north- 
ward into the lower edge of Georgia, 
west to the Chattahoochee River, and 





south to within a few miles of the 
Gulf, “the Tallahassee country,” in 
every respect is vastly different from 
other portions of the state. Grace- 
ful undulations of hill and dale in- 
stead of monotonous levels, a forest 
growth of oak and many other kinds 
of hard woods, such as _ hickory, 
beech, magnolia, poplar and ash- 
single trees often towering to a 
height of more than a hundred feet, 
and measuring from four to eight 
feet in diameter, fertile soil of a rich, 
moldy character and dark chocolate 
color overlying a subsoil of great 
depth, a storehouse of moisture ana 
plant-food, render the landscape 
pleasing and picturesque, and give 
promise of bounteous harvests, amply 
verified where the plowshare does 
its work. 


The Tallahassee country is peopled 
by a generous-hearted race, ready to 
welcome with open hospitality all 
good people who come among them. 
There are good schools, and churches 
of many denominations, which are 
well attended. 


These are all attractive features to 
homeseekers. But the most pertinent 
query is, “What are the especial ad- 
vantages of the Tallahassee country 
to the prospective settler over other 
regions, from a ‘bread-and-butter’ 
point of view?” The soil is fertile, 
moist, friable, contains no stones and 
is easily tilled. All kinds of grain 
yield good crops. All kinds of vege- 
tables grow to perfection. Both 
sweet and Irish potatoes produce 
heavy crops of excellent auality. 
Sugar-cane, sorghum, peanuts, chu- 
fers, cowpeas, tobacco, cotton and 
many other field crops unknown at 
the North are profitable both as a 
market and feed crop. Striata Les- 
pidesia and beggar-weed (of the 
clover family) take the place of red 
clover, and yield more abundantly, 
the latter seeding itself annually and 
producing a mass of succulent and 
nutritious feed from June until No- 
vember. Cut and properly cured it 
makes the most superior hay known. 
Peanuts or cow-peas planted between 
corn-rows (at the last cultivating

of the corn) yield almost a full crop, 
and do not at all interfere with the 
corn crop. Beggar-weed, coming up 
after the last plowing of the corn, 
unites with the peanut or pea crop 
to make a pasturage for hogs, hors- 
es or cattle unsurpassed for richness, 
and which will remain in fine condi- 
tion until the middle of November, 
leaving a heavy mass of sod to be 
turned under for the benefit of the 
land. Mr. G. W. Saxon, of Tallahas- 
see, grew on three acres of land the 
present year 120 bushels of corn, 
worth in Tallahassee 40 cents per 
bushel, and between the corn-rows 
150 bushels of peanuts, worth 75 cents 
per bushel, besides beggar-weed and 
peanut-tops that would have yielded 
one and one half to two tons per 
acre of cured hay, and this without 
fertilizing. Mr. Saxon had the corn 
husked out, and turned cattle and 
hogs into the field. They are still 
running on this field without extra 
eed, and are fat enough for slaught- 
er. These three acres were part of a 
poor hillside, considerably below the 
average land in point of fertility. It 
is needless to say, however, that the 
land was well prepared and well 
worked. 
Oats or rye planted in September 


will afford excellent and cheap pas- 


turage all winter. The land will be in © 


better condition for spring crops af- 
ter the treading of stock during the 
winter. Sugar-beets, rutabagas and 
all varieties of turnips, carrots, etc., 
yield immense crops and grow all 
winter, and are especially valuable 
as winter feed for sheep and cattle. 
The large yields of root crops, in- 
cluding sweet potatoes, peanuts and 
chufers, and excellent natural past- 
urage, combined with grain pastur- 
age from November until April, re- 
duces the cost of stock-raising at the 
North. Owing to the large tourist 
travel in winter and the shipping, 
lumbering, fishing, mining, railroads, 
trucking and fruit-growing interests 
of the state, there is afways a large 
local demand for good meats, dairy 
products, feed stuffs, etc., at remun- 
erative prices. The mild climate does 
away with the necessity for ex- 
pensive barns and cattle-sheds, while 
the good quality and cheapness of 
building material reduces the cost 
of home-making and farm buildings. 
Gardens growing the year round, and 
the favorable conditions for poultry- 
raising enable us to have fresh vege- 
tables, eggs and fat, tender broilers, 
with plenty of milk and butter, every 
day in the year; and coupled with a 
good market for any surplus, makes 


living cheap and pleasurable. 

Our most profitable market is 
cigar tobacco—grown from Sumatra 
or Cuba seed—the product being 
equal to the imported tobaccos of 
these types. Care is necessary in 
procuring reliable seed. Tobacco re- 
quires constant attention from the 
seed-bed_ until it is packed and ready 
for market, but any intelligent farm- 
er can make a success with his first 
crop by heeding instructions furnish- 
ed free of charge by the cigar man- 
ufactories of Tallahassee. The aver- 
age yield is about 600 pounds per 
acre, and the average price per pound 
is 25 cents. Many of our best grow- 
ers get 800 to 1,200 pounds per acre, 
and from 30 cents to 50 cents per 
pound. One small farmer near Talla- 
hassee grew 20 acres this year, set- 
ting the plants in April. In Septem- 
ber he sold his crop, the product of 
20 acres, for over $6,000. The cost 
of labor, fertilizers, packages, etc., 
was less than $800, leaving a net 
profit of more than $5,000 from 20 
acres of land. 

Plug wrappers and cigarette to- 
baccos of fine quality are also profit- 
able crops, yielding 800 to 1,400 
pounds per acre, and selling at from 
10 cents to 30 cents per pound. The 
tobacco being less per acre than for 
cigar tobaccos. 
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The market prices for farm pro- 
duce of all kinds ruling higher here 
than at the North and West, there 
is a margin of profit on all. The di- 
versity of products is so great that 
the selection of field crops is largely 
a matter of taste, rather than neces- 
sity, with the farmer. By a succes- 
sion of seasonable planting and 
harvesting it is possible to mature 
from two to four crops per annum 
from the same ground. 

The Owl Cigar Company, of New 
York, a few ev ago purchased 
twenty thousand aeres of land in the 
Tallahassee country. They employ a 
large number of intelligent farmers 
to superintend their different planta- 
tions and thousands of negro labor- 
ers. Their operations include the 
breeding of fine cattle and general 
farming, but their specialty is fine 
cigar tobacco. Of this they grow 
1,200 to 1,500 acres per annum, and 
find it very profitable. 

Mr. Randolph Eppes, one of the 
youngest, as well as one of the most 
prosperous farmers of this section, 
owns and cultivates 6,000 acres of 
land. Mr. Eppes, who is not yet 
thirty years of age, assumed the 
management of his handsome proper- 
ty soon after leaving. college, and has 
only had four or five years’ experi- 
ence in the control of his estate. His 
net profits last year were $10,000. 

For many years this part of Flor- 
ida has been isolated and unknown to 
the traveling public, owing to meager 
transportation facilities. This disad- 
vantage has been largely overcome 
by the building of new roads and ex- 
tending old lines. The Clark Syndi- 
cate, whose advertisements have ap- 
peared in the Woman’s Home Com- 
panion for some months, own and 
control a large area of the very best 
land in the vicinity of Tallahassee to 
the north and east. They have aso 
extensive lumbering, timber, railroad 
and steamboat properties southward 
from Tallahassee, through the pine 
belt to the Gulf and westward to Mo- 
bile. Through their land offices in 
Tallahassee they have found homes 
for numbers of hustling farmers 
from various parts of the North and 
West, who seem healthy, presrerous 
and happy amid their new surround- 
ings. At present lands near the city 
of Tallahassee, extending out two or 
three miles, are worth from $20 to 
$50 per acre. Lands equally as good 
further out can be bought ‘at from 
$10 to $20 per acre, but prices are 
advancing. The poorer lands in the 
pine belt, lying near the coast, are 
worth from 50 cents to $5 per acre, 
according to the timber and improve- 
ments.—W. L. Taylor.

New 4-Cent Air Mail Postal Card 
To be Placed on Sale Jan. 10 


Postmaster General Jesse M. Don- 
aldson has announced that as an 
accommodation to users of air mail, 
a new 4-cent air mail postal card will 
be made available by the Post Office 
Department on January 10, 1949. 

Under the new schedule of rates 
which become effective on that date, 
pursuant to legislation enacted dur- 
ing the 80th Congress, provision is 
made for a 4-cent air mail postal 
card rate. 

The new card will be of the regu- 
lar postal card size with the 4-cent 
stamp arranged horizontally in the 
upper right corner. 

The central design of this stamp 
consists of an eagle in flight with 
outstretched wings on a light back- 
ground. Across. the top: on a dark 
panel appears “U. S. Postage.” In 
the lower left corner of the stamp is 
a numeral “4-cent.” Directly under 
the eagle is the lettering “Air Mail.” 
The style of both the lettering and 
the numeral is white-faced gothic. 

The 4-cent stamp on the new air 
mail postal card will be printed in 
red on a cream colored card. Stamp 
collectors desiring first-day canceiia- 
tions of the air mail postal card on 
January 10, 1949, may submit an 
order to the postmaster, Washington 
13, D. C. for not more than 5 postal 
ecards, plainly indicating the full 
name and address for each card. The 
new postal card will not be enclosed 
unaddressed in outside wrappers. 

The new air mail postal card, will 
be available at post offices through- 
out the country starting January 11, 
1949, or as soon thereafter as distri- 
bution will permit.

New 3-Cent Stamp to Honor 
Washington and Lee 
A special 3c postage stamp com- 
memorating the 20th anniversary of 
the founding of Washington and Lee 
University in Lexington, Virginia, 
will be placed on sale for the first 
time at Lexington, Virginia, on April 
12, 1949, the 200th anniversary date.

New 3-Cent Stamp for

Rico. 

The new stamp, the Postmaster 
General said, will be issued sometime 
in 1949. Further details relative to 
size, color and design will be an- 
nounced later, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral. added.

New 6-Cent Air Mail 

The Postmaster General has also 
announced the description of the 6c 
United States Air Mail Postage 
Stamp which will be placed on sale 
for the first’ time on January 18, 
1949, at Washington, D. C 

The new stamp is being issued in 
conformance with the new 6c air mail 
rate which becomes effective Jan- 
uary 1, 1949, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of postal rate increase legis- 
lation enacted by the 80th Congress. 

The stamp is .75 inches by .87 
inches in dimensions, arranged hori- 
zontally. The central design depicts 
a DC-4 plane in flight, above which 
appears the wording “Air Mail” and 
the denomination “6c” in two lines 
of dark Gothic. The wording “U. S. 
Postage” in the same style of letter- 
ing appears just below the plane. 
The stamp is red in color. 

Stamp collectors desiring first day 
cancellations of this new stamp may 
send as many as 10 self-addressed 
envelopes to the Postmaster at 
Washington, D. C., together with 
money order or postal note remit- 
tance to cover the cost of the stamps 
to be affixed.

1948 Christmas Seals 


New Orleans, December 3.—This 
year the Christmas seals which were 
distributed by mail from New Or- 
leans, total 65,000 sheets.

Where a Department Head 
May Be Seeking Trouble 


Editorial in the Florida (Jacksonville) 

Times Union. 

There is disquieting news for the 
philatelists in the announcement by 
the Postmaster General that he is 
getting fed up on so many new speci- 
al stamp issues. The P. M. G. talks 
like a man who fears the time will 
come when an American citizen no 
longer can buy a regular George 
Washington or Abraham Lincoln 
stamp at the postoffice window. 

This year there have been 29 com- 
memorative stamp issues, all but 10 
of which were authorized by acts of 
Congress, and the hope is expressed 
by the department head that the 
next Congress will go easier in that 
regard. The 19 stamps authorized by 
special act were 19 too many. 

It may seem to Postmaster Gener- 
al Donaldson that the legislative 
branch of the Government is taking 
too much liberty — that stamp issues 
are properly the husiness of his de- 
partment alone. If a Congressman 
has any suggestions to make, that 
is a different matter, and he will be 
given due consideration; but the 
order to cut a new die and run off a 
new special issue every few weeks in 
the year is just a little too much. 

This is all very well from the 
Donaldson view, but the avid stamp 
collector is going to find some points 
for further discussion. Stamp col- 
lecting has become not only a hobby 
of aristocratic character and propor- 
tions, but is admittedly one of the 
world’s most educational diversions. 
The continued issue of special stamps 
commemorative of events in the life 
of the nation provides, especially for 
school-age collectors, a system for 
fixing of historical facts in mind in 
a manner so easily provided by no 
other means. 

The stamp collector, ‘without ex- 
ception, is a person who, if not al- 
ready well educated, is one on the 
way to becoming so, in the matter of 
outstanding events and their related 
or surrounding circumstances. 

The Postmaster General may have 
his troubles. All department heads 
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do. But anything in the way of a 
probably not intended ruthless crack- 
ing down on the special issues would 


bring him more. 


There would be an 


unprecedented roar of protest from 
the ranks of the seasoned collectors.

New Catalog 
Lists Price Changes 


Volume I of Scott’s 1949 Standard 
Postage Stamp Catalogue, now in 
its 8lst year and 105th edition, car- 
ries its full share of the price chang- 
es, listing revisions and new listings 
which collectors and dealers every- 
where look for each Fall. 


Gordon Harmer, the catalogue 
editor and head of Scott Publications, 
Inc., points out a few of the innumer- 
able alterations which make the 
“Forty-niner” differ tremendously 
from its predecessor. 

A sampling of the extent of the 
price changing shows that 1,300 
prices, for used and unused, have 
been altered or added just in Argen- 
tina, and 1,032 in Nicaragua. Prices 
for early Argentina issues have been 
boosted noticeably. 

U. S. prices have been revamped 
thoroughly. Nos. 3 and 4 have 
climbed to $28.50 and $37.50. No. 
169 has dropped from $66 to $500.

raise. No. 293 used has gone from 
$55 to $60. 

The four U. S. “military air post 
envelopes,” Nos. UCM1-UCM4, have 
been reclassified as regular air post 
envelopes and given Nos. UC8-UC11, 
Two “phantom” officials, Nos. 0104 
and 0105, have been deleted in the 
belief that they do not exist. 

The Colombia section has acquired 
a new air post set—the 1932 pro- 
visional with “Correa Aereo” over- 
printed on 14 basic SCADTAs. For 
the Scott Catalogue, this is a remark- 
ably radical insertion, though in the 
line with the addition of Chile’s 1927 
overprinted airmail issue in the 1948 
edition (Nos. C1-C5).

Transvaal No. 285, the anchor 
watermark error on the Ip carmine 
Edward VII, has been reduced to a 
minor variety—No. 282a. 

Three new countries — Muscat, 
Norfolk Island and Pakistan — make 
their debut in this Catalogue. The 
Muscat section includes the Al Bus- 
aid overprints of 1944, formerly list- 
ed under India, as well as the more 
recent surcharges on British stamps.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


The Tobacco Mint 

The “filthy weed,” as our momma 
called “chawing terbacker,” ‘was, in 
the early days, due to lack of metal- 
lic money, a prime favorite “coin.’ 
History repeating itself, tobacco 
minted into cigarettes was a favor- 
ite “coin” in many foreign countries, 
especially Germany, during and after 
the recent war. Stored in warehouses 
in early Maryland and Virginia, to- 
bacco notes were issued which en- 
titled the holders of the notes to the 
amount of tobacco stated on the 
notes. These notes were all right for 
those living handy to the warehouses, 
but not so serviceable to distancers 
and travelers. The raw material, 
loose leaf tobacco, was inconvenient, 
almost impossible in its native state 
to use as active circulating money. 
The large, dried, crisp leaves would 
soon crumble into dust if carried in 
the pocket, and tobacco dust was far 
less practical than the gold dust of 
the forty-niners as a coin substitute. 
A tobacco coin was necessary, and 
necessity mothered the invention of 
a mint method for producing tobacco 
coins. These coins were called “car- 
rots” due to their likeness to the 
vegetable of that name. Tobacco car- 
rots were widely circulated in the 
Mississippi valley in the early days. 
Tobacco carrots were carried by Lew- 
is and Clark in their Northwest ex- 
plorations for trading with the 
Indians. 

We can think of tobacco as a medi- 
um of exchange in the days of barter 
and trade without arousing much 
curiosity, but when we think of to- 
bacco “minted” into “carrot coins” 
we at once grow curious as to the 
modus-operendi. Dorothy Penn of the 
Mary Baldwin College, Staunton, 
Virginia staff, in an article in the 
Missouri Historical Review published 
by the State Historical Society of 
Missouri, quotes the following:— 
“But furs were not the only currency. 
A ‘carrot’ of tobacco also had a 
certain accepted value, a ‘carrot’ be- 
ing a roll of tobacco in appearance 
of the shape of a bologna sausage, 
and called a ‘carrot’ because resemb- 
ling the root of that name.” (Houck 
History of Missouri). And from 
Scharf’s History of St. Louis the fol- 


lowing:— “The carrots had a definite 
weight, like the packs of furs, and 
their usual value was about two 
livres. They were sometimes pre- 
pared by boring a half-inch hole in a 
log of tough ‘wood; the _ tobacco, 
damp and cured, was wedged into 
this hole tightly with wallet and peg, 
and when the plug was as tight and 
hard as was desired the log was 
split and the tobacco taken out.” 


A Few Commemorative Firsts 

The Chicago Columbian Exposition 
half-dollar, 1892, was our first com- 
memorative fifty cent piece. 

The Isabella Quarter, 1893, was 
the first U. S. coin to bear the por- 
trait of a foreign sovereign. 

The Lafayette Dollar, 1900, was 
our first commemorative dollar, and 
was the first U. S. coin to carry the 
portrait of a president (Washing- 
ton). The first Lafayette dollar 
struck was presented by President 
McKinley to the president of France. 

The Louisiana Purchase gold dol- 
lar, 1903, was the first gold com- 
memorative. 

The Illinois Centennial, 1918, was 
the first silver commemorative half- 
dollar to bear the head of a president 
(Lincoln). 

The Missouri Centennial, 1921, 
half-dollar was the first commemo- 
rative fifty-cent to picture an Indian. 

The Alabama Centennial half dol- 


lar, 1921, was the first U. S. coin to 


use a living person, that of Gov. T. 
E. Kilby. 

The Hawaiian Sesquicentennial 
half dollar, 1928, was our first is- 


: land possession commemorative. 


The Cincinnati Musical Center 
half-dollar, 1936, was our first simon- 
pure “Musical” commemorative. 

The Sir Walter Raleigh-Virginia 
Dare half, 1937, commemorates the 
birth of the first white child on 
American soil, that of Virginia Dare. 

The Booker T. Washington half, 
1946, was our first coin to commem- 
orate a negro. 

The Maine Centennial half, 1920, 
was the first commemorative to add 
an additional Latin word — in addi- 
tion to E Pluribus Unum, — that of 
“Dirigio” (I direct). 


Sunflower’s Price Notes 


The Price Raid Notes of Kansas, 
the Sunflower state, do not refer to 
prices, but to General Sterling Price 
of Civil War fame, and were issued 
in compensation for the border 
state’s troopers who helped turn 
back General Price’s army in its at- 
tempt to raid the Eastern section of 
the free Soil state of Kansas. Price 
Raid Notes are gem collector’s items, 
and are of special value to students 
of the Civil war era, furnishing as 
they do direct as well as corrobor- 
ative evidence of epochal incidents 
of the War between the States. 
These Price Raid Notes will live as 
reminders of one of Kansas’ gifts to 
the cause of freedom of slavery in 
the United States. All Kansans and 
ex-Kansans should search their heir- 
loom treasures, and if they unearth 
any of the notes they should preserve 
them for posterity. 

Mr. Cecil Howes in a long article 
in the Kansas City Times giving a 
history of these notes says they 
were about the size of our old style 
paper currency, issued in denomina- 
tions of $1 to $100, and dated in 
1867. The picture accompanying Mr. 
Howes’ article shows a note for $100 
dated at Topeka, June 8th, 1867, bear- 
ing 7% interest, with a portrait of 
Lincoln. The note is captioned UNI- 
ON MILITARY SCRIP. When in 
1864 General Price threatened to 
raid Kansas, the Governor mobilized 
troops, and with their help the raid 
was a failure. The government vol- 
unteered to reimburse Kansas for the 
expenditures of the militia, and ask- 
ed for a statement of amount due. 
Pending the repayment by the gov- 
ernment, Kansas issued its I. O. U’s, 
or Price Raid Notes, to the claim- 
mants to the amount of $584,035.20, 
and it is the unredeemed of these 
notes that are now proving of such 
numismatic and historical value.

The Liberian Goin 


By HUSTON MITCHELL 


The fascination one finds in the 
study of old money is not limited to 
the coinage of the United States. 
Foreign coins are also of interest 
and offer problems, the identity and 
value not being easily determined. 

The big-nosed gentleman with the 
wavy hair, on the dollar-size silver 
coin, (French), is “Lud. XVI,” which 
in your language and mine is Louis 
16th, the same who married Marie 
Antoinette and met death the hard 
way, largely because of her extrava- 
gances. 

The date on the other side, “1784,” 
bears this out. But what is the ident- 
ity of the animal beneath the Crown, 
Shield and Wreath design? And 
what is the reason for his being 
there? It resembles slightly a worn 
out work-horse. 

We look for the horse elsewhere 
and find the head of a horse of the 
5 Franc piece of 1824. But this shows 
the profile of Louis XVIII while we 
have information that Charles X be- 
came King of France in 1824. And 
so this coin may be the record of the 
last gesture of Louis XVIII. 

Between these dates we have the 
coinage of the Emperor Napoleon. 
The horse is there also. The “mint- 
mark” perhaps? 

But this copper, showing “Liberia- 
1833,” is not a foreign coin. We dis- 
cover this on turning it over. The 
other side bears the _ inscription 
“American Colonization Society — 
founded A. D. 1816 — One Cent.” 

Our encyclopedia has “American 
beauty,” and “American expedition- 
ary force,” but no American Coloni- 
zation Society. Not discouraged, we 
locate the information ‘we want in 
the National Geographic Magazine. 

And so we learn that this coinage 
serves as a “corner-stone” for the 
movement which finally resulted in 
the freedom of the slaves. The fig- 
ure of the man under the tree wav- 
ing at the ship, (in bas-relief), takes 
on new meaning. An escaped slave 
perhaps, eagerly awaiting provisions. 
Or a lonely settler hoping for com- 
pany. 

Since Liberia did not become a re- 
public until 1847, the “Declaration of 
Independence,” being announced to 
the world on July 26th, of that year, 
this coin, although bearing the 
legend “Liberia,” is not Liberian 
coinage. 

“Study your coins,” is the slogan. 
The thought is well spoken. History 
is recorded in the coins you have 
collected.

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A Legend of the 


rphan Annie Dime 
By HARRY BOSLEY 

Only a few people in America 
know this legend of the famous Or- 
phan Annie dime. 

It seems that Kansas City is the 
mecca of the believers in one of the 
legends of America’s mystery coin, 
the 1844 dime, known the world over 
as Orphan Annie. It was in 1930 
when a Kansas Citian, Frank C. 
Ross, discovered the rarity of the 
dime after nearly ninety years of its 
existence, and gave the coin its name. 
He choose this name because the 
coin had no buyers. and was just an 
orphan in the coin world. 

Kansas City’s very own Westport 
Landing furnished a part of the 
legend involved in the mystery of the 
disappearance of almost the entire 
issue of the 1844 dime. As the story 
goes, California Forty-niners asked 
Washington for small change. A con- 
signment of dimes, including most of 
the 1844 issue, was shipped by rail 
to Saint Louis, from there to West- 
port Landing by boat, and from there 
it was sent overland by covered 
wagon. The covered wagon was held 
up enroute and the bandits, wary of 
being caught with so many dimes of 
the same date, hid the coins for fu- 
ture use. Shortly thereafter the rob- 
bers cashed in, not with the dimes, 
but with their boots on, taking with 
them the secret of the hiding place. 

This is one of the legends of the 
famous Orphan Annie, America’s 
mystery coin, the dime in hiding.

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Coins of Yesteryear 
— By CHARLES FRENCH 


The amount of money that passed 
in circulation 300 years ago must 
have been considerably less than 
what we are accustomed to today. 
Indeed, so much less that a few cop- 
pers, in one’s pocket was quite a 
sizable amount of wealth. 

The shortage in England must 
have been acute for a long, long time, 
for unexpected acquisition of quan- 
tities of gold or silver by the crown 
was usually an occasion for some 
sort of commemoration. 

We learn in history of the battle 
the British waged with the Spanish 
at the turn of the 18th century — 
The, Battle of Vigo Bay on the North 
West Coast of Spain. The British 
were the victors and silver captured 
from the Spanish Treasure ships, 
went to swell the treasures of the 
English Queen Anne. Such a huge 
guantity of silver, needless to say, 
came in very handy, and was prompt- 
ly coined into the crowns, shillings 
and pence of the land. But to cele- 
brate the victory, all the silver used 
to make the coins that came from the 
fight were earmarked with the word 
“Vigo” below the bust of Queen 
Anne. 

The British, later on “legalized” 
pirates by encouraging them. to raid 
the Spanish treasure ships returning 
from the new world. These bold cap- 
tains, known as “privateers” kept the 
precious metals flowing into the

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treasury of England, so much so that, 
during the reign of George II coins 
struck from silver captured by these 
privateers were marked with the 
term “lima” to denote the source of 
the metal. 

I believe some of the most inter- 
esting coins struck in the early days 
of England were the very rare 
“siege” pieces struck by privately 
owned castles. We all know of the 
internal strife that used to go on be- 
tween castle owners of the 17th cen- 
tury when some castle was besieged 
by enemies. In order to pay their 
mercenary soldiers, the lord would be 
compelled to coin emergency coins. 
Such pieces are known to have been 
made at Beeston, Carlisle, Colchester 
and Pontefract Castles. Most of the 
coins were of crude and simple de- 
sign and usually diamond shaped, not 
round.

Napoleon’s Love For Books 


“T shall have plenty of time to 
read,” was Napoleon’s consolatory re- 
mark on departure for Elba, his isle 
of exile. The prospect was not dis- 
tasteful to him. Books were as close 
to the great dreamer’s heart as wa3 
his sword. 

During campaigns, when he was bur- 
dened with the cares and worries of 
war, when the fate of emnires de- 
pended: on his movements, Napoleon 
could lose himself for hours in the 
printed thoughts of others. On the 
expedition against the Russians he 
traveled in an especially constructed 
carriage that could be converted at 
night into a sleeping compartment. 
Here, with a candle at his head, he 
used often to lie until daybreak perus- 
ing volumes his numerous agents had 


forwarded to the battle front. Books . 


or pamphlets that failed to interest 
him were flung through the windows 
to be trampled under the feet of his 
army. 

While attending his first military 
academy in France, Napoleon wrote 
to his mother, “With Homer under mv 
arm and my sword at mv side I shall 
carve my way through the world and 
make a place for you.” This was 
written after he had been snubbed bv 
the other students and had drifted 
sadheartedly into the school’s well- 
stocked library. In the shadowy still- 
ness of his retreat. surrounded bv the 
great minds of the ages, he found 
succor. “I no longer complain,” he 
replied to anxious letters from home. 
“T am happy with mv books.” In re- 
calling his experiences later in life he 
spoke of the library as a “great forest 
of books.” And referred to the time 
he spent there as “joyous hours, when 
I lived like a bear among my books, 
mv only friends.” 

Homer. ‘as he prophesied, accom- 


.panied him through all his amazing 


career and headed the list of forty 
volumes of verse carried to Egynt. 

On many of his marches the vreat 
Corsican transported his beloved vol- 
umes in compact leather-covered boxes 
which could be placed on top of one 
another like a modern sectional book- 
ease. Out of the confusion incident 
to establishing new headquarters these 
objects were usually the first to make 
an orderly appearance. 

In 1818, on his return to Paris from 
Moscow after losing an army of half 
a million men, with enemy hordes 
closing in from the Urals to the Bay 
of Biscay and with his life dream 
shattered, the man who once ruled 
half Europe took time to order a dup- 
licate of a lost book he had borrowed. 

The warrior’s career ended, as it 
began, “in a forest of books.” From 
St. Helena he wrote, “I shut myself 
up with them for days, bathing in 
them, reveling in them, feasting on 
them.”—Mentor, Nov. 1927

This book by Frances Parkinson 
Keyes presents in detail the world 
famous restaurant, regarded with 
reverence by gourmets and by others 
as a goal to be achieved for the ulti- 
mate perfection in food, service and 
atmosphere.

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Explorations Along the 
Upper Misouri River 


Like tattered pages in a journal 
recording centuries of history are 
several hundred human occupation 
sites found along the upper Missouri 
River and its tributaries by the Mis- 
souri River Basin Archeological Sur- 
vey. 

This is one phase of a joint project 
of the Smithsonian Institution, the 
National Park Service, the Bureau 
of Reclamation, and the Corps of 
Engineers for the location of such 
sites in areas sooner or later to be 
flooded by reservoirs now_ under 
the direction of Frank H. H. Roberts, 
Jr., associate director of the Smith- 
sonian’s Bureau of American Etn- 
nology. For the past two years ar- 
cheologists under the direction of Dr. 
Waldo R. Wedel of the U. S. Nation- 
al Museum have carried out surveys 
of Indian remains in the Missouri 
Basin phase of the work, in the States 
of Montana, Wyoming, the Dakotas, 
Nebraska, Kansas, and Missouri. 

It is expected that excavations of 
the more important sites will be car- 
ried out before they are destroyed in 
reservoir construction. The country 
has been inhabited by Indians for a 
long time — perhaps for several 
thousand years. The occupants have 
varied from agricultural people liv- 
ing in settled communities to normal 
hunters. The archeology of' much 
of the region is little known. 

But already the sites discovered 
are beginning to reveal sequences of 
occupation. Well known are_ the 
great droughts of about a decade 
ago, which were such a severe blow 
to agriculture in this section. But, it 
appears, the farmers of the mid- 
thirties were not the first to face 
ruin because of such a dry period. 
For centuries farming cultures have 
been developed and then apparently 
abandoned because of recurring 
cycles of severe drought. 

Altogether, Dr. Wedel reports, 570 
sites have been examined and about 
50,000 specimens collected and cata- 
logued at the Survey’s field office 
at the University of Nebraska. Many 
of the sites were locations of villages, 
others only of hunting camps. Sever- 
al widely scattered sites promise 
when excavated to yield information 
on early man in North America—the 

hunters of now extinct animals who 
were on the continent toward the end 
of. the last ice age. ‘ 
.Among the sites of major interest 





throughout much of the region are 
the so-called “bison kills.” These 
were masses of animals which were 
slaughtered by being stampeded over 
cliffs or steep bluffs. Many of them 
have been superficially excavated by 
local collectors, who report finding 
large numbers of notched, triangular 
projectile points, apparently spear- 
heads, among the bones. Some of 
these bone deposits cover thousands 
of square feet.

A third area of great pre-Colom- 
bian civilizations—equivalent in some

by Colombian archeologists. 

Hitherto, knowledge concerning 
these pre-Colombian civilizations has 
been quite fragmentary, and their 
existence has been known only to 
professional archeologists. 

Among the recent investigations 
are: 

Excavations at a great “city of the 
dead” — an ancient cemetery cover- 
ing more than five square miles, 
covered with upright, grotesque stone 
statues of manlike forms. This is at 
San Agustin in southern Colombia. 

Additional exploratory work at an 
ancient city with the stone founda- 
tions of more than 3,000 dwelling 
houses — one of the largest cities in 
the New World before the arrival of 
the Spaniards. This site, called Pue-

Study of numerous delicately 
wrought gold artifacts — such as 
crowns, pendants, earrings, and the 
like, is being made. 

News of these finds has just been 
brought to the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion here by Dr. Luis Duque Gomez, 
director of the Columbian Govern- 
ment Ethnological and Archeological 
Institute at Bogota. Dr. Duque is in 
the United States on an exchange 
fellowship arranged by the State De- 
partment through the Smithsonian 
Institute of Social Anthropology.

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More Notes On 
Uniled Hates imory at Springfield, . Mass. 


By HARRY WANDRUS 


While on his way to Boston in 
October of 1789, General George 
Washington saw and approved of the 
proposed site for the U. S. Armory. 
While the spot had already seen use 
for varying lengths of time as a mil- 
litary post and military storehouse 
and powder magazine, it was not 
until the Congressional Act of April, 
1794 and the commencement of work 
in 1795 that it took on its role as 
government arsenal and armory. 
The government purchase included 
that part of town known as the “Hill” 
and here, after suitable buildings had 
been erected, 40 men began small 
arms manufacture. In this day when 
most cities bid for the honors of 
having new industries start within 
their limits it may sound strange 
that of the three cities considered for 
the armory, Hartford, Springfield 
and West Springfield, the latter 
vigorously protested that it did not 
want the armory within its borders. 

In 1809, the powder mill on the 
hill, which had blown up previous to 
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that year, was replaced by water 
shops. These shops, powered by 
water from the Mill River, now took 
over many of the operations previ- 
ously done by hand such as forging, 
drilling, boring, grinding and polish- 
ing. Before the time of the Civil 
War there existed four arsenals, the 
Middle, the East, West and the larg- 
est, the Main, this latter standing on 
the brow of the hill overlooking the 
city. In 1860 the Middle Arsenal was 
converted into a workshop. Some- 
time later both the East and West 
Arsenals were also converted into 
workshops, probably under the pres- 
sure of the Civil War. The Main 
Arsenal, which was begun in 1846 
and finished a few years later, was 
modeled to some extent after the 
East-India House in London, Eng- 
land. Three floors high, it had room 
enough to store 300,000 arms, the 
arrangement so made that they stood 
upright from floor to ceiling on each 
story, much like organ pipes in ap- 
pearance. 

Despite the critical war years of 
’61 to ’65, visitors were still allowed 
free access to the arsenal. In 1864 
an attempt was made to damage or 
destroy part of the main building. 
Two strangers, arousing the sus- 
picions of the watchman, were later 
found to have deposited an infernal 
machine in the tower of the arsenal 
with the intention of blowing up 
whatever possible at the m pst op- 
portune time. Though never caught, 


it was found later that the two men 
had entered our country by way of 
Canada. 

From the time production started 
in 1795 the armory produced a mul- 
titude of arms, the early ones being 
patterned after European models, 
these after 1822 being true American 
types. The following, among others, 
were made: King’s arms, Queen’s 
arms, the French Model, the 1822, 
1840, 1842, 1847, the 1855 or May- 
nard Primer model, 1862 and 65, the 
1873 and so on. At the turn of the 
century (1800) production had so 
kept up and exceeded the demand 
that it was estimated that some 53,- 
000 stand of arms would be on hand 
by 1809. To offset this possibility 
and the more serious one (a situation 
which found a parallel after both 
World Wars) that the government 
began the sale of these items to vari- 
ous state militia and the Indians. 
A few miscellaneous production fig- 
ures are as follows:

At the outbreak of the Civil War 
(firing on Ft. Sumter) production 
was 1000 guns per month, three 
months later it had jumped to 3000 
guns per month and by 1864 this 
figure had increased to a daily pro- 
duction figure of 1000 ner day. 

Not to forget the many men who 
at one time or another were super- 
intendents of the armory the fol- 
lowing list is offered without com- 
ment other than to state that the 
tendency since 1815 has been to ap- 
point army and particularly West 
Point men to the post although so 
far as is known this does not appear 
to be a legal requirement.

Those Hawken Rifles 


Referring to your notes on tne 
Hawken rifles in the October number. 
I have four Hawken rifles picked up 
in last 35 years in the vicinity of the 
old gold diggings in Montana, also 
from the same place I have a Spen- 
cer action model which has an “S 
Hawkin, St. Louis” barrel. All are 
in shooting condition. James Bridger 
carried a Hawken rifle and it is now 
in the Montana Historical Museum 
at Helena. Kit Carson, on the Expe- 
dition with Jchn C. Fremont in 1842, 
to the Pacific Coast, was armed with 
a Hawken, and it is now preserved in a 
museum in Santa Fe, N. M. The manu- 
facture of Hawken rifles was started 
in St. Louis, Missouri, in 1815 and con- 
tinued through 1864. Many Hawken 
rifles were brought to Montana by 
the trappers and also those made by 
J. P. Gemmer, an employee and suc- 
cessor to Hawken’s Brothers. 

I am especially interested in rifles 
made in St. Louis. I have two R. 
Beauvais and one H. E. Dimmick, 
models which are hard to find. When 
last in St. Louis I called on a descen- 
dent of S. Hawken.—Wm.

like that used at present for striking 
fire, but compact pyrites or mar- 
casite, which was long distinguished 
by that name. But as an instrument 
of this kind often missed fire, a match 
till a late period was retained along 
with the wheel; and it was not till 
a considerable time after, that instead 
of a friable pyrites, so much exposed 
to decay, a siliceous stone came into 
use with the improved cock or present 
lock. In each new improvement, the 
piece, the caliber and length of which 
were sometimes enlarged and some- 
times lessened, obtained various new 
names; such, for example, as Buchse, 
Hakenbuchse, Arquebuse; Matchlock, 
Musket, Pistol, Flinte, &c. But I shall 
leave it to those who are versed in 
matters of artillery to determine the 
difference between these kinds, and 
shall here add only what follows. 


The first name undoubtedly arose 
from the oldest portable kind of fire- 
arms having some similarity to a box. 
There were long and short buchse, the 
latter of which, as Hortleder says, 
were peculiar to the cavalry. The 
long kind also, on account of their 
similarity to a pipe, were called rohr. 
Large pieces, which were conveyed on 
cars or carriages, were called karren- 
buchse, but soon after also canna, 
cannon. Instead of artillery-man, ar- 
tillery and arsenal, people used the 
terms buchsenmeister, buchsenmeis- 
tery, buchsenhaus, &c...The haken- 
buchsen were so large and heavy that 
they could not be carried in the hand; 
it was necessary therefore to support 
them with a prop, called bock, because 
it had two horns, between which the 
piece was fixed with a hook that pro- 
jected from the stock. Hence arose 
the name hakenbuchse, hakenbusse, 
which the French and different na- 
tions, along with many other German 
words, adopted, and corrupted till they 
at length became arquebuse, archi- 
bugio, archibuso, &c. From the pas- 
sages of ancient writers collected by 
Daniel, it may be concluded that these

“More Truth 
Than Poetry” 


A story in one of the Dayton, Ohio, 
newspapers recently tells of Lady 
Luck’s part in the uncovering of 
many historical items. Collectors 
will agree that there is more truth 
than poetry in what the reporter said: 

“Washington. — Geological know- 
ledge is handy in hunting a gold mine 
and archeological lore does no harm 
when digging for buried cities. But 
some of history’s most exciting finds 
have come about through sheer 
chance, involving people whose minds 
were on other things. 

“The recent experience of strik- 
ing English miners, who discovered 
valuable fossil remains while passing 
their “stay-down” time chipping at 
the mine roof, recalls the odd fact 
that the first black diamonds to 
serve industry were turned up in a 
door weight. 

“The homely, black substance, 
which. is a form of carbon but in- 
finitely harder and: purer than coal, 
seemed of little consequence when it 
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‘was first discovered in Brazil in the 
1800’s, notes the Nasiege of Quebec. 
“Then an Amsterdam diamond 
cutter tried powdering a bit of it 
from his souvenir door weight to 
polish a difficult stone. It worked 
so well that eventually its use spread 
to industrial drills and other tools re- 
quiring hardness and precision. 

“Lady Luck oftens looks over the 
shoulders of farmers and fishermen. 
An Italian peasant digging a well in 
1748 struck some ruins which turned 
out to be the lost city of Pompeii. A 
few years ago, an English farmer 
plowed up a priceless collection of 
early Roman silver which had been 
missed by archeologists digging in 
the same field. 

”*Meanwhile three men on their 
way to a fishing trip in Wyoming 
caught a ‘big one’ when they came on 
a huge deposit of jade, estimated to 
be worth millions of dollars. On the 
other side of the world, it was a 
lucky rabbit’s foot, still attached, 
that Scratched up an opal field, to 
the enrichment of an observant Aus- 
tralian native.”

To clean stains from the inside of 
glass decanters, fill with warm soapy 
water and a little ammonia. Let stand 
for a few ‘hours, then wash well.

If rust is heavy, 
the job is easier if you soak the rust- 
ed spots with a light oil but all traces 
of oil must be fully removed before 
you paint. For garden objects made 
of iron use an asphaltum paint to get 
the flat, dead black so good looking 
for these pieces. @n indoor iron work 
there’s no harm in letting a gleam 
of the metal show through the finish.

Glowing copper moulds shine beau- 
tifully in the kitchen and aren’t near- 
ly as difficult to take care of as you 
might think. Tarnish disappears 
easily with this homemade remover: 
dissolve ordinary table salt in vin- 
egar letting the fluid take up as 
much salt as it can, be certain that 
the salt is completely dissolved then 
wash your copper things, rubbing a 
little to remove stubborn tarnish. 
Rinse in clear water and buff with a 
dry cloth. To avoid copper polishing 
entirely you can have the pieces 
sprayed with a clear lacquer but in 
most cases this film takes away the 
golden glow of the metal and after a 
time your copper looks brownish and 


lifeless.

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Ancient Fossil of 
Pigmy “Ape-man” 


Casts of bones believed to repre- 
sent a weapon- carrying, fire- -making 
pigmy “ape-man,” who lived in 
South Africa more than a million 
years ago and who may have been 
the earliest known of man’s ances- 
tors, have just been added to the an- 
thropological collections of the 
Smithsonian Institution, 

This fossil, discovered in 1947 in 
the deposits of an ancient Transvaal 
cave, was described for the first time 
last month in the American Journal 
of Physical Anthropology, whose 
editorial office is at the Smithsonian. 

The discoverer, Professor Raymond 
A. Dart of the University of Wit- 
watersrand in Johannesburg, had the 
casts made specially for Dr. T. D. 
Stewart, Smithsonian Curator of 
Physical Anthropology, and editor of 
the Journal. These casts are the first 
to reach this country. 

The long-extinct creature has been 
given the name of Australopithicus 
prometheus. It is thought that this 
creature walked erect, weighed from 
80 to 100 pounds, had a brain com- 
parable in size to that of the largest 
known gorillas and showed physical 
traits closely approaching the human. 
It might be debated whether it 
should be called ‘“‘ape-man” or “man- 
ape.” 

If not in the direct line of man’s 
ancestry, it represents an extremely 
progressive ape type, which had gone 
far in the human direction at a time 
when the first pre-humans were ap- 
pearing in the world. 

The evidence suggests that it pur- 
sued and killed other animals with 
clubs. Perhaps it cooked their flesh 
over fires in its cave lairs. Its physi- 
cal structure was such as to open the 
way to brain development.

Dr. H. C. Shetrone, director emer- 
itus of the Ohio State Archaeological 
and Historical Society, is a cactus col- 
lector. 

He thinks the 500-species collec- 
tion he’s amassed over a 12-year 
period is probably the largest in the 
midwest. 

Most of the plants are in the 
school’s botany department green- 
house for study purposes. Dr. Shet- 
rone has about 100 different kinds in 
his home. 

Dr. Shetrone says his large collec- 
tion represents only about one-third 
of the different kinds of cactus grow- 
ing in America.

Our first set is of the Columbia 
Exposition, 1893, held in Chicago. 
There are six or seven cards to this 
rare set, depicting the _ electrical 
building, the Holland building, the 
Woman’s building, the Administra- 
tion building, Machinery & Trans- 
portation building, Palace of Modern 
Transportation, and others. There 
are a few other cards to this set but 
I have never seen them. 

Next we visit the Alaska-Yukon 
Pacific Exposition, Seattle. Wash- 
ington, 1908, with its large buildings 
surrounded by beautiful grounds, 
planted with flowers of all colors. 

The Jamestown Exposition held in 
1907 has five cards to the set, in- 
cluding views of hospital buildings, 
model schools, the beautiful gardens 
near the school building and the iron 
building housing the many things 
made of iron. 

The Hudson Fultun Exposition set 
shows several cards with the Expo- 
sition stamp on them. The picture 
side of the cards depicts scenes, 
floats like those used in the great 
New .Orleans, Mardi Gras. 
upper left hand corner of the card is 
listed the title and just below is a 
serial number. At least a hundred of 
these cards were issued because I 
have several numbers and one up to 
70 but I have been able to secure 
only four. 

The St. Louis Exposition Fair had 
many cards with many buildings 
pictured, buildings from Belgium, 
Texas, Lee Statue, Georgia, and 
many others but none could compare 
with a set of this type for when you 
hold them to the light they appear as 
though they were lighted. I had

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hundreds of comments on them when 
my collection was exhibited in 1942, 
From what I learn there were 25 to 
the set. 

Another fair ‘was the Cotton State 
and International Exposition held in 
Atlanta, Ga., from September 18 un- 
til December 31, 1895. It shows the 
manufacturers building, Negro build- 
ing, government building and fine arts 
arts buildings. These cards have the 
official exposition seals on them with 
the signature of C. A. Collins, and 
J. R. Surs, of the Atlanta board. 

The Texas Centennial held in Dal- 
las Texas, in 1935, issued cards de- 
picting buildings of interest. Many 
which were left standing are used for 
the State Fair each year. Here we find 
the Aquarium, with its many deep 
sea fish, the Negro hall of fame, 
hall state building, and there were 
many more that told the history and 
progress of this great nation of ours. 

The Exposition of Cleveland, 1936, 
had a fine array of cards, also Cana- 
dian cards of 1935, many which I 
have housed in my collection of cards. 

The modern type of cards shows 
the Chicago, the N. Y. 1939 worlds 
fair. The San Francisco fair of 
1939 issued an array of cards. 
buildings represented the states of 
the Union, the products that we here 
in America and throughout the world 
use, and have used for many years. 

Then there was the Pan American 
Exposition which was held at Buffa- 


tember 6th, the assassination of our 
beloved President McKinley took 
place. 

This building is the only one left 
standing. Of some of the more than 
25 cards issued of this Exposition, I

Demorest’s Monthly Magazine for Jan- 
uary, 1873, contained these thoughts for 
its readers: 
HE NEW YEAR’S TABLE 
The New Year’s Table is generally 
a matter of doubt, and often one of 


real disappointment to hospitable 
housekeepers. So much is often pre- 
pared to delight the eyes of expected 
guests, and tickle their palates, that 
it is discouraging to have them mere- 
ly glance in the direction of the edi- 
bles, and declare that “they really 
cannot touch anything,—so many 
calls to make,” etc., ete. 

Perhaps to the young, dressed in 
their best, and thinking only of 
charming each other, there is some- 
thing very prosaic in eating and 
drinking with anything like delibera- 
tion. A motto to read, a philocna 
to eat, or a light confection over 
which a compliment may be paid, is 
more successful than a plate filled 
with substantials. Still there is a 
generous feeling, and a touch of ro- 
mance, in the thoughts of “breaking 
bread” with old friends on the first 
day of a New Year, and the custom 
of having a “Table” of some kind will 
continue while “Calls” are made. 

Taste now controls the whole sub- 
ject. We may set a complete Party 
Table, keep urns of coffee, tea, and 
chocolate, and have oysters served 
warm from the kitchen, or we may 
offer our friends a slice of cake, a 
cup of coffee, or a glass of lemonade. 

Of course, the hostess waits upon 
her guests, therefore everything 
needed should be at hand, and if 


warm dishes are served, a servant is: 


indispensable. Forseeing young 
ladies set a pretty table, of flowers, 
fruits, and confections in abundance, 
but nothing more substantial than 
solid sandwiches, and pickled oysters. 
These are easily served, and the dres- 
ses are not endangered. Fancy mot- 
toes, bonbons, and trifles of any 
kind, make talk, suggest ideas, and 
fill up awkward pauses. Baskets of 
fresh-cut flowers, or drooping ferns, 
also please the senses, and add to 
the illusion of a pleasant call. 
Friends from a distance should al- 
so be considered; and a cold roast 
turkey, a ham, and a round of spiced 
beef, would not be out of place on the 
sideboard. We have heard of a lady 
who delighted her quests with the 
novelty of an English plum pudding. 
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A saddle of venison, and a game pie, 
have also added charms to a New 
Year’s Day, as good dishes generally 
find appreciation. 

But moderation in all things, is a 
rule very applicable to a New Year’s 
Day, and the women of the present 
generation should use their influence 
to enforce it; therefore, if a gentle- 
man declines any refreshment do not 
press him, it is absurd to expect a 
man to touch food at every house 
where he may wish to call. The at- 
traction for him is the sight of a fair 
face: the Table is a secondary affair, 
and is fast becoming the mere type 
of a generous hospitality. So make 
the table as ornamental as possible; 
many will content themselves with a 
look at its attractions.

Before offering the tenth An- 
nual ALL AMERICAN, we feel 
justified in reviewing the “Elevens” 
of the past decade. 

The coveted first place in the 
“Eleven” for 1940 was taken by the 
Arizona Agatized wood, but the next 
year and the succeeding three years 
it went to the beautiful Mexican Fire 
Opal. Beginning in 1945 Wyoming 
Jade took first honors and continued 
to do so until to date, but is showing 
signs of weakness, and we wonder 
what 1950 will bring. 

The second position ‘was held the 
first three years by the unique Mich- 
igan Chlorastrolite, but this gem 
has steadily fallen in popularity un- 
til it now holds the cellar place. In 
1948 and 1944 the second place was 
held by Wyoming Jade which then 
climbed to first. On its way down 
Mexican Opal held second position in 
1945 followed by Nevada Turquoise 
which has clung to this position to 
date. 

Third position was held the first 
two years by the charming Arizona 
Chrysocolla with varying occupants 
until the past three years it has been 
won by the up and coming Utah Var- 
iscite which the first year was tenth. 

The balance of the list was the 
battle ground of the milling con- 
tenders with no outstanding feature 
unless we consider the Brazilian 
Amethyst now in fourth place as in- 
dicating the trend of the faceted 
gems upward. 

So, here is the 1949 “Eleven.” 

1st place—Wyoming Jade 

-2nd -place—Nevada Turquoise 

‘Srd-place—Utah Variscite 

4th place—Brazilian Amethyst

A bit breathless Wyoming Jade 
held to first position. It has many 
contenders, so let’s have a big vote 
next year to settle this question as to 
the gem of gems. 

Firmly entrenched in second posi- 
tion and in the hearts of all Ameri- 


cans is the. typical American gem 
Turquoise, but it strives for first 
position. 

With old claims revived and high 
grading no longer the source of the 
brilliant stone, Utah Variscite in 
third place is a strong contender ror 
first honors among the blue-green 


ems. 

Fourth place falls to the Brazilian 
Amethyst, for faceting is very rapid- 
ly increasing among amateurs, and 
this gem is standard with this group. 

Fifth place goes to the steady and 
stable Arizona Agatized Wood. As 
the ever increasing stream of tour- 
ists stream West, they bring back 
this material, and the native sons 
still wear the durable gem which car- 
ries the endless ages of Western 
sunshine. 

Montana Agate in sixth place, is 
an institution in the West, where the 
bulk of amateur cutters reside, and 
in spite of the cries of delection, the 
ever-changing river beds bring up 
yearly new treasures to the sun. 

We hope now that Mexican Fire 
Opal . occupies the lucky seventh 
birth, its fortunes will increase and 
the rumored new finds will bring its 
glorious colors back into the markets 
of the world. 

The next two positions are held 
by newcomers. The eighth place by 
Texas Plume, reflecting the popular- 
ity of the plumes, and the ninth 
place by New Mexican Moonstone. 
With the latter, as the locations 
around Silver City become better 
known, this enchanting gem will 
march forward. 

The tenth place is held this year 
by Canadian Labradorite which has 
been on and off the first team, but 
with sounder material coming down 
from the North, ought to settle down. 

The Michigan Chlorastrolites cele- 
brates its 100th anniversary of dis- 
covery this year, and with increased 
publicity it certainly rates a better 
position than last on the list. 


The occupants of the second team 
continue to churn about, but this 
year the outstanding feature is that 
faceting gems occupy the first, 
second, and third places — Kunzite, 
Benitolite, and Montana Sapphire be- 
coming favorites which are bouna vo 
break into the upper bracket.

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osaur Bone, California Breccia Ja

In shape and exterior structure, 
the concretions found by C. K. Huff 
near Paso Robles, California, appear 
unique among the many forms taken 
by these geological curiosities. Be- 
sides novelty and cutting and polish- 
ing quality, they have characteristics 
which provide enlightenment in some 
degree about their origin and history. 
The following account is based on the 
writer’s study reported) more at 
length in the California State Divi- 
sion of Mines’ Journal of Mines and 
Geology for July 1948. 

Paso Robles is about midway on 
the highway between San Francisco 
and Los Angeles, 30 miles north of 
San Luis Obispo, and about the same 
distance from the Pacific Ocean on 
the west. Its rolling slopes on the 
western live oak-shaded side of the 
Salines River valley are underlain 
by sedimentary marine deposits of 
light-colored siliceous shale of the

Miocene Monterey period. The moun- 
tains of the Santa Lucia Range 
lie to the west and are built of much 
older rocks of the Mesozoic era, up- 
lifted above the Miocene by folding 
and vaulting. 

Explosive vulcanism both on land 
and beneath the sea in the Miocene 
period supplied volcanic ash for thick 
deposits in the sea which are now ex- 
posed as large bodies of rhyolitic tuff 
and as interbeds with the siliceous 
shale. 

The siliceous shale or chert of the 
Monterey formation is largely opa- 
line silica believed precipitated from 
sea water saturated with silica dur- 
ing the long epoch of volcanic out- 
pourings of ash and magnetic 
springs. Utilization of the silica in 
the sea by diatoms resulted likewise 
in large deposits of their microscopic 
skeletons of opal silica. This was the 
enviroment and time of these concre- 
tions’ origin. 

Now they are found in a limited 
area south of Paso Robles among 
waterworn cobbles of several kinds 
and ages of rock, all evidently trans- 
ported by an ancient river. 

The form of the concretions is that 
of two flat cones buse to base. One 
would like to say they resemble some 
familiar object but it seems Nature 
and man have found little use for 
things of this biconic shape. Only 
one reference was found by the writ- 
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er, the name “bicones” which archae- 
ologists give to the stone beads made 
by the Sumerians of Babylon some 
2800 years B. C. This term is not 
suitable as other concretionary forms 
are called spheroids, ellipsoids, dis- 
coids, etc. Hence, the writer advanc- 
es the term “biconoid” for the newly 
found shape. 

The biconoids range from about 
two inches up to ten and more inches 
in diameter and they are remarkably 
similar, with angles of the diamond- 
shaped axial section measuring 52%° 
and 127144° on undeformed specimens. 

The conic surfaces are lined radi- 
cally with casts of slender crystals 
which widen towards the periphery. 
One or more concentric zones of suc- 
ceeding stages of crystal growth 
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are seen on some with fanlike groups 
of crystal casts overlapping and in- 
tersecting adjacent groups. Shallow 
fluting in 15° to 20° sectors is notice- 
able in the latter case with the valley 
sectors evidently produced by crys- 
tal interference. 

The agate forming the cast replica 
of the original crystallized substance, 
seen on the polished surfaces of slic- 
es, is banded parallel to the diamond- 
shaped outline of the section. Layers 
of white, yellow, and gray agate with 
occasional red bands alternate, filling 
some, but in the larger biconoids, 
crystaline intergrown quartz forms 
the central portion. The quartz may 
be colorless or red from iron stain, 
and rarely the quartz has developed 
in radiating spheroids which appear 
as rosettes on slices. This peculiar 
structure is most unusual in quartz, 
and makes a striking and beautiful 
effect by transmitted light. 

Fracturing of the mold between 
stages of agate layer formation is 
evident in some specimens (see pho- 
to) with displacement of the first 
agate bands and caving of fragments 
of the matrix rock into the cavity. 
Later agate bands follow the new 
configuration and heal fractures. 

The sequence of agate bands and 
quartz seen in biconoids follows the 
habit of silica fillings in geodes and 
nodules, but these latter were formed 
principally in amygdaloidal or spher- 
oidal cavities in volcanic rocks by 
percolating silica charged solutions. 

Whereas the latter cavities were 
produced by expanding gases in the 
molten rock, the biconoids are 
pseudomorphic after an unknown 
mineral which crystallizes during de- 
position of the matrix rock. This 
matrix surrounding or partly cover- 
ing most specimens is the rhyolitic 
tuff mentioned earlier, of extremely 
minute particles of volcanic glass 
with scattered larger fragments of 
feldspar and quartz. 

During deposition on the sea floor 

of this dust, (according to one geo- 
logical theory and some evidence) a 
gel-like material, perhaps calcium 
carbonate, was precipitated from the 
sea water. Being insufficient in 
thickness to make a layer or bed, the 
gel formed, separate masses, to be 
buried by ensuing deposition of each. 
Crystallization in present form must 
have followed while the sediment was 
still unconsolidated. 
' After the Plio-Pleistocene period 
of mountain building, these beds 
were high above sea level and became 
permeated by solutions carrying sili- 
ca which dissolved and removed the 
original carbonate of the .biconoids 
and filled the spaces with agate and 
quartz. 

Direct evidence of the ‘identity of 
the original mineral is lacking, and 
the remarkable bicoriic form, to the 
writer’s knowledge at least, is not 
characteristic of a known substance. 
Furthermore, the slender crystals in 
radiating bundles indicated by the 
surface casts are common to several 


minerals. It was suggested above, 


that it may have been calcium car- 
bonate. This surmise is based on 
somewhat. analogous occurrences of

Tourists driving to the West Coast 

often pick up a great many peculiar 
stones on their way across the desert 
and wonder what causes the odd 
forms and bright colors. There are 
many answers in the case of form 
but the colors are usually due to one 
of the iron oxides. Shades of red are 
most common and indicate the pres- 
ence of minute amounts of hematite. 
‘4The red sandstone formations that 
are.so common in parts of Arizona 
and: Utah were laid down on land and 
the iron cementing material has be- 
come fully oxidized, while there has 
been very little leaching by water 
which might remove the color. Yel- 
low shades are usually due to limo- 
nite another iron oxide. Green is 
not very common except around 
mine dumps where it indicates the 
presence of copper. Green in a gran- 
ite rock usually proves to be epidote, 
a complex silicate. 


Many oddly shaped rocks owe their 
form to sand and dust erosion which 
acts on large as well as small mas- 
ses. Large rocks are sometimes cut 
into the form of an inverted cone due 
to the fact that there is always more 
sand moving near the ground than 
there is a few feet up, so the cutting 
action is greater at that point. An 
example of this effect that many 
tourists have seen is the famous 
“mushroom rock” beside the road to 
Bad Water in Death Valley. Small 
pebbles sometimes have rough facets 
cut on them and if their hardness is 
around that of quartz, they may be 
given a considerable polish which be- 
comes apparent when they are care- 
fully washed, dried and rubbed with 
a medium stiff brush. We: have seen 
petrified ‘wood so highly polished it 
eo as if it had been on a buffing 
wheel. 


Pieces of rock consisting of layers 
of different degrees of hardness of- 
ten take very odd shapes when ex- 
posed to natural sand blasting. We 
have found specimens of sandstone 
in Lower California that were carved 
into what appeared to be castles 
with turrets and towers, while in the 
Ibex Hills of South Death Valley 
there are outcroppings of slate that 
provide spectacular examples of sand 
erosion, alternating layers being 
deeply recessed. 


Certain types of Limestone break 
up into pebbles having a strange ap- 





calcite concretions. These, however, 
are ‘round with crystals radiating 


from the center and to account for ° 


the different form of the biconoids, 


‘the suggestion of aragonite appears 


reasonable. ‘Conclusions though seem 
hardly warranted and the writer 
would appreciate information on oc- 
currence of’ minerals in similar form.

pearance. For instance some of the 
washes leading into Death Valley 
Specimens which seem to be carved 
with some kind of strange writing, 
and the same effect has been seen in 
many other localities. The carved 
stones are usually found to be of a 
very firm texture and without any 
definite cleavage. When strong acid 
is dripped upon them, it seems to 
boil, proving that the rock is a car- 
bonate which readily goes into solu- 
tion with the release of carbon diox- 
ide gas. 

Rocks of the character described 
in the foregoing are known as “ril- 
lensteine” ard the channels etched 
upon them are called “wurmrillen”, 
They usually prove to be a compact 
form of limestone that has never 
been metamorphosed and altered in- 
to ,marble, as coarsely crystallized 
limestones do not show the etching 
very plainly. 

The appearance of the rillensteine 
indicates that the peculiar worm eat- 
en effect is the resuft of solution 
rather than sand blasting, and as we 
know that strong acids dissolve lime- 
stone rapidly, we are justified in as- 
suming that very weak ones will 
produce a marked effect if given suf- 
ficient time. The question is where 
a weak acid could come from out on 
the open desert where there is no 
large amount of vegetation to release 
it. However we do not have far to 
look as summer thunderstorms : are 
not rare and are often violent. We 
know that lightning causes some of 
the nitrogen in the atmosphere to 
unite with oxygen to form nitric acid 
which is brought down by the rain 
and adds considerable fertility to the 
soil, and this would seem to be quite 
capable of producing the odd effect. 

Limestone regions also provide 
another peculiar formation that is

INDIANS AND PLAYING CARDS 


By H. BRUCE SPENCER 


Pictures of Indians on the backs of 
playing cards have been extremely 
popular. Manufacturers of cards 
have issued many colorful and at- 
tractive designs showing a _ wide 
range of subjects, featuring Indian 
life and customs. This includes de- 
signs usually found on hand made 
blankets, pottery, etc. 

American Indians, the aborigines 
of the New World, are so called be- 
cause of the original delusion of 
Christopher Columbus. He supposed 
he had discovered India and Indians 
of the Eastern Hemisphere. Hence 
these came to be distinguished as 
East Indians and those of America, 
as West or American Indians. The 
Americans or West Indians include 
the Eskimo, North American, Mexi- 
can, Central American and South 
American types. These all have 
many similar traits, and likewise 
there are a great many differences 
among them, caused by variations in 
climate and habits of their lives. In 
the entire Western Hemisphere there 
are hundreds of different “Indian 
Nations”. 

Again referring to the playing 
ecards, The Eskimo, Alaskan, and 
Canadian branches, including Totem 
Poles, appear on only a few decks. 
The “Red Men” of the United States, 
however, decorate a great many dif- 
ferent decks — you will find him 
with his canoes — feathers — tom- 
toms — wigwams — war dances — 
and war paint — with his tomahawks 
— bows and arrows — with his 
syuaws and papooses, also ‘with his 
pipe of peace — on his horses and on 
foot. Paintings by well known ar- 
tists of famous Indian characters and 
scenes have been copied on the decks, 
such as “Minnehaha”, “Pocahontas” 
— “Laughing Water” — “Rockwood” 
— “Petoskey” — a beautiful card 
ealled ‘“Wanda’s Wooing” — and 
many others. 

The most numerous Indian pictures 
on the cards appear to be in connec- 
tion with the “Pueblo” of New Mex- 
ico and Arizona — and with the “Az- 
tecs” of Mexico. These cards are of 
special note because of the impor- 
tance and interest of the allied sub- 
jects shown — rug and basket weav- 
ing — the curious buildings erected 
by these Indians — their dress and 
blankets of bright colors. Also there 
are cards featuring pictures of the 
“Cliff Dwellers” ruins. 

All of the cards mentioned above 
are in connection with the designs 
on the backs of the cards only. The 
decks are all of the regulation play- 
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ing cards with no pictures on the 
playing sides — along with the pips 
(hearts — diamonds — clubs — 
spades). A few of these decks have 
Indians as jokers, and others are ad- 
vertising decks issued to promote the 
sale of some product having an Indi- 
an name or membership in a club or 
Association, as per the following: 
Petoskey Portland Cement Co., Pe- 
tosey, Mich., Land O’Lakes Sweet 
Cream Butter, this has picture of 
Indian Maiden holding package of 
butter, Mound City Coffee Co., St. 
Louis, with pictures of three Indian 
Chiefs on packages of Coffee, Iro- 
quois Club of Chicago, Sioux City 
Stock Yards, A-Z Electric Alloy — 
Charles River Country Club, Alaska 
Steamship Co. of Seattle, Iroquois 
Foundry Co., West Point Motor Co., 
of West Point, Va., Bewley Allen Co., 
Agency of Cadillac — Pontiac Autos. 


SPECIAL DECKS 
Indians appear on a number of 


famous decks — now quite rare and 
valuable — collectors items — to be 
found in collections of antique 


playing cards. Perhaps the most 
noted example is the one by J. G. 
Humphreys, issued about the year 
1800. This deck has Indians as 
Jacks — Jack of Hearts is 
Jacket” Jack of Diamonds is 
ant-wachia”, Jack of Clubs is “Jo- 
seph Brant” and Jack of Spades — 
a fourth Indian difficult to identify. 

A very beautiful souvenir deck of 
the PUEBLO Indians. The back de- 
sign is an Indian rug or blanket in 
red, yellow, white and black. Each 
card has a picture on the playing 
side. The heart suit is devoted to 
the children of the MOKI TOWN. 
The Diamond suit pictures the oc- 
cupations of the people — weaving 
— harvesting and grinding wheat 
— making and painting pottery — 
water and wood carriers — drilling 
TURQUOISE. The Spade suit re- 
fers to family life. The Club suit 
pertains to tribal dancers. The 
joker is the clown of corn dance. 

An extremely interesting souve- 
nir deck is called “VISTAS del 
PERU” from LIMA. The back de- 
sign pictures LLAMAS and AL- 
PACAS and water falls. This deck 
has numerous scenes of the INCA 
Indians and their activities. 

The so called “National Deck of 
Mexico” is devoted to the rital cos- 
tumes of the AZTEC _ Indians 
These beautiful playing cards are 
issued by CLEMENTE JACQUES 
and Co. Mexico City. They are of 
the Latin Suits — Cups — Swords 
— Batons — Coins. The Baton is 
represented by the Century Plant. 
The back design is unique in that it 
represents the. ancient calender 
found carved in the rocks of some 
of the temples. The twelve face 
cards are most gorgeous — featur- 
ing the AZTEC Indians dressed in 
the costumes of. the -tribal rites. 
There are no: queens in ‘the Latin

about 1910 on decks to advertise the

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decks, their places being taken by 


men on horseback. 
Decks were issued in 1922 known 


as “TAROK Indian Auction”.: This 
contains 54 cards ‘of which 29 
feature American.. Indians, very 


cleverly drawn by the late AU- 
GUST PETRTYD, an artist of 
Chicago. These beautiful cards 
class as Tarot or fortune telling, 
and are difficult to secure now. 

Numerous souvenir and regular 
decks issued for railroads and cities 
throughout the U. S. A. contain 
cards featuring Indians. The Santa 
Fe Railroad especially in its souve- 
nir deck of about 1900. This has a 
back design of Indians on _ horse- 
back watching a train in the dis- 
tance. Half of the cards feature 
Indians on the playing side. The 
Florida East Coast souvenir deck 
has back design of the Great Seal 
of the State with Indian in the cen- 
ter. The Great Northern Railway 
issued in 1939 deck with back de- 
sign showing picture of the Indian 
“Water Black Bird”. This road al- 
so issued decks illustrated by the 
artist Winold Reiss with back de- 
sign of the Indians Chief Wades-in- 
the-water and Julia wades-in-the- 
water. The White Pass and Yukon 
Railroad in its deck issued in 1900, 
shows picture of Totem Poles of 
Alaska. 


The recent exhibition at the Chica- 
go Art Institute of antique playing 
cards owned by Mrs. Wm. A. NITZE 
of Los Angeles, included cards from 
a noted deck, hand made by Ameri- 
can Indians, and presented to Wm. 
Frederick Cody (Buffalo Bill). These 
cards are made of’ hide.

DIGGES Coat-of-Arms

He beareth for Arms: Gules on a 
cross argent five double-headed 
eagles’ heads erased sable. 1st crest 
— An eagle’s leg couped from the 
thigh sable issuant therefrom three 
ostrich feathers argent; 2nd crest — 
A double eagle’s head erased sable. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A red (gules) shield on which is 
charged a silver (argent) cross. On 
this cross are 5 double-headed 
eagles’ heads, black (sable) in color. 
Two crests are shown here. 1st, an 
eagle’s leg cut off straight from the 
thigh (coupled), with three silver 
(argent) ostrich feathers issuing 
from it. 2nd, a black double eagle’s 
head as torn violently from the body 
(erased). 

The cross is one of 9 so-called 
Honourable Ordinaries, straight-sid- 
ed figures one-third the width of the 
shield, first symbols used to identify 
men encased in armour. The cross is 
a Crusader emblem, and denotes suf- 
fering, sorrow, and sacrifice. 

The double-headed eagle indicates 
a double empire, and is thus used in 
Russian and Austrian Royal Arms. 
Why.-it is displayed on this bear- 
ing is. unknown to the writer. The 
same family bore it with only one 
head, therefore the reason could not 
have been very important — per- 
haps to distinguish one branch of the 
family moving to a new section. Even 
the crest is usually registered as 2 
single eagle’s head. The eagle is 
symbolical of a man of action, ever 
more occupied in high and weighty 
affairs, and one of lofty spirit, in- 
genious, speedy in apprehension, and 
judicious in matters of ambiguity. 

Ostrich feathers or plumes are 
emblematical of willing obedience 
and serenity. “No force alters their 
fashion” — that is the “fold or the 
fall of the feather recovers itself 


after being ruffled by the wind”. 

Colors represent the personal char- 
acteristics of the original bearer, and 
are granted only upon merit. Red 
signifies courage and magnanimity; 
silver, sincerity and peace; black, in 
this case the natural color of the 
eagle, has no special meaning. 

Burke’s General Armory registers 
the above description without the 
crests as ascribed to the families 
seated in Chilham, Wooton Court and 
Bertram, co. Kent, England, some 
using single, and some double-headed 
eagles. The same, Arms with the 
crests as above are ascribed to the 
families of cos. Surrey and Wilts. 
The name is spelled Diggs and 
Dyges. 

Several American authorities, such 
as Crozier’s Virginia Heraldica, 
Crozier’s General Armory of Amer- 
ican families, Journal of American 
History, and others, contain descrip- 
tions and pictures of this family Ar- 
morial Bearing. 

This picture is from a photostat of 
a printed copy, and the writer has 
this comment to make, that English 
artists nearly always place two 
helmets above the shield, one for 
each crest, as the crest is intended to 
rest on a helmet. 

Without the crest, thus showing 
that the family was from co. Kent, 
this Coat-of-Arms is engraved on the 
tomb of Dudley Digges, who was bur- 
ried on the family estate of “Bel- 
field” on the York River. 

Edward Digges, first in Virginia, 
was the son of Sir Dudley Digges of 
Chilham, co. Kent, thus the family 
line and Coat-of-Arms have both 
been established. Sir Dudley was a 
Member of Parliament, a Knight and 
Baronet, and in the time of Charles 
I., Master of the Rolls. He married 
Mary, daughter and co-heiress of Sir 
Thomas Kempe of Olantigh, co. Kent. 

Edward, son of Dudley, (1621- 
1675), came from England about 
1650, settling in Belfield, Warwick 
Co. Virginia. His was a very influ- 
ential life, and devoted to the service 
of his colony, as is evidenced by the 
offices he held, such as member of 
the Council; auditor general; and 
Governor of the Colony (1656). 

His interests were also of an in- 
dustrial nature, and he developed the 
silk manufacturing business to com- 
paratively large proportions for 
those days. He even brought ex- 
perts from Armenia to teach the 
colonists best methods. 

After two years — March 1656 to 
March 1658 as Colonial Governor, 
Edward Digges was sent to England 
as agent for the colony.

Edward’s descendants of the name 
of Digges seem to have been through 
the lines of his sons Dudley and Wil- 
liam. Marriages were naturally into 
some of the finest families of Vir- 
ginia. 

Those wishing to join the Society 
of Colonial Wars, or the Daughters 
of Colonial Wars, are eligible 
through Governor Edward, and 
through William, who was a member 
of the Maryland Council, 1681-9, and 
Deputy-Governor of Maryland in 
1684. 

Dudley, Edward’s son, married 
Susannah Cole; they named a son 
Cole, who also held high offices in 
Virginia. This Cole name was pas- 
sed down through the families in 
later generations. 

During the Revolution, there was 
an Edward who was Captain of the 
Virginia Militia; a Dudley, Lieu- 
tenant of a Virginia State Regiment; 
and a Cole, Cornet in 1st Continental 
Dragoons. 

Although many names of Colonial 
families are associated mainly with 
one section of the Eastern Coast, yet 
often there will be a family or two 
found in another part having the 
same name. But this does not seem 
to be the case with the Digges fam- 
ily. This is definitely a Virginia 
family, whether it is spelled Diggs 
or Digges — and by the way, it is 
pronounced as though the “e” were 
silent. 

The last Who’s Who has only one 
of the Virginia line-Isaac, who has 
been attorney for many large cor- 
porations in our land, besides serv- 
ing on Federal Boards and Commis- 
sions, during World War I and since. 
Another name listed is a pseudonym. 
A third name was listed, but this 
person, another Dudley Digges, actor, 
has since died. He was born in Ire- 
land in 1880. He came to America, 
directed Shaw plays, was stage man- 
ager with George Arliss, and star- 
red in many popular plays, such as 
“On Borrowed Time”, “Masque of 
Kings”, “The Iceman Cometh”, and 
others. 

Mr. Oren Hughes Digges, of Evan- 
ston, with whom we had a delight- 
ful telephone conversation, said he 
knew Dudley Digges, and that he 
was also from the Virginia line, but 
evidently some of his ancestors had 
moved back across the water. 

Mr. Oren H. Digges is a descendant 
of the first Edward, and we compli- 
mented him. upon his knowledge, for 
there are so many. who can not so

The lit- 
tle girl can go into the DAR on both 
parents’ sides, and when she is 18, 
join the Society of Mayflower Des- 
cendants.” 

What was it “started” all this? 
One lady said she couldn’t see how 
anyone loaded down with big old 
beoks, needlepoint and many queer 
objects — and charts, could hold the 
attention of so many children. I 
didn’t — it was they who held my at- 
tention. They had their eyes on all 
those things and could hardly wait 
till I picked up the next thing. 

“I’m not a collector — I just save 
things. And you should save a rew 
things that your parents use and 
enjoy now, that will be curiosities 50 
years from now.

ancestor. I picked up the 1790 census . 
of New York and found his name and. 


showed them in what county and 
township he lived and how many 
were in his family. This ‘was one 
proof. Then I picked up a Roll of 
Honor book of the DAR and found 
that some one took out a member- 
ship through him. I did not have 
a Lineage Book, but told them how 
the reference, if followed would trace 
another person’s line, which might 
give me information of value. 

They were much interested in a 
client’s notebook of charts and stor- 
ies. With this and Mather’s “Refu- 
gees of Long Island to Connecticut 
in 1776”. I explained that my client 
had no proof nor date of the marri- 
age of a certain couple — it was 
just a tradition in the family; that 
on a certain page in this book, the 
marriage was recorded, ,and also 
both’ parties’ ancestors to the first 
in this county!! 

Next came the story of an old axe. 
They all thought it must be very old. 
They never had seen such a queer 
shape, and they could tell that both 
the head and handle were hand- 
wrought. But alas! This axe which 
had been in my family since the Re- 
volution and the story was very de- 
finite that it had been used by my 
great-great grandfather to build 
ships during that war, and I had a 
statement to that effect notarized by 
an uncle, — the axe was not accept- 
ed as documentary proof by the 
Daughters of Founders and Patriots 
of America; and I failed to establish 
my membership in that group. No 
civil service had been found. The 
children seemed to feel as badly as I. 


After a look at a few more books 
and articles they were amazed at 
one old book I had — dated 1725 — 
with all “Royal Lines from Adam to 
these Times”!! Examining the differ- 
ent styles of type used to bring out 
the important names and facts, and 
comparing the various kinds of 
charts for different countries, just 
seemed to intrigue them.

“wait for no man” — they must 
“join” — they must find records and 
fill out charts! Their mother told 
them they had all those records put 
away in some books. Their great 
uncle or grandfather or some man 
in the family who was a professional 
genealogist, had made out all their 
charts, put them in a notebook and 
given them to the family. “Nobody 
seemed to care about it, so we put it 
away” the mother had said. “We 
care now, Mom” — “We do care, 
mother — please get out that book, 
Mother”. So the book came out and 
the Revolutionary patriots were 
found. Now the genealogist can reel 
his work was not in vain. 


At the close I told them I would 
not let them ask me questions unless 
they came to me after dismissal, but 
I wanted to ask them some: “What 
did you learn that you never knew 
before?” What interested you the 
most?” “What meant the most — 
was the greatest value to you?” Any- 
one could answer any one question. 
There were some clever answers, as 
you can imagine, but the best one 
was this: “What meant most to me 
was that you-have to prove every- 
thing!!!”.This from a boy who look- 
ed about 10 years! 


If I could, or would, hold up this 
“Crest Corner” a few days or weeks 
longer — no doubt more good stories 
could be added — but this much 
shows how interest in a wholesome 
and worthwhile hobby of historical 
value, can be stimulated, — and in 
young people!

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Truman Letter to Douglas 
Brings $125 


A friendly letter written by | resj- 
dent Truman to Sen. Elect Pau! H, 
Douglas, complimenting him on his 
campaign strategy eight weeks be- 
fore the Nov. 2 election, 'was adver- 
tised and sold recently by a dealer 
in historical letters and documents. 

King V. Hostick, who specializes 
in trading in letters signed by Presi- 
dents, listed the Truman item as No, 
1 in a catalog of 61 other offerings, 
Most of them were letters or docu- 
ments signed by Presidents Hoover, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Harding, 
Ulysses S. Grant, and others. Earli- 
est was a printed check dated June 
4, 1816, and signed by James Madi- 
son. 

Prices for the items ranged from 
$3.50 for Calvin Coolidge’s signature 
on a White House card to $125 for 
the Truman letter, and the same 
price for a nine-page manuscript 
written by Harding. 

Sale “Distresses” Douglas 

Douglas said he was “very distres- 
sed” that the President’s note had 
appeared on the commercial market, 
and explained that he had given it to 
Hostick under the impression the 
dealer intended to keep it in his per- 
sonal collection. : : 

“The letter was printed in the 
newspapers soon after I received it, 
after I had obtained White House 
approval to release it.” Douglas said. 
“As the content was public, I agreed 
to give it to Hostick when he request- 
ed it, without any idea that he in- 
tended to sell it.” : 

Hostick, Chicago, advertised the 
letter as dated Sept. 5, and quoted 
from it the following lines: 

“I’ve been thru every movement you 
are making in Illinois in Missouri on 
four occasions. Your conclusions are 
right down my alley. I sincerely wish 
I could ‘run’ for President as you are 
‘running’ for senator and as I twice ran 
for senator. Best of luck to you. How 
badly we need men like you in _ the 
United States senate no one knows bet- 
ter than I’’, 

Used In Campaign Brochure 

In a eampaign brochure, Douglas 
quoted other parts of the note, as 
given below: 

“Dear Mr. Douglas, 

“T have just read your article in the 
New York Times magazine on ‘Running 
for Office.’ It is so good and so true I 
had to write you and tell you so. Best 
of luck to you. How badly we need men 
like you in the United States senate no 
one knows better than I. 

“Sincerely, 
“Harry S. Truman” 

The senator elect explained that 
Hostick, was a volunteer worker in 
his campaign. The letter was a_ gift. 
He said he had requested Hostick to 
repurchase the letter and return it. 

In Indianapolis, Hostick declined 
to say who had the letter, but ac- 
knowledged that he had sold it. He 


refused any other comment. __

sometimes of quite striking appear- 
ance and is also produced by solution. 
There are actually two common 
types of rock which consist largely 
of lime. One is true limestone and 
the other is dolomite. The difference 
is that dolomite also contains some 
magnesium which makes it much 
less soluble than pure calcium car- 
bonate. It not infrequently happens 
that masses of limestone are invaded 
by solutions containing magnesium 
which alter the chemical composition 
of the rock in pieces, a process known 
as dolomitization. When pieces of 
limestone containing some dolomite 
are acted upon by weak acids, the 
limestone is eaten away, sometimes 
producing an odd effect. A similar 
result may occur when some other 
impurity such as iron oxide is pre- 
sent, and in this case the forms are 
often reddish or some dark color. 


Chalcedony is a form cf quartz de- 
posited by water and often associated 
with ancient volcanic rocks, being 
found filling cracks and gas bubble 
holes in lava. It is a gem stone 
when clear, often slightly resembling 
moonstone, while agate is really a 
banded chalcedony. This mineral 
takes a multitude of forms depending 
on its origin. We have found single 
pieces of gem grade that weighed as 
much as 15 pounds but those picked 
up at the present time are apt to 
be either much smaller or else quite 
impure. 

Among the forms that have at- 
tracted the most attention are the 
“desert roses” of the Colorado Des- 
ert, the botryoidal or _ bubble-like 
colored chalcedony from Utah and 
the “desert moonstones” from a Cali- 
fornia area now closed to the public. 
The so-called “beach moonstones” of 
the Pacific Coast are of similar ori- 
gin and are supposed to have been 
eroded from basaltic lava flows on 
the ocean bottom just off shore. 


Tourists crossing Arizona _ fre- 
auently obtain the little clear to 
smoky nodules called “Apache tears.” 
At one time these were sold as 
smoky topaz and if the customer ob- 
jected to the name, his attention 
was called to the hardness. These 
pebbles are actually nodules from 
perlite and are properly classified as 
obsidian. The unusual hardness 
seems to be a surface phenomenon 
that does not extend all the way 
through. 

Certain types of fossils have a 
peculiar appearance and now and 


then we read where someone has. 


found a piece of honycomb turned to 
stone. Such specimens invariably 
prove to be parts of fossil coral 
heads. 

There are endless ways in which 
rocks can be given an odd appear- 
ance and we have only mentioned a 
few. Those who keep their eyes open 
when they are in out of the way plac- 
es will reap a rich reward in added 
interest even though they do’ not find 
anything of cash value. 
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Wheelbarrow Detector 
Aids in Search 


For Meteorites 


Not long ago an Associated Press 
writer, Stuart Awbrey, reporting 
from Hutchinson, Kan., told of an 
amateur prospector there, one H. O. 
Stockwell, whose “wheelbarrow tells 
him where buried meteorites are lo- 
cated.” 

According to Awbrey, Stockwell is 
an amateur prospector who has found 
his native Kansas a fertile field for 
hurtling star fragments. A partner 
in a Hutchinson electrical supply 
house, he began his meteor search 
as a hobby, and now is receiving 
professional recognition for his work. 

“Since last September, when he 
began prospecting as a serious side- 
line, Stockwell has unearthed four 
meteorites in Kansas, the largest 
weighing 740 pounds. 

“His equipment includes a mineral 
detecting instrument, similar in 
principal to the army’s mine detector, 
which is mounted on a_ plywood 
wheelbarrow. The instrument is 
wired to react electrically to metal 
in the ground. 

“Trudging behind the ’barrow, 
Stockwell paces across Kansas farms 
with the care of a grounds-keeper 
searching for weeds. When _ the 
wheelbarrow crosses buried metal — 
be it an abandoned plow disc or a 
meteorite — the instrument gauge 
jumps violently. Then he begins dig- 
ging. 

“His favorite hunting ground has 
been in Brenham townsite, Kiowa 
county, Kansas. There he discovered 
his 740-pound prize, only eight 
pounds lighter than the largest mete- 
orite ever found in Kansas. 

“He used a tractor with hydraulic 
lift to get the big chunk of metal on 
a truck for shipment to Hutchinson, 
where he now has it on display at 
his place of business. 

Stockwell’s other finds in the 
Brenham field weighed 357, 220 and 
126 pounds. All were about two feet 
below the ground surface. 

His most recent exploration was 
in northwestern Kansas, following 
the explosion of an unexplained “ball 
of fire’ Feb. 18. The object, which 
exploded thousands of feet in the air, 
was seen in six states — Kansas, 
Texas, New Mexico, Oklahoma, Ne- 
braska and Colorado. 

Believing it was a disintegrating 
meteor, Stockwell packed his wheel- 
barrow for a search in the vicinity 
of Norton, Kan., where witnesses re- 
ported the explosion rattled windows 
over a wide area. 

He returned empty-handed, as did 
Dr. H. H. Nininger, director of the 
American Meteorite Museum, Wins- 
low, Ariz., who also visited: the area. 

“On his return trip, Stockwe'l 
paused long enough at the Boyd 
ranch, south of Ness City,-Kan., to 
uncover a seven-pound meteor frag- 
ment. 

“He hasn’t given up on the north 
explosion. Right now he’s working 
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on improving detection equipment 
for new explorations. 

“¢ Farmers, stockmen and hunters 
who are daily in the fields have the 
best chance of finding a meteorite’ he 
says. ‘After it has has been found 
and reported to scientists, they can 
go into the the field with electrical 
machines and determine if others fell 
in the same locality.’ ”. ,

“Rare Earth Elements” 


Some of the so-called “rare-earth 
elements” would be used much less 
freely in industry if nature had not 
come to the rescue and done the min- 
ing for us. The most important 
commercial source of these metals 
is the mineral monazite, but this 
is so disseminated in the rocks 
that it does not pay to mine it, al- 
though numerous attempts to do so 
have been made. As the rocks erode 
away, it collects as sand in stream. 
beds and can be removed by sluicing. 

Much of our present supply of 
monazite comes from the Carolinas, 
Florida and Idaho, although Brazil, 
India and Ceylon contain the world’s 
most productive localities. In these 
countries the concentration has been 
by the action of ocean waves acting 
over a long period of time. 

The rare-earth elements are used 
in certain alloys, in making special 
types of glass and enamels, as chem- 
ical catalysts which cause things to 
happen merely through their pre- 
sence, and in illuminating devices.

Kansas City Doctor Has Outstanding 
Collection of Match Covers 


More than a million people in this 
country save match covers. One of 
the leading private collectors of this 
distinctly American hobby is Dr. 
Leland S. Larimore, osteopathic eye, 
ear, nose, and throat specialist of 
Kansas City, Mo., who has amassed 
more than 100,000 items. 


Ten years ‘ago, Dr. Larimore de- 
cided to cover one wall of his base- 
ment “rumpus room” with match 
covers, “Just for a different effect”, 


he said. This was the unique begin- 
ning of one of the largest known 
private match cover collections in the 
United States. 

Today every state in the Union as 
well as many foreign countries are 
represented in his collection ‘which 
has been valued at $10,000. 

He has the largest collection of 
Hawaiian match covers and is one 
of thé few hobbyists in this field to 
own a cover from the Philippine 
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Another view of Dr. Larimore’s match cover room

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lands. The specialist, also, has 500 
distinctive cuts of United Si .tes 
ships and 1,040 double sizes from the 
armed force and shore station wits, 
Among these is a match book ever 
from the sunken aircraft carvier, 
The Lexington, which is valued at 
$10.00. 

Another of his specialties is “Sniall 
Town” subjects. Dr. Larimore leads 
the field, this time, with 8,000 in that 
category. He has 6,000  separaie 
Kansas City items alone and thou- 
sands of hotels, restaurants, and 
night clubs, including some from 
hotels in Beyruth, Palestine, Berlin, 
and other cities in the news. He, also, 
has one from the Bremen when it 
was a luxury liner, and the ill-fated 
Normandy. 

Perhaps the oddest part of his col- 
lection is the 300 funeral home match 
tops and three churches. 

Upon asking Dr. Larimore what 
match cover was the most valuable in 
the world, the specialist said, “Match 
fans generally concede the Lindberg 
copy deserves this distinction. It was 
published in conjunction with the 
testimonial dinner in the Hotel 
Astor, New York City, in 1927 fol- 
lowing Lindbergh’s epochal flight 
across the Atlantic. The cover bears 
a picture of the flyer on the front 
and the ‘Spirit of St. Louis’ on the 
back. It is appraised at $50.00° in 
perfect condition. Only one is known 
to exist,” then added, “Certain match 
covers, particularly early sets by 
the Diamond Match company com- 
mand unbelievably high prices. The 
Educational Set of 100, one of the 
earliest of the classic sets, is valued 
at $100. The silver set of 11 issued 
for the 1934 Chicago Century of 
Progress is rated at $50, while many 
sunken U. S. Ships sell from one to 
five dollars.” 

Dr. Larimore is a practicing osteo- 
ear, nose and. throat 
specialist in Kansas City, Missouri. 

During his years of practice he has 
resided in Kansas, Oklahoma, and 
Missouri and has served as presi- 
dent of the osteopathic societies of 
each of these states. He has also 
been honored ‘with the presidency of 
Osteopathic College of Ophthalmolo- 
gy and Otorhinolaryngology, the 
Jackson County (Mo.) Osteopathic 
society, the Staff of the Northeast 
Hospital of Kansas City, and the 
American Osteopathic Golf associa- 
tion. 

He is at present the secretary- 
treasurer of the national organiza- 
tion of. osteopathic eye, ear, nose and 
throat specialists. 

Dr. Larimore is shown holding a card 
table covered with 67 cigarette 
packages and 56 match box tops. from 
every civilized country. The open book 
in the front contains 564 covers from 
U. S. Ships, many of which were sunk 
(A close up of the 
Lexington and Jarvis are shown in No. 
5.) The second book contains 1101 Roy- 
al Flash (double size) from Camps, 
Forts and Air Bases active during the 
war. These are out of print and are of 
value to collectors. 

The albums marked H and R and ab- 
breviations of States, contain hotels and 
restaurants, arranged, alphabetically by 
towns and covers. Approximately 12,000 
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Rare specimens from Dr. Larimore’s collection 


of these are contained therein, includ- 
ing 1042 from California and 986 from 
New York City. Another book contains 
a hotel and a restaurant from every 
State capitol; 640 hotel chains and 314 
of hotels named after famous people. 

Another book contains covers from 
482 railroads — 14 from the New York 
Central, 19 Pennsylvania, and 45 Union 
Pacific. Also, 345 Golf and County 
Clubs, and, 415 Funeral Homes. 

Smaller books contain over 2000 box 
tops from penny boxes, the largest num- 
ber from Japan, with China’ second, 
U. S&. fifth.

Since the first printing of this 
book, it has been considered a great 
addition to the Indian lore of our 
country. Now with this reprint, col- 
lectors who could not find a copy of 
the early editions will be able to 
place this much sought after work 
in their libraries with much satis- 
faction. 

This Cherokee Indian classic was 
first published in 1765, and a copy 
of this original London _ edition 
brought $120.00 at a recent auction. 
A later limited edition has now be- 
come so scarce that copies sell in the 
neighborhood of $20.00. The recent 
publication contains an introduction, 
annotation, and index by Samuel 
Cole Williams, formerly Justice of 
the Tennessee Supreme Court. 

Timberlake’s observations on the 
manners and customs of the Chero- 
kee have long been considered inval- 
uable information to the ethnologists. 
There is a vital bit of information for 
collectors of the history of Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, and Tennessee. In addition

McFALL TOBACCO CANS 


By MARGARET McFALL 


Another candidate for the title of 
“unique hobbyist” is Dr. James E. 
Webster, chemist at Oklahoma Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College, 
Stillwater, Oklahoma. Webster col- 
lects empty tobacco tins, pocket size. 

In his office Webster displays his 
collection of about 95 tins, many of 
which bear labels no longer seen on 
the shelves of pipe and _ tobacco 
stores. The only familiar labels are 
on the popular brands, but such 
names as Rummie, Puffenjoy, Life, 
Wagon Wheel, Stag, Honeymoon, 
Bowl of Roses, Cork Town, Pinku- 
sohn’s Potpurri and many others are 
completely foreign to a young pipe 
smoker. 


Webster explains it this way: 


“When I started smoking a pipe 
seven or eight. years ago, I didn’t 


‘ know what brand of tobacco to use, 


so I started experimenting, and the 
first thing I knew I had a nice start 
on my collection.” 


“The only foreign tin in the bunch 
is Club Lido, a Canadian brand. I 
found it being used as a nail con- 
tainer and rescued it for my own use. 
There is one English can there, but it 
doesn’t really belong in the collection 
since it isn’t a pocket tin.” 

The little man with the big pipe 
can also tell a lot about tobacco, 
having made a private study of dif- 
ferent kinds, where they are grown, 
their color, aroma and the like. 

Biological and agricultural chem- 
istry are Dr. Webster’s special fields. 
He received his Ph. D. degree from 
Ohio State and has been with the 
Agricultural Chemistry Research lab 
at A. and M. since 1927. Besides 
teaching in these fields, Webster has 


also done research work, including 
experiments on sorghum, grape col- 
or, seedless tomatoes and oil and 
protein content of Oklahoma crops. 
There is evidently no such thing 


as a favorite brand with the doctor, 
for on his desk are no less than 
five packages of tobacco, Holiday, 
Col. Adams, Velvet, Prince Albert 
and Donniford’s. If the hobby is to 
continue, Webster cannot afford to 
have a favorite, or his collection 
would suffer. 


The Holiday tin will take its place 
on the shelf soon as the youngest 
member of the collection. 


If there are other collectors ot 
this kind, Webster would like to cor- 
respond with them. He also dabbles 
in stamps, specializing in the U. S. 
mint issues. 

Here’s a word of ‘warning to any 
prospective hobbyist: Don’t start this 
one unless you love to smoke.
